STEAMER LOST. 


Joseph W. McGrath of Quincy, the 
Master—All Missing. 


Letters from Seattle would seem to 
confirm the sad story of the loss of the 
steamer Discovery, of which Joseph 
W. McGrath of this city was master, 
on the night of Nov. 2. The steamer 
left Nome on Oct. 13 on her homeward 
passage to Seattle, and her last stopping 
place was Yakatuk on Noy. 2. She 
left that port that afternoon and ac- 
cording to the story told by the captains 
of the steamers making Seattle from 
Alaskan ports, the Discovery must 
have encountered the terrible storms 
which ravaged the North Pacific dur- 
ing the latter part of October and 
early November. 

Some traces of the missing craft 
have been found by a passing steamer, 
but as yet no further evidence of the 
loss, has been found. The revenue 
steamer Rush is now in quest of what- 
ever remains of the awful work of the 
fateful storm. 

Joseph W. McGrath was well-known 
in Quincy, and many will be deeply 
grieved to hear even the possibility 
that he met such a fate as the news 
}portends. He has had quite a career 
for a young man, but twenty-seven 
years of age, and had achieved a place 
in his profession hardly in keeping 
with his years. His first service was 
on the training ship Euterprise, then 
on the American line, and later and 
before taking charge of the Discovery 
had been with the United States Coast 
Survey. During the Spanish war he 
served on the Harvard.

Men, wo- 
men and even unweaned children keep 
a quid, often of enormous size, con- 
stantly in the mouth. The juice is not 
spit out, but swallowed with the saliva 
without producing any symptoms of 
nausea.

Deroux is a Panamaian and owing to 
his political counections he was _ sub- 
jected to annoyances and affronts at Bo- 
gota and on the Magdalena river, where, 
at one place on the passage down, a 
number of Colombians threatened to 
board the steamer and molest him. 
Trouble was averted by the captain cut- 
ting the vessel's moorings and drop- 
ping down streain. At Bogota efforts 
were made to persuade Deroux to join 
the Reyes commission to the isthmus, 
but Deroux declined. 

Bogota and the entire country is wait- 
ing to hear from General Reyes, whose 
grant of full presidential powers has 
been confirined. Wh 
much talk in Colombia of raising a big 
army no actual steps in that direction 
have yet been taken. Public contribu- 
tions are being made and decrees are 
occasionally issued, referring to war- 
like preparations, but no real action 
has been taken. Colombia possesses a 
great number of gun rifles, some artil- 
lery and an ample supply of ammuni- 
tion. 

Colombia has not lost the idea of mak- 
ing an attempt to regain the isthmus. 
She still entertains hopes that Reyes 
will suce2ed in effecting a satisfactory 
arrangenient at Washington, 
this, Colombia, it is believed, will un- 
doubtedly advance on the isthmus, send- 
ing troops in small parties of 200 to 
300 along both coasts, sufficiently inland 
to keep their movements secret, and, 
on arriving on the borders of Panama, 
they will, it is said, begin a guerilla war- 
fare, pillaging and burning. They may 
also, it is alleged, attempt to transport 
troops by sea, in small schooners and 
other such craft between unimportant 
and little-known ports, hoping to avoid 
the American gunboats, and thus help-

|Receivers Appointed For His 
Zion City Property 


HAS BEEN HARD PRESSED 


Appeals to His Followers to 
“Dig Down” For Money to 
Help Him Out Resulted Con- 
trary to Expectations 


Chicago, Dec. 2.—Financial difficulties 
which began during the crusade of John 
A. Dowie, the self-styled “Elijah III,” 
and his restoration host to New York, 
which have been tapidly increasing 
since Dowie’s retirn, culminated last 
might ia the federa! courts taking pos- 
session of all the property cov.trolled by 
Dowie in Zion City. This town, which 
was founded two years ago by Dowie, 
has a population of over 10,000, is the 
general headquarters for Dowie's 
church and is said to represent an ex- 
penditure of $20,000,000. 

Fred N. Blount ond Albert D. Cur- 
rier were appointed receivers of the 
property. ‘Their bonds were fixed at 
$100,000 by Judge Kohisaat, who made 
the appointment on the petition of sey- 
eral creditors. 

The bankruptcy proceedings against 
Dowle were based on the allegation that 
he is insolvent and that while in this 
financial condition he committed an act 
of bankruptcy by makinga preferential 
payment to the E. Streeter Lumber 
company for $3170. Dowie has been 
hard pressed by his creditors, espe- 
cially since it was announced that his 
recent mission to New York had proved 
unsuccessful! financially. 

Dowie is known to have accumulated 
a large sum as the head of the Chris- 
tian Catholic church, the assets of the 
organization being estimated at be- 
i tween $20,000,000 and $30,000,000. 
There was a large outlay of money, 
however, when Zion City was started. 
Then i:ace and candy industries were 
started and, as both of these ventures 
have never been a paying investment, 
a great deal more money was tied up. 
| Dowie’s differences with his brother-in- 
/law, Stevenson, over the management 
of the lace factory, cost more than 

$100,000 and other suits recently begun 
by creditors are said to aggregate a 
large sum. 

Last Wednesday Dowle’s first con- 
fession of weakness was made at a 
rally in the tabernacle at Zion City. 
“A Jot of you people have cash in your 
pockets,” Dowie said to his followers. 
“Dig down and get it out. It is God’s 
and we need jt in his work. You're 
cowards if you don't give it up. De- 
posit it.” 

Dowie talked in the same strain for 
more than an hour, tears glistening on 
his cheeks as he told of the financial 
straits in which the Zion’s industries 
found themselves. 

| Instead of frightening many into de- 

positing, this appeal sent a long line of 
people to the bank on Friday, when 
| they lined up at the paying teller’s 
window, drawing out their money. 

On Monday another appeal was made 
| by Dowie for funds, but the depositors 
| who appeared were few and the de- 

posits were chie‘ly in trivia! amounts. 

, Yesterday Dowle esked the members 
|of Zion more urgently than ever for 
money. He declared that he must 
have $500,000 without delay. Thissu:n, 
1e said, he was willing to take in short 
loans, but that they must be forthcom- 
| ing immediately. 

In the efforts to remedy the condition 
of affairs at Zion City. hundreds of let- 
j ters were sent out daily to Dowie’s 
| followers in other parts of the country. 
|In these letters all 
urged, almost commanded, to sell their 
| farms, stores and everything else and 

come at once to Zion City and take up 

|the work of the church. All of those 
| who have money in banks near where 
they now live were asked to draw that 
money out of the local banks and send 
it for deposit at Zion City.

4d! It is declared to be a fact that the 


employes of the manufacturing in- 
dustries have not been paid in from 
four to six weeks. What little they 
have received is said to have been paid 
entirely in the Zion City coupon books. 
The receivers, with their attorneys, 
ard Custodian Redieske, with six

notice of the receivership. Redieske 
and his deputies went to the bank while 
the others called upon Dowie at his 
residence. After hearing the petition, 
Dowie locked himself up with several 
of his leading subordinates. He re- 
Yused to allow himself to be seen, or to 
make any statement, merely sending 
out word that he had nothing to say. 
The order of court issued compels 
Dowie to appear in court Dec. 11. 


Carnegie Gift to Quaker City 
Philadelphia, Dec. 2—The city council 
committee on free libraries \ oted to ac- 
cept from Andrew Carnegie the gift of 
$1,500,000 for the building of 30 branch 
libraries in this city. There was 
spirited opposition to the acceptance of 
tke money because it made necessary an 
| annual appropriation of about $150,000 
to maintain the libraries.

Adding to Disquiet of Cubans 
by Becoming Unduly Excited 


Over Indignation Meetings 


Washiugton, Dec. 1—Major General 
John R. Brooke, retired, former gov- 
ernor general of Cuba, gave testimony 
before the senate committee on military 
affairs which charged insubordination 
against Genera; Leonard Wood. 

General Brooxe was before the com- 
mittee more than two hours and occu- 
pied the entire time in telling of Wood’s 
conduct at Santizgo. The witness of- 
fered in support of bis statements many 
documents taken from records at the 
war department and several papers 
from his personal collection. At the 
close of his testimony u member of the 
committee said that it is probable 
Wood will have to return from the 
Philippines and testify. 

One of the charges made by Brooke 
is that Wood violated the order which 
required him, in making improvements 

| in Santiago, to. submit estimates to the 
| governor general. As evidence of this 
violation Brooke called attention to the 
building of barracks at Santiago, near 


the Morro, without Wood first having | 


| given notice to the department at Ha- 
vana. Brooke said also 
continually sent communications to the 
war department over the head of his 
commanding officer. The witness as- 
sured the committee that he cared 
nothing for the ignoring of his author- 
ity, but said that the proceeding had 
been detrimental to wilitary disci- 
pline. 

General Brooke called to the attention 
of the committee in support of an al- 
legation that Wood had neglected to 
work in harmony with the military gov- 
ernment, the matter of Wood's atti- 
tude toward the newspapers at Santi- 
ago, which repeatedly made attacks on 
General Brooke's udministration. Gen- 
eral Trrooke read a number of the at- 
tacks and also his recommendation to 
the war department that the papers be 
suppressed unless they desisted. 

One of the extracts from The Inde- 
pencia, publisied at Santiago, which 
was read, was a bitter denunciation of 
Brooke under the caption of “God Save 
Cuba.” The article was based on 
Brooke's order for the centralization of 
affairs of the island by which receipts 
from all custom houses were ordered 
sent to Havana. The article, among 
other things, said that if carried into ef- 

fect the order soon would prohibit the 
| people of Santiago from breathing 
| without permission from Brooke; that 
it was a matter of life and death to 
the province of Santiago to get the or- 
der rescinded. A large number of tele- 
grams of indignatien sent to President 
MeKinley were appended to the article. 

General Brooke read a letter which 
he had sent to the adjutant general of 
the war depart-nent asking that Wood

be Instructed to prohibit the publication | 


of such articles during the period of 
mnilitary government. 
| General Brooke told the committee 
| that Wood, without consulting his su- 
perior oflicers, obtained pezmission to 
| visit Washington, even though he left 
in abeyance maiters needing atten- 
tion. Correspondence reluting to the 
trip was laid before the committee. 
In the course of Brooke's testi- 
| mony he said that Wood hecame unduly 


| excited when the Cubans held indigna- } 


tion meetings at Santiago for the pur- 
pose of protesting against the cen- 
tralization rder. The witness declared 
that the attitude of Wood was re- 
| Sponsible to a grent extent in adding to 
the disyuiet of the Cubans. 

Members of the committee took a 
great interest in Brooke's testimony 
| and steps were taken to have copied a 

number of the papers he offered in evi- 
dnee. 
Major Rathbone was before the com- 
mittee for half an hour. The commit- 
tee asked him if he desired to have ad- 
ditional witnesses and as a result a 
| number of subpoenas were issued.

I walked away and when 50 feet away 
a bullet passed through the brim of 
my hat. It was fired by one of those 
fellows. I got revenge.” 

Neidermeyer admitted to the police 
that he and Van Dein had made an at- 
tempt to kill Marx. Roeski also said 
that he liad narrowly escaped murder 
at the hands of his accomplices. 


Burglar Webber’s Great Nerve 

White Plains, N. Y., Dee. 1.—John 
Webber, known as the “gentleman bur- 
glar,”’ has escaped from the county jail 
here. Webber, while being brought 
here from New York, jumped from the 
train and fractured bis skull. Whilea 
nurse was asleep'and a watchmanabsent 
he slipped out of the hospital ward, 
stole the key and $185 in cash from the 
pocket of the warden, who was asleep, 
and got away. Ashe suffers from 
hemorrhages of the ears, caused by the 
skull fracture, his capture is soon ex- 
pected. Medical experts were of the 
opinion that he would not live to stand 
trial. 


“An Entangling Alliance” 

Toronto, Dec. 1.—In 4 speech here 
Premier Ross of Ortario said, among 
other things: “The most entangling 
alliance at this time would be a recip- 
rocity treaty with the United States.

Hotel Shelton at Adams 
Shore Destroyed. 


It Was Insured i 
$8,400. 


Cause Probably Incendiary as Hotel 
Was Unoccupied 


Hotel Shelton, situated on Adams 
shore was completely destroyed by fire 
at 1 o’clock this morning. The hotel 
was unoccupied, and just how it started 
is a mystery. i 

It was 12.55 when the alarm from box 
13 was sounded, but it must have 
been burning some time before that, 
for parties at Quincy Centre had been 
watching the blaze for some minutes 
before the alarm was sounded. The 
box was pulled by a watchman at the 
office of Belding & Co. on Palmer 
Street. 

It was a long run for the department, 
and a hard run as well, for at that time 
there was an inch or more of snow on 
ground. 

This with the delay in sounding the 
alarm, lost valuable time, so that when | 
the department arrived the building 
was doomed. Several buildings near 
by took fire from the heat and flyiug 
sparks, but the firemen prevented any 
great damage being done them. 

The hotel was built in 1899 for D. 
Remick. It was on a sigbtly location 

but, for some reason was never a finan- 
cial success, and no party ever run 
the hotel two seasons in succession. 

It was late in the season last sum- 
mer before it was opened and it had 
only a few guests. 

The building was 40 feet wide and 120} 
feet long. It contained 30 sleeping 
rooms, office, dining room, etc. ‘The 
owner was Geo. A. Smith of Worcester 
and it is said the botel was furnished 
throughout. The last occupant was 
George Derby _of Pittsburg who left 
Oct. 1. 

Officer Curtin who was on duty at 
Houghs Neck passed the property 
shortly after midnight but saw no sigas 
of fire at that time. 

The loss is estimated at $12,000. It 
was insured for about $8,400 in Cam- 
bridge, Salem, London and other com- 
panies.

Washington, Dec. 3.—Two telegrams, 
one from the junta and the other from 
the minister of foreign affairs of Pana- 
ma, announcing the approval of the 
Hay-Bunau-Variila treaty, have been 
received by Minister Bunau-Varilla.

“At 11:50 a. m, the junta has finished 
the examination and approved and 
signed the canal tei ty.” This is signed 
by Espriella, minister of foreign re- 
lations. 

The second telegram says: “We are 
happy to communicate to your excel- 
lency that we have just ratified the 
Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty without mod- 
ification and unanimously, This official 
act has been received with unanimous 
approbation.” ‘This is signed by Messrs, 
Arango, Arias and Espinoza, members 
| of the junta. 

Minister Bunau-Varilla will com- 
municate the news received by him to 
Secretary Hay. 

The treaty as approved and signed by 
the Panama junta will be promptly re- 
turned to Minister Varilla. ‘Lo insure 

| {ts safe and prompt transmission with- 
} out interference by officials anywhere 
the treaty will be entrusted to Consul 
General Gudger at Panama, who will 
forward it to Washington in the Amer- 
ican diplomati¢ mail pouch.  Instrue- 
tions to this effect already have been 
;} sent to Gudger by Secretary Hay. 
This courtesy was extended at the re- 
quest of Minister Varilla, who is anxious 
that there shall be no interruption to 
the safe return of the approved treaty 
to Washington. 

The president expects that the treaty 
with Panama will be returned to Wash- 
ington within two weeks. The indica- 
tions now are that the treaty will be 
transmitted to the senate before the ad- 
journment of congress for the Christmas 
holidays, It is doultful whether it will 
be considered before the holiday recess. 
Senator Cullom, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, had a con- 
ference with the president regarding 
| the treaty. He indicated that serlous 

opposition to ratitication of the treaty 
would be developed, but expressed no 
| doubt of its ultimate ratification. 


; he Cerefhony at Panama 

| Panama, Dee. 3.—The new canal 
| treaty was ratified withovt amend- 
ment by the republic of Panama. 
Rear Admiral Walker arrived on the 
same train that brought Senor Esprilla 
from Colon. Senors Arango and Arias, 
with some of the ministers of the new 
republic, met fife party at the railway 
station. Senor Esprilla drove imme- 
diately to the government palace, where 
he opened the chest and withdrew the 
cotton wrappers, finally bringing to 
light the treaty, envcloped in the Pana 
ma flag. The document was :.ddressed 
to the members of the junla by Minister 
Bunau-Varilla. Senor Arias then broke 
the seal and formally handed the paper 
to the members of the junta. ‘There 
was only one copy in the English 
language. After discussing its pro- 
| visions, the ministers and members of 
the junta all signed the document. 
Then they handed it to Admiral Walker 
for transmission to Washington, 


War Clouds Breaking 

Tendon, Dec. 3.—The news cabled 
from Paris that the governments of 
Russia and Japan were on the verge 
of an agreement as to the far eastern 
difficulties and giving the basis of the 
probable agreement has aroused in- 
terest in London. The inclination in 
most well informed quarters is to be- 
lieve that an agreement ensuring the 
peaceful solution of the difficulties is 
on the eve of belug arranged. 


Mitchell May Settle Strike 

Trinidad, Col., Dec. 3.—President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
of America arrived in Trinidad last 
night. A thousand miners surrounded 
the carriage containing Mitchell and 
escorted him to a hotel, there being a 
continual ovation along the route. The 
miners believe Mitchell will settle the 
strike before leaving here. 


Ottawa University Burned 
Ottawa, Dec. 3—The Ottawa uni- 
versity, one of the largest educational 
institutions in Canada, was totally de 
stroyed by fire. The loss is estimated at 
$500,000. None of the students was 
Injured, though many of them had nar- 
row escapes. Three priests were forced 
to jump from upper windows and were 
ie injured.

All he needed was a contribution 
of ready money with which .-to tide 
over the present crisis in the affairs of 
the citr, and, this once done, Zion 
would grow to greater power than ever 
before. 

“I love this tabernacle,” he said. “I 
loved all my tabernacles as I loved my 
people. As my people hav@ grown, so 
have my temples of worship. And 
when we prepare to leave this taber- 
nacle for the last time, the next house 
of worship will be Jerusalem. Yes, we 
will help rebuild Jerusalem. It has 
always been my prayer. Ged has told 
me to do it. Ged tells all of you to 
do it. But not now. That will come 
later. 

“The flesh pets are the cause of our 
coming here tonight. They are a joke 
to me. For an hour the dogs have 
thought they led me. But, beloved, we 
are going to kick them out now. We 
will kick them out for all eternity. 

“Beloved. I would like to take you 
into my confidence. A few minutes ago 
I received a communication that has 
caused the clouds to lift. They are be- 
ginning to part. I call upon you to 
help me crush them all. My people, I 
come to you for help. & know that you 
will not be found wanting. Are you 
of Zien or not?’ 

There was a feeble “yes.” 

“Those devil's parasites, the reporters, 
will be run out of Zion. I knew they 
were coming before they attempted to 
pollute Zion. I knew it by the stench 
that came ahead of them.” 

Dowie continued in this strain for 
over an hour and repeatedly urged his 
hearers to come to the financial aid of 
Zion with all the means at their 
disposal.

The bitter tone of the Nationatists is 
an indication of how the actual taking 
up of the case has revived all the old 
animosities and bitterness of the last 
10 years. Intense feeling is shown 
throughout governmental, political and 
army circles. The universal theme of 
the newspapers, clubs and society is 
that the revival of the case will again 
bring out prominently the leading 
actors in Dreyfus’ degradation. 

Some of the most striking figures, 
including Zola and Colonel Henry, are 
dead. General Mercier has ceased to 
exercise influence in the war adminis- 
tration and never speaks in the senate. 
General de Boisdeffre, former chief of 
the French staff, bas practically been

They were to be delivered to the com- 
mander of the naval academy, to be 
used by the naval cadets in training for 
submbarine warfare. Lieutenant Pin- 
ney, U. S. N., and Gunner Donald, U.

When the weather began io get rough, 
however, the complement of each tor- 
pedo boat was taken on board the 
Peoria, and the vessels in tow were not 
manned.

knots, and on leaving here had said that 
in case of bad weather he should run 
into Delaware breakwater. Yesterday 
afternoon the wind increased to a gale 
and the safety of both tug and sub- 
marines was threatened. As the seas 
ran higher the tow lines parted and the 
eubmarines began to drift helplessly 
before the storm. 

Then began a thrilling battle with the 
elements. The tug made heroie efforts 
to get to the boats again, but could not 
possibly get them together again. 

The predicament of the boats could 
be se@#fifrom the heights ashore and 
Admiral Harrington, commandant of 
the navy yard at Portsmouth, sent the 
gunboat Yankton to the relief of the 
vessels. 

After several attempts, during which

The Yankton arrivéd upon the scene 
at about the sume time, and after mak- 
ing several unsucecssful attempts to 
pick up the other Loat, followed in the 
same direction, leaving the torpedo 
boat drifting slowly southward. The 
wind was from the northwest and was 
blowing at the rate of 40 miles an hour. 
There was also a heavy sea on.

He 
finds the child came to her death asa 
result of exposure and neglect on the 
part of her mother. Sept. 10, last, the 
mother took her child to Merrymount 
Park, Quincy, aud left it there. The 
little one was found Sept. 12 by James 
Breonon. At time the child was alive. 
It was taken to the Quincy city hospi- 
tal amd died the next day. In conclud- 
ing bis report Justice Avery says: ‘‘I 
find that this infant child was pur- 
posely abandoned by its mother, who 
was of sufficient ability to provide for 
its care and sustenance, but wilfully 
neglected so to do. The said Selma 
Akerson was held for the Grand Jury, 
and is now confined in jail.

THE GERM THEORY. 


De Foe Gave a Hint of It In the 
Early Eighteenth Century. 

De Foe’s “Journal of the Plague Year,” 
published in 1722, contains two pas- 
sages which grope towatd bacteriology. 
De Foe himse@ff pretends to disbelieve 
the theories. But his way is to seem to 
doubt what he is really eager to ad 

vance. 

Having shown that contagion was al- 
most certain in the case of people liy- 
| Ing in the same house, but often avoid- 
| able by segregation and precaution 
against physical contact, De Foe says: 

“This put it out of question to me 

that the calamity was spread by infec- 
tion—that is to say, by’ some certain 
steams or fumes, which the physicians 
call effiuvia, which effluvia affected the 
sound who came within certain dis- 
tances of the sick. Others talk of in- 
fection being carried on by the air only 
by carrying with it vast numbers of 
insects and invisible creatures, who en- 
ter into the body with the breath or 
even at the pores with the air and 
there generate or emit most acute poi- 
sons or poisonous ova or eggs, which 
mingle themselves with the blood and 
so infect the body.” 

In another place is this passage: 

“J have heard it was the opinion .of 
| others that it (the disease) might be 
| distinguished by the party's breathing 
| upen a piece of glass, where, the breath 
| condensing, there might living crea- 
itures be seen by a microscope of 

strange, monstrous and frightful 

shapes, such as dragons, snakes, ser- 
pents and devils, horrible to behold. 

But this I very much question the 
| truth of, and we had no microscopes at 
| the time, as I remember, to make the 
| experiments with.”

Then she went for a year abroad, 
studying with Raphael Collin and Aman 
Gean at the Academie Montparnasse 
during a winter and spending a sum- 
mer under Charles Lasar in Rye, Sus- 
sex. The following year she spent in 
Philadelphia, taking lessons at the 
Academy of the Fine Arts under Ce- 
cilia Beaux, Joseph de Camp and Hen- 
ry Thouron.—Boston Globe.

MILL CURTAILMENT 


Certain to Come 


SITUATION IS CRITICAL. 


Has Been For Twenty-Five 
Years--Blow Will Fal] Heavily 


Upon New England 


Boston, Dec. 5.—That a widespread 
curtailment of production by cotton 
mills in the United States will -be 
found necessary during the next lew 
months on account of the great cost of 
raw waterial is the opinion of leading 
will men in this city, from which the 
policy of many cotton mills in the north 
is directed. Yhe market for finished 
material has been unsatisfactory for 
months, and prices have not risen cor- 
respondingly with those of cotton. It 
is claimed that the greatest sufferers 
will be the owners and operatives of 
the smaller mills. 

The cotton mills of New England em- 
ploy fully 175,000 hands, 65,060 of 
Whom, mostly in southern New Eng- 
land, had their wages reduced 10 per- 
cent this fall, and 15,000 additic 
will be cut within the nexttwo weeks. 
At this time, however, there will be 


al 
ai 


no generaj reduction in the north sec- | 


tion of New England. 

A matter of great interest in Bos- 
ton, Fall River, New Bedford and else- 
where is the project now on foot in the 
southern states, where competition with 
northern mills is an important factor 
in the industry, to bring about a gen- 
eral curtaiimtnt. A meeting of south- 
ern manufacturers has been called for 


next Tuesday, and if a policy of wide- | 


spread curtuilment is adopted it will 
have much influence on the future ac- 
tion in large New England mill centres. 

During the summer months many 
mills stopped their machinery in whole 
or in part for several weeks, but there 
Was no general agreement among manu- 
facturers. A large number of mills 
had contracts to fill, while others had 
plenty of cotton and were kept in op- 
eration. 

Whether or not a general agreement 
in the north to shut off the steam can 
be reached in the present crisis is not 
known at this time, but it is expected 
that if the southerners decide ona 
general policy, it will induce a large 
number of nanufacturers, especially ii 
Fal! River and Rhode Island, to stop 
their spindles. If no agreement is 
reached in the south, there is litt 
likelihood of an understanding being 
arrived at by northern mil] owners as 


} 


a whole, for those who have cotton do | 


not care to stop manufacturing, while 
their competitors are turning their 
usual amount of goods into the market. 
Most manufacturers here agree that 
the cotton situation is the most critical 
for 25 years. 

A mill treasurer, who declined to have 
his name used, says: ‘The situation is 


certainly serious. Cotton is higher to- | 


day than it has been for 25 years and 
at the present prices of goods curtail- 
ment for the mills will be absolutely 
necessary. What the future of cotton 
goods prices will be is as much a mat- 
ter of guesswork as the size of the cot- 
ton crop. 

“There is no doubt that curtuilment 
will be necessary at the present price of 
cotton and a very extensive curtail- 
ment. In the smaller mills complete 
stoppage undoubtedly will be necessary. 
The matter of prices for goods is an- 
other question. The mills can raise 
their prices, but will they get them? 
The Canadian mills may have increased 
their prices, but will they get them? 
It may be possible for. the Canadian 
mills to get together and agree on 
prices, but such a proceeding is im- 
practicable m the American mills. 
Some mills would find it convenient to 
underse!ll. When there fs sueh an im- 
mense competition in this couutry, an 
agrecment is impossible. The situa- 
tion is very bud for the mills and the 
outlook not erfcouraging for the op- 
eratives.” 

Should no general curtailment in New 
England be agreed upon during the win- 
ter, it is thought that only the mills 
that aré financially the strongest will 
be able to keep all their machinery in 
operation. In Manchester, N. H., Low- 
ell and a number of Maine points, there 
is said to be a large supply of old cot- 
ton on hand, but in Fall River, many 
Rhode Island towns and elsewhere, the 
amount on hand is iimited.

About 
2,192,000 bales are consumed an- 
nually in the northern states, when the 
mills are all running, and 1,600,000 in 
the south.

at Janesville, Wis. We planted some 
povgler in the woods near there, but it 
wa discovered, and the game was up. 
Then we came back to Chicago and 
held up the Clybourne Junction station 
of the Northwestern on July 3.” 

“How did you spend your money?” 

“Oh, drinking and going to dances. |! 
had a girl, of course, and it took quite 
a bunch of money to keep her going. 

“Niedermier and Vandine were the 
best shots in Chicago. They could plug 
a quarter every time forty feet away. 
We had planned to go to the ‘Hole In 
the Wall’ country, in Wyoming, when 
it got too hot for us here. 

“I've fired more than 10,000 car- 
tridges. We spent a lot of our money 
for ammunition. We would go into a 
shooting gallery and shoot away $10 
and then go on to another. We knew 
that success depended on our being 
quick and sure shots.” 

Detective Quinn had been warned 
that Marx would shoot to kill. Quinn 
had his hand on his weapon in his over- 
coat pocket when he approached Marx, 
yet was shot and killed before he could 
defend himself. 

“Nobody could lick Marx,” said a 
former schoolmate of the youth, “and 
many a time I have gone blocks out of 
my way toavoid him. He used to chew 
tobacco in school. When we gave the 
teacher an apple shower, Gus always 
stole all: the apples. Once he had a 
gang that went about stealing marbles 
from the boys on the playgrounds. It 
ended by his stealing all the plunder 
from the rest of the gang, and when 
they protested he licked them one after 
another.” 

J. M. Fitzgerald, a criminologist, has 
examined Marx. He says: 

“In the study of thousands of men I 
have never seen one who was of.such a 
pronounced type of the ‘daredevil’ sort 
—the deliberate, merciless desperado. 
Not a word of emotion escaped his lips 
during one hour's interview. His moral 
perceptions are blunted and abnormal.”

PARAPHERNALIA SEIZED

| Fine Plates and Enough Paper 


| on Hand to Print $1,000,000 
In Money--Other Members of 
Gang Arrested at New York 


Boston, Dec. 5.—What is considered 
by the United States government secret 
service officials to be one of the most 
important raids that has ever taken 
place in the vicinity of Boston was suc- 
cessfully carried out in Revere when 
three men, all said to be well known 
counterfeiters, were arrested, and an 
extensive plant and an enormous supply 
}of paper for printing notes was con- 
fiscated, 

The government officers stated that 
there Was paper ecuough in the house 
where the raid took place to print more 
than $1,000,000 worth of notes, while the 
plates and hand presses were of the 
finest workmanship. The men ar- 
rested were John Davis, Joseph Bou- 
menblitt and Moses Novak, and it is 
understood that the government made 
seven siniultaneous arrests in or near 
New York. 

Davis is 33 years old and is believed to 
be the head of the gang, and according 
to the secret service officers he is well 
known not only in this country’ but also 
in Europe. It ‘s believed, however, that 
New York parties were behind the plot 
which was exposed in Revere, and the 
counterfeiting is said to have been car- 
ried on either in that city or in Newark 
before a portion of the gang came to 
this city. 

Novak, or Frankel, as he was known 
in Revere, came fom New York about 
two months ago, accompanied by a 
woman said to be his wife. He hired 
a house at 1381 Prospect zvenue. Soon 
after he took possession the authorities 
at Washington began to receive nu- 
merous complaints that counterfeit 
money was being freely circulated in 
New England. From the larger New 
England cities and from New York 
caine the report that numerous $20 
Garfield head gold certificates, $10 
Buffalo head silver certificates and $5 
Indian head certiticates were being cir- 


culated, all of which were bad. The 
smaller towns and cities were also 
flooded with counterfeit notes of the 


Cape Cod Naiivnal bank, the Fourth 
National bank of Bosten and the na- 
tional bunks of Waltham, Lynn and 
New Bedford. 

As svon as the secret service of- 
| ficials thought they had located the gang 

operating in this vicinity, Agents W. J. 
Flynn of the New York division, Jobn 
|. Murphy of St. Louis division and 
Joseph Murphy of the Boston civision 
were put on the case. After watching 
and waiting for some time, they finally 
decided to visit the Prospect avenue 
| house in Revere. 

It about noon when the offi- 
cers started on their errand. As they 
| neared the house they met Novak on the 
street und placed him under arrest. Ia 
order not to arouse suspicion the offi- 
cers sent on ahead a messenger boy with 
a letter, As soon as the occupants of the 
house opened the door the messenger 
inserted his foot and held the door open 
until the officers were able to force 
their way into the house. The other 
two men, Davis and Boumenblitt, were 
found and arrested, and then began the 
search of the house. 

Lithograph plates bearing the “im- 
print of many different kinds of money 
were found in abundance. In addition 
to these there were presses for print- 
ing the bogus bills and engraving tools 
were lying about in great profusion. 
The paper for printing the notes was of 
good workmanship and a very fair imi- 
tation of the genuine bank note paper. 
From the amount and the big de 
nomination of the plates seized the ofli- 
cers said they were justified in saying 
that there was sufficient on hand to 
print bills amounting to over $1,000,000, 

Davis has an international reputation 
as a counterfeiter. A number of years 
ago he was arrested in Engiand for 
making counterfeit Bank of England 
notes. : He was never senteuced for this 
offense, as he turned queen's evidence 
against his associates, thereby gaining 
his own freedom. 

Although the arrests were made at 
noon yesterday they were not made 
public until nearly midnight. Accord- 
ing to advices received by the local 
secret service ugents seven other mem- 
bers of the gang of counterfeiters were 
arrested in or near New York last 
night. ft was feared that the. New 
York members of the gang might take 
warning and escape arrest if the report 
of the raid at Revere was sent out in 
press dispatches,

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WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Footwear and Holiday Goods 
Are In Brisk Demand 

New York, Dec. 5—R. G. Dun & 
Ge.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Trade is seasonably quiet, except in 
the lines affected by weather and tkose 
embracing holiday goods, which are in 
good demand. Activity is especially 
conspicuous among footwéar jobbers 
and retailers. Commodities are gen- 
erally lower in price, although a few 
important articles such as cotton, eggs 
and dairy products have risen. 

Manufacturing conditions are still ir- 
regular, the best symptom of the week 
being the steadiness of iron and steel. 
Textile mills still find it difficult to 
secure prices in proper ratio to the 
raw material, the violent advance in 
cotton adding to the embarrassment 
of spinners who have only limited sup 
plies on band. Money market pres- 
sure is relieved by more gold imports. 

Cotton mills have suffered further 
from the vagaries of the raw material 
and the latest advance must have 
obliterated any profit secured through 
the reduction of wages. New business 
is limited to pressing needs and the 
few advances in quotations of goods 
are in no way proportionate to the 
latest rise in the southern staple. 

In woolen goods the only event of 
note was the opening of overcoatings 
for next seuson, most of which were of 
low grade. Prices remain unchanged 
and demand light. 

Footwear shops in New England have 
besun cutting faney goods fer spring 
delivery and plants are also busy on 
heavy staple shoes for shipment in 
February. Deliveries on fall orders are 
about completed. 


Roosevelt and Hanna Confer 

Washington, Dec. 5.—President Roose- 
velt and Senator Hanna had a long 
conference at the White House last 
night, at which the Panama canal sit- 
uation and important legislation to 
come before congress was discussed, 
with incidental references to the case 
of General Wood and the chairmanship 
of the Republican national committee. 
Senator Hanna would say nothing as 
to the conference except that acceptance 
of the management of the next Repub- 
Hean campaign wili depend upon his 
health. 


Organized Labor Denounced 

Dayton, O., Dec. 5.—The executive 
committee of the Citizens’ Industrial 
ussociation passed resolutions against 
members placing the union label on 
articles of their own manufacture. 
They also took ground in opposition to 
the eight-hour bill now pending in con- 
gress. They provided for the forma- 
tion of a labor information bureau for 
the use of members. A platform de- 
nouncing organized labor was adopted 
as an cpen letter to the public and 
affiliated associations,

Sydney, N. 8., Dec. 5.--Captain Hub- 
ley of the fishing schooner Alberta re 
ports that about 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when 30 miles off Scaterie island 
during a strong gale, a large meteorina 
southern direction burst with a terrific 
shock. ‘The vessel trembled violently 
from the force of the shock. It was 
doubtless the effect of this meteoric ex- 
plosion that was felt by Louisburg peo- 
ple the same morning.

Seven creditors, representing claims of 
more than $10,000, filed an answer in 
the United States district court, in 
which they asked Judge Koblsaat to in- 
quire into the question of Dowie’s 
solvency. They deried that the head of 
Zion City is insolvent or that he wus 
in that condition when the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings were begun against 
him, and they also ayerred that Dowie 
should not be declared bankrupt for 
any cause sect forth in the original pe- 
tition. The lawyers who represent 
these seven creditors declare that addl- 
tional claims amounting to close to 
$100,000 will be united in the contest 
against the bankruptcy proceedings. 

Simultaneously with the | filing of 
these objections attorneys representing 
the $100,000 claim of Samuel Steven- 
son, Dowie'’s brother-in-law, announced 
that they. would appear in the federal 
court with Dowie’s representative to 
ask that the original petitioners be re- 
quired to give an indemnifying bond in 
the sum of $200,000. Tiis request will 
be made, it is said, for the purpose of 
having something on which to hold 
those who brought the bankruptcy pe- 
tition responsible in the event the case 
is dismissed on a showing of Dowie’s 
solvency. 

At the same time Dowie's representa- 
tives will ask Judge Kolilsaat to order 
the recelvers to vacate the lace factory 
at Zion City. This industry is in charge 
of a corporation, and as Dowie is not 
the sole stockholder it will be urged 
that this concern should not be con- 
trolled by the bankruptcy court. The 
elaim will be made that Stevenson holds 
stock in this corporation as security for 
his claim of $100,000 and the conten- 
tion will be made in court that Steven- 
son's interests will be affected by the 
litigation. 

Attorney Helmer, who represents 
clients having clainis of about $100,000 
against Dowie, says: “Sevéral of our 
clients have been doing business with 
Dowie for a long time and have always 
beeu pald what was duethem. They 
believe full payment would be made 
them without the receivership of the 
federal court, because they do not think 
Dowie is insolvent.

men, Among the captors were half a 
dozen meu.bers of the New York force 
) and Captain lynn, who is in charge of 
| the United States secret service in that 
city. 

“Davis confessed to me immediately 
| after his arrest that he was engaged 

in the counterfeiting business,” said 
Captain Flynn. “It was an old story 
as far as he was concerned. He has 
been arrested many times, notably in 
England, where he was accused of 
forging Bank of England £5 notes. He 
told on his associates that time and se- 
cured the incarceration of his con- 
federates, he himself escaping. He will 
not escape this time, for we do not need 
his evidence. In our eight months’ 
| hunt after the gang, which has been 
| producing a very fine imitation of na- 
tional bank bills, we have learned many 
things. The evidence in our possession 
is such that we require evidence 
from any member of the gang.” 

Two of the seven men arrested in New 
York, Benjamin Farber and Harry 
Stein, will be brought to Boston to be 
tried here with the three now here. 
These two wili be accused with having 
carried the product of the Revere plant 
to New York for circulation. 

It is explained by one of the secret 
service men that the process by which 
the bills were made was lithographic. 
Davis is an expert photographer. 
Genuine bills were photegraphed on 
| metal plates or stone and then impres- 
sions were made on the paper which 
had been obtained in New York, and 
Was as near the genuire bank note paper 
as it was pessible to obtain. The 


spurious notes turned out are pro- 
nounced by the secret service men to be 


well-nigh perfect and difficult of de- 
tection.

‘The photographic 
apparatus was complete, and the other 
apparatus was all that was needed to 
show the busiuess that the prisoners 
were engaged in.

From now until the 
day of the hearing of John Davis,

The bail of the three defendants, $10,- 
000 each, is so high that none of them 
has been abe to get outofiail. They 
will probably -emain there until the 
hearing on Friday. After that their 
case will go before the federal grand 
jury.

NEW WARSHIP. 


Secretary Moody Re Recommends An-! 
nual Appropriation for Them. 


A portion of the annual report of W. 
H. Moody, the Secretary of Navy, is of 
local interest, especially to those who 
desire the Quincy shipyard to prosper. 

Tht Secretary says: Careful consider- 
ation given to the question of the con- 
tinuance of naval construction confirms 
me in the views expressed in my last 
anoual report that the upbuilding of the 
navy should be continued by the annual 
authorization of new vessels. 

The effective force of the navy was in- 
creased during the fiscal year by the 
addition of 25 new vessels. These ves 
sels were the battleship Maine, the 
four harbor defence monitors Arkansas, 
Nevada, Florida and Wyoming; 12 tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, one torpedo boat 
and seven submarine boats. the 
close of the fiscal and therefore 
not included in this enumeration, addi- 
tional vessels have been accepted as 
follows: One protected cruiser, the 
Cleveland, Oct. 29: one torpedo boat de- 
stroyer, the Macdonough, July 3.

Salsbury’s Fund For Pushing 
Grand Rapids Water Deal 


WARRANTS FOR ARRESTS 


Newspaper Men, Ex-City Clerk, 
Attorney and Former State 
Senator Must Tell What They 
Know of Colossal Scandal 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 8.—Chap- 
ter two of the Lake Michigan water 
scandal was opened to the public last 
night. Judge Haggerty has signed war- 
rants for the arrest of seven more prom- 
inent men implicated in the scandal 
by the con#ssion of ex-City Attorney 
Salsbury and by his testimony at the 
police court examinations, Another 


warrant will be issued today. ‘The list 
of men for whom warrants were issued 
is as follows: 

Charged with conspiracy: J. C. 
Sproat, former manager of the defunct 
Grand Rapids Democrat; C. $8. Bureh, 
manager of the Grand Rapids Evening 
Press; E. D. Conger, manager of the 
Grand Rapids Herald; J. kK. Thompson, 
former reporter for the Grand Rapids 
Evening Press; I. F. Lamoreaux, for- 
mer city clerk. Charged with attempt- 
ing subordination of perjury: W. F. 
Mchnight, attorney, who was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for attorney general in 
1902. Charged with perjury; Ex-State 
Senator Nichols, Ioria, ettorney-at-law. 

The warrants were issued on the com- 
plaint of Prosecutor Brown. It is the 
intention of the prosecution to makethe 
arrests at once if the persons whose. 
names are mentioned do not appear 
voluntarily. 

The warrants for conspiracy in the 
famous water deal charge Burch, 
Sproat and Lamoreaux with accepting 
money from Salsbury for assisting him 
to try during the summer of 1900 to 
secure a contract with the city to fur- 
nish its inhabitants with water from 
Lake Michigan. 

Salsbury swears that lhe gave Burch 
$5000, Sproat $17,000, Conger $10,000, 
Thomas $500 and Lamoreaux $500 of a 
$100,000 boodle fund placed in his hands 
by H. A. Taylor, a New York capitalist, 
to procure a contract with the city. 

McKnight is charged with attempting 
to suborn I’. H. Garman, one of the 
people’s witnesses, to swear falsely in 
the trial of Salsbury in November, 
1901, when the latter was convicted of 
enrconting a hrihe in onrmecectios: rrith tho 
water deal, .It is charged that on Oct. 
26 MciXnight conspired with Salsbury, 
Nichols and T, ¥. MeGarry of offering 
Garman $1250. 

Nichols is charged with perjury al- 
leged to have been committed Noy. 29, 
190i, when he was a witnessin the 
| Salsbury case. At that time he was 
| questioned relative to the alleged at- 
tempt to bribe Garman and swore a de- 
nial of the entire story of Garman. He 
was himself arrested upon the charge of 
; bribery and was acquitted after a 

trial. 

Relative to intimations that he was 
being influenced to such an extent that 
he dare not proceed as he would like 
to, Prosecutor Brown said: “Neither 
myself nor Mr. Ward, my associate, 
have been approached by a single per- 
son with even the slightest suggestion 
of influence, intimidation or appeal.”

Officials of the United States 
Will Not Be Caught Napping 
Washington, Dec. 8—Thbe dispatch 

of the cruiser Atlanta to the Gulf of 
Darien is of great importance and inter- 
est in connection with the rumor from 
Colou of the departure of Colombian 
soldiers for the Isthmus of Punaima, 
This is about 180 miles east of Colon 
and the cruise of the Atlanta in those 
waters will enable her commander to 
keep in close touch with deveiopments 
in the Colombian situation originating 
in and about the vicinity of Cartagena, 
from which place it is rumored sol- 
diers are to march on the isthmus. 

Naval officials decline to say whether

Story of Savages’ Attack on 
Crew of Benjamin Sewall 


ROBBED IN A LIFEBOAT 


Boat Plug Was Removed and 
the Craft Capsized, After All 
Hands Had Been Stripped-- 
Fate of Missing Ones Unknown 


Washington, Dec. 8—Rear Admiral 
Eyans, commanding the Asiatic fleet, 
| has dispatched the gunboat Annapolis 
to Tamsul, Formosa, to make a thor- 
ough investigation into the attack on 


| the crew of the American ship Ben- 


jamin Sewell, which was abandoned 
| Oct. 5 about 40 miles from the island of 


Botel Tobago. Upon the result of the 


| mission of the Annapolis will depend 


the decision of the state department as 
| to whether an inguiry of the Japanese 
| government will be necessary. 

Official details of the search for the 
missing boat's crew from the wreck of 
| the Benjamin Sewall made by the Don 
| Juan de Austria and the Wilmington 
| are contained in reports just received 

at the navy department. On the ar- 
rival of these gunboats at South Cape, 
Formesa, the Don Juan de Austria was 
ordered to proceed to Botel Tobago, 
where it was learned that three Japa- 
nese shipwrecked sailors from the 
Sewall were to be found. One of these 
told the story of their experience to 
Lieutenant Commander Denfeld of the 
Don Juan de Austria, briefly to this 
effect: 

The Benjamin Sewall shipped froin 
Singapore for Shanghai with a cargo of 
teak. When three days out she was 
| struck by a typheon and lost all three 
| masts. ‘he captain gave the order for 
j all hands to abaidon ship. Aoki, who 

tells the story, Weut in a boat in charge 
of the chief ofticer, together with the 
third mute and his wife, two Japanese 
seamen, two Manila seamen and an 
American negro, 2 Culinese cook, a 
Chinese carpenter and a Russian sea- 
| man. Shortly before sunset on Oct. 10, 
| when five miles from the north shore of 
| the island, they were attacked by four 
canoes, each manned by about 12 
| armed savages. 

“At this time,” says Aoki, “we were 
| Towing with three ours and also held a 
} sail made by piecing together blankets, 
ete. For provisions we had three cans 


vf plucapplee and two or throo cans of 
milk, with some salt meat and ship's 
biscuit, the last bad. The savages ran 
alongside us and as many as could 
clambered on board and stripped us to 
| our skins, not even sparing the woman, 

We ail had some money and the chief 
| mate, the cook and one of the seamen 
| had watches. ‘They pried off all the 
| brass work, took out the bout-plug and 
| capsized the boat. After this they 
| made off, having been with us about an 
hour. It was now guite dark and we 
could not see where they went.” 

Aoki says that the negro end the 
Chinese cook drowned 10 minutes after 
| the boat capsized, and later the chief 
mate, who was an oldman. All of the 
remainder made for the shore, except 
the third piate, who was an American, 
and the Japanese Womau whom, as she 
could not swim toshore, the third 
mate refused to leave. 

When the three Japanese reached the 
shore they hid among the mountains, 
| fearing another attack from the sav- 
ages. After remaining in hiding five 
days, they were rescued by a party of 
natives and brought’ to the police 
station. 

The Japanese government has or- 
dered a thorough search made for the 
five missing persons on Botel Tabago 
island.

GIGANTIC FRAUDS 


insurance Companies Lost Hun- 


dreds of Thousands of Dollars 

New York, Dec. 8.—Startling dis- 
closures, based upon information ob- 
tained through a confession made by 
Max Karnfield, a public fire adjuster, 
who has been convicted of fraud in 
connection with a claim of loss he had 
himself put in and who will be sen- 
tenced on Friday, were made last even- 
ing by Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan. The cases of 12 persous who 
are suspected of having defrauded in- 
surance companies in a similar manner 
will be presented to the grand jury 
within a few days. Among them are 
lawyers, merchants, public tire adjust- 
ers and adjusters employed by fire in- 
surance companies. Mr. Garvan de- 
elares that fire insurance companies 
have lost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars through paying false claims of 
loss. 

Fire patrolmen, men employed by 
the board of fire underwriters to take 
charge of properties after fires have 
been extinguished and suave as much 
property as possible, Garvan alleges, 
have purposely .damaged goods by 
water for a fee provided by fire 
adjusters.

“Resolveds That with the view of se- 
curing national curtailment, which we 
think absolutely necessary to the cot- 
ton industry, we recommend that a 
committee of 1% from the North Caro- 
lina association be appointed by the 
chair to meet in Washington city at as 
early date as can be agreed upon with 
like committees from other states. 

“That the other southern states, the 
middle and New England states be in- 
vited by the chairman of this meeting 
to appoint similar committees, which, 
when they meet in Washington as a 
joint comniittee, will formulate a plau 
that will bring about curtailment 
throughout the United States. 

“And that this joint committee im- 
mediately call a national meeting of 
manufacturers at such p!ace and date 
as they can agree upon.” 

After the reading of the motion there 
was an interesting discussion. W. C. 
Heath of Monroe, N. C., president of 
the American Cotton Manufacturers’ 


association. said that he did, nat think 
it would do any good to attempt to 


curtail unless a forfeit was putup. He 
said the mevting would be unwise to 
put itself in a position where it seemed 
to try to depress* the price of cotton. 
Curtailment, he said, is all right, but 
not now. Curtailment should not begin 
before July or August, when the proper 
care could be taken of the operatives. 
Mr. Heath criticised the censure of 
cotton speculators. He knew, he said, 
that two-thirds of the men before him 
did what was termed gambling in the 
cotton market. 

President Gordon of the Georgia 
Cotton Manufacturers’ association said 
that he believed that curtailment was 
the only solution. He thought the 
price of cotton would remein high. It 
remained for the manufacturers to 
regulate the price of their goods. 

At the afternoon session the com- 
mittee was named, consisting of 15 
manufacturers of North Carolina. 


Uncertainty In New England 

Boston, Dec. 9.--It cannot be told at 
this time what affect the move to 
bring about a curtailment in the cotton 
mills of the United States will have in 
New England. Few manufacturers 
care to express an opinion at present 
and those who are willing to discuss the 
situation are not agreed on a plan to 
be pursued, although it is generally 


| admitted that mill owners cannot turn 


out goods at a profit with cotton pur- 
chased at the prevailing quotations, 
while the present attitude of buyers of 
the finished product is maintained, 

It seems to be the sentiment of own- 
es of small mills and of treasurers 
who are short of cotton that curtuail- 
ment of production js absolutely neces- 
sary. Many manufacturers admit that 
they are very much “at sea” regarding 
the future. Some of the larger mill 
interests in New England, especially 
several of the manufacturers in the 
northern section who have a fair cotton 
supply, are not advocating a shutdown 
at this time, and it is not believed that 
they would care to.do much curtailing 
unless they received assurances that 
the movement would be general in all 
sections north and south, as they main- 
tain that a half-hearted curtailment 
would not prove a success.

Americans Hold a Town on 
the Panama Railroad 


IS ON COLOMBIAN TRAIL 


Could Easily Prevent Invaders 
From Obtaining Foothold Ina 
Rich District--Moral Effect 
Is Also a Consideration 


Colon, Dec.9.—Two companies of 
marines from the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Dixie were landed here 
and took a train for Empire, a town ou 
the railroad near Panama, where a 
camp was established in the cana] com- 
pany’s building. Jf sanitary conditions 
warrant it the remainder of the 450 
marines on board the Dixie will be 
transferred to the camp in batches of 50. 

‘he stated official purpose of this 
movement is to give the marines prac- 
tice in the building of camps and to re- 
lieve them frow their long eontine- 
| ment on the vessel. The actual pur- 
| pose of the United States government 
| in landing the marines is, however, be- 
leved to be connected with the precau- 
tionary measures now being carried out 
on both sides of the isthmus, and per- 
haps, also, for the moral effect which 

the landing of the marines may have 
on the native garrison at Panama, the 
loyalty of which, though hitherto abso- 
lutely unswerving, has been questioned 
in some quarters, especially since the 
discovery of the plot against the life of 
General Hu2:tus, commaunder-in-chief 
of the forces of the republic of Pana- 
ma, and the alleged effort on the part 
of a few army officers to persuade the 
garrison to revolt. 

{t is considered significant that the 
point selected for the encampment of 
the Dixie’s marines, while itis the 
highest and most sanitary on the line of 
the Panama railroad, is also on the 

trail most frequently used in the past

for the movement of troops overland 
from the Cauca district into the Chiri- 
qui district. 

If a body of Colombian troops should 
succeed in obtaining a foothold in the 
rich Chiriqui district itis generally 
conceded that after predatory raids on 
the countryside they could retreat, to 
the mountain fastnesses, from which it 
would be most difficult to dislodge them. 

There is no doubt that the naval au- 


thorities took into consideration the 
moral effect on the UOloINuiau goveru- 


ment of the establishment of a marine 
camp at Empire. 

The report of the movement of 3000 
soldiers from Cartagena for the purpose 
of tnvading the isthmus capnot be con- 
firmed. Rumors of such movements 
may be looked for frequently, particu- 
larly as the people of the isthmus are 
more or less excited by the precau- 
tionary measuras adopted by the United 
States.

Wants to Know If Independence

Washington, Dec, 10.—Senator Teller 
concluded his speech in opposition to 
the Cuban reciprocity bill and Sena- 
tor Morgan also made a speech in op- 
position to thatmeasure, The Alabama 
senator devoted the greater share of his 
attention to the Panama canal ques- 
tion. Wwe charged that the United 
States had broken faith in foiling to 
obey the Spooner law, and warned Cuba 
that the same course might be followed 
by us towards that country in case the 
pending bill should become a law. 

Senator Hoar iutroduced the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“Resolved, That the president be re- 
guested, if not, in kis judgment, in- 
compatible with the public interest, to 
communicate to the senate such facts 
as may be in his possession, or in that 
of any of the executive departments, as 
will show whether, at the tire of the 
ratification of the treaty with the re- 
public of Panama, letely communicated 
to the senate, that province, Panama, 
had successfully established its inde- 
pendence, had lawfully adopted a con- 
stitution, and had given authority to 
the persons with whom said treaty pur- 
ports to have been made to negotiate 
and ratify the same;,also the popula- 
tion of said republic of Panama at that 
time, its capacity for self-government 
and the race and character of the per- 
sons composmg it; also, whether the 
officials negotiating or ratifying the 
treaty on the part of Panama had any 
personal or private interest in or re- 
lation to the construction of a 
across the isthmus of Panama; also

Senator Hoar’s Panama resolution 
has occasioned wide comment here by 
reason of the searching character of 
the questions which he asks the admin- 
istration to answer, if #t incompatible 
with public policy. The case of the op- 
ponents of the adininistration’s policy, 
it is believed here, could not have been 
more thoroughly presented, and the 
president's reply will be awaited with 
interest. 


Atlanta on the Lookout 

Colon, Dee, 10.—The United States 
cruiser Atlanta 1s still patrolling the 
eastern end of the San Blas coast and 
keeping an outlook for any attempt on 
the part of the Colombian government 
to lang troops on the isthmus, which 
the Atlanta would at once prevent. 

The Atlanta is also endeavoring to 
ascertain if the Indians know any- 
thing of the movements of troops from 
the interior and is also seeking infor- 
mation concerning the alleged con- 
centration of Colombian troops at the 
mouth of the Atrato river, on the Gulf 
of Darien. 

The Atrato river being in Colombian 
territory the Atlanta, of course, could 
not interfere with any movements of 
Colombian troops there. 

The report brought to Laguira, Vene- 
zuela, by the French steamer Versailles 
from Savanilla to the effect that Co- 
lombian steamers have landed 1100 men 
near the mouth of the Atrato river to 
open a way over the Darien mountairs 
to the isthmus cannot be confirmed 
here.

Bogota, Dec. 10.—The following ex- 
pression of the attitude of the Colom- 
bian government is authorized, the 
strict censorship preventing a fuller

“The statement issued by Secretary 
of State Hay in explanation of the 
violent happenings on the isthmus of 
Panama has produced a most unfor- 
tunate and disastrous impression j 
potitical and diplomatic circles here by 
reason of its contradictions and its lack 
of sincerity and logical arguments. 
The Bogota press has answered §ec- 
retary Hay’s statement in the most 
victorious and convincing manner. The 
central government is acting, and will 
continue to act, with dignity and honor, 
but it has decided to combat the inde- 
pendence of the isthmus most deter- 
minedly and without cessation. Amer- 
icans here continue to enjoy complete 
security despite the indignation of the 
people.”

Looked

General Curtailment 


FALL RIVER SENTIMENT 


Movement by Southern Manu- 
facturers In Need of Stronger 
Support--Output May Be Re- 


stricted by Individual Looms 


Fall River, Mass., Dee. 10—Reports 
of the cotton manufacturers’ meeting 
at Charlotte, N. C., were disappointing 
to manufacturers here. ‘There are more 
looms and spindies now curtailing pro- 
duction in Bristol county alone than 
were represented at the southern meet- 
ing which planned to inaugurate a na- 
At the

advices received here, there was an 
absence of the greater manufacturers 
of the south who are represented by 
; the strong commission houses in New 
York and Philadelphia.

As 
the matter now stands there is no rea- 
son to look for a large general curtail- 
ment in this city for the winter, and 
after that period the course of events 
will depend on the trend of the cotton 
and cloth markets. 

In some circles there has been an 
outspoken lack of confidence in the 
ability of those represented at the south- 
ern meeting to make any progress. If 
Fall River manufacturers could be as- 
sured of the support of the Boston and 
Providence manufacturers in a curtail 
ment movement ofa national character, 
they would go with them to the large 
commission houses in New York whe 
represent the larger southern interests 
and would endeavor to agree with them 


as to a definite policy to restrain the |

change which they claim are 
aporalyzing the trade. Until such an 
assurance seems probable the mills will 
act individually. Up to this moment 
there is little reason to look for a gen- 
eral shutting down by agreement be- 
fore the early spring. 

Manufacturers having representa- 
tives in New York are advised that 
the demand in the trade is not yet large 
or important enough to warrant any 
sharp advance in the prices of cloth, in 
keeping with the advance in cotton. For 
this reason many of them will quietly 
restrict their output by shutting down 
This ubstantialssi cmem emfy 
looms. This is substantially the advice 
which has been given indirectly by local 
brokers, and it is the primary cauSe for 
the very general firmness existing in 
the cloth market. ‘The time has not yet 
arrived when forced sales of goods 


are necessary, and with a continuance | 


of a tight money market mills having 
no contracts to speak of will not be 
disposed to acenmulate stocks. 

After the first of the year, if the 
money murkets become easier, there 
may be a change in the attitude of buy- 
ers, and that will determine the fu- 
ture course of the mills in a_ very 
large measure. As to the general propo- 
sition of curtailment at some time dur- 
ing the current cotton crop, Fall River 
manufacturers agree with in 
other places that there will be an :x- 
tended curtailment before mills will 
try to run on cotton at 12% cents and 
cloth at 8 1-4 cents.

Club was chartered with twenty ive 
members, they choosing Frank Burgess 
as their Commodore and biring reoms 
of Mr. John Stuart, over his boating- 
building shop, for their club rooms. 
This was the start. ‘They had to build 
floats and a pier, and, as they were not 
men of wealth, it was a struggie, but 
they pressed on. 

Mr. Burgess continued their Commo- 
dore for two years. In 1899 Mr. A. C. 
Gardner succeeded him as Commodore. 
The club in the meantime had inereased 
both in membership and yachts. At 
the end of 1899 it bad sixty members; 
they then chose Josiah A. Fenno as 
their Commodore. 

Hardly had the annual meeting pass- 
ed when they met with a loss that al- 
mnost swept them from the beach. One 
cold morning the fire-alarm rang loud 
an! long. It was Stuart’s boat shop 
and the Wollaston Yacht Clab rooms, 
which in a short hour were only ashes; 
everything in the bu lding belonging 


to the clnb and members was de- 
stroyed. ‘‘What shall we do?’’ was 
asked. No thought of giving up en- 


tered their minds. A few beaded by 
W. M. Chase, bought a lot of land 
and erected the building whieb the 
Yacht Club now uses, This gave the 
club a push forward. 

In 1901 they chose A. L. Baker as 
their commodore, who seryed for two 
years. In the three years from the fire 
they bad increased in membership from 
60 to 150, with forty yachts. 

During the year 1902 the State of 
Massachusetts took the shore of Quincy 
Bay for a driveway, and here arose an- 
other problem, This driveway passes 
between the clubhouse and the water.

|Freight House and More Tracks 
Were Greatly Needed. 


The new freight yard of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
op Granite street will be opened for 
business Monday morning. The yard 
|has been practically ready for use for 
‘some time, but there has been some 
| delay in putting it into commission. 

Agent Coflin of the Quincy station 
|informed the Ledger that orders bad 
| been received to move on Saturday and 
get everything in readiness for use 
Monday morning. 

The new yard will be greatly appre- 
ciated by business men who 
jtheir goods come by freight. For 
| years they bavye been handicapped for 
want of proper facilities. Repeated 
|complaints and demands were partially 
|successfnl, and some time ago there 
| was an attempt made to better the fa- 
| cilities. 

Two sidings were built on the west 
sida of the tracks near the Quincy 
depot. While these were a great im- 
provement over the then existing con- 
| ditions, it was not entirely satisfactory. 
| The constantly increasing freight 
business soon outgrew this yard. Then 


land was purchased along the west side; 


of the main tracks off Granite street, and 
active work was commenced laying out 
| the yard. 

Hundreds of car loads of gravel were 

used in regrading the new yard to bring 

it up somewhere near the level of the 
main line. 

Something like ten spur tracks have 
jbeen built in the yard, the entrance 
from the main line being jast north of 
the School street bridge. 

| A large freight house has also been 
erected, with track laid along-side of 
its doors, so that cars can be easily 
uploaded. 

; Entrance to the new yard is from 
Granite street, the yard being of nearly 
the same grade as that street. 

It is understood that the two spur

His Mission 
COLOMBIA IS MIST*KEN 


Evidently Has Failed to Grasp 
the Situation Regarding United 
States Sentiment Toward Pan- 


ama and the Canal Treaty 


Washington, Dec.11.—A peculiar sit- 
uation is Ceveloping in the Panama mat- 
ter. When Genera! Reyes came to this 
country it was with the expectation of 
making the wrongs of Colombia a live 
partisan issue in our domestic politics. 
In this purpose he has been as badly 
disappointed as Agoncil!o was when he 
came to the United States on a similar 
errand on behalf of the Filipino insur- 
gents. Agoucillo discovered after a 
little that the Philippines were so far 
off that busy Americaus could not take 
the time from subjects close at hand to 
study the question of the rights and 
wrongs of the islanders. 

General Reyes finds that the bulk of 
of the American people wish for an 
isthmian canal, and wish for it so 
strongly that they are not disposed 
to scrutinize with great cure the meth- 
ods employed as long as the big men at 
the head of the government assure 
them that these are allright. He had 
therefore planned to go buck to Bogo- 
ta and advise his government that any- 
thing like armed resistance to the oper- 
ations of the United States would be 
folly; that it would be time thrown 
away even to try to hale our govern- 
ment into The Hague tribunal of arbitra- 
tion as defendant in an action for dam- 
ages, however excellent that policy 
might have been if the secession had 
not occurred; but the Roosevelt admin- 
istration had undertaken to dig the ca- 
nal regardless of Colombia’s objections. 
His idea was, and probably still is, that 
Colombia’s best course under the cir- 
cumstances is to issue a plain-spoken 
but dignified protest addressed to the 
civilized world, and then retire from a 
hopeless controversy. : 

This will explain his astonishment at 
the appearance of Colombian troops 
near the Panama boundary. When 
reports of such a movement first reached 
Washington he would not credit it at 
all. Now he evidently finds it hard to 
believe, but the proofs are too strong 
to be waved away. At Bogota they 
have obviously misapprehended the re- 
sults of his visits here. ‘They have been 
unable to understand that the Republi- 
cans in Congress, coming almost wholly 
from the north, are standing by the 
administration because that is Repub- 
lican, while the Democrats, coming 
chiefly from the south, are not oppos- 
ing it because the Mississippi river and 
gulf states consider a canal the sub- 
ject of first importance, so largely will 
their commer-2 be affected by it. Pol- 
ities and the pocket—as General Reyes 
has discovered, but his superiors have 
not—are the two great factors in hold- 
ing the country together at this critical 
stage in the execution of its “world 
program.” 

The next step in the proceedings will 
be yet more interesting, if Colombia 
continues of her present mind. 
eral Reyes has probably been informed 
here of just what will .happen if the 
Colombian soldiers ever get us far as 
the edge of the canal zone. They may 
stand there as well-behaved spectators 
as long as they like; but they will be 
warned that they must “keep off the 
grass” and if they do not obey they will 
be quietly arrested by armed men wear- 
ing the United States uniform, put up- 
transports and

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How It May Be Prettily Trimmed at 
Small Expense. 

Your tree selected, you can trim it 
for as much or as little money as you 
please. If your tree is very tall it will 
be well to trim the upper branches be- 
fore placing it in a perpendicular posi- 
tion lest they be too high to be easily 
reached. First of ail you want some 
attractive and appropriate ornament 
for the summit or “tip top” point of 
your tree, says the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. If you desire to.trim it at very 
little cost a small figure of Santa 
Claus may be bought for 10 cents or 
you may substitute for that patron 
saint of Christmas a cardboard figure | 
of a boy or girl in winter garb or one 
ef an angel with a trumpet blowing out 
Christmas tidings. 

A surprising quantity of pink and 
white popped corn can be bought for a 
few cents, and if strung upon strings 
and festooned ou the upper branches it 
will look very pretty, as will also cran- 
berries similarly used? Snowballs of 
white cotton Mstooned to the ends of 
the boughs and small pieces of the 
same scattered all over the tree give a 
very pretty snow effect. 

A yard of tarlatan costs 10 cents, 
and little stockings cut from it sewed 
with gayly colored yarn and filled 
with candies are a great 
Colored candles, 6 cents a dozen, and 
tin holders for them at 3 look very 
pretty. In this way a tree may be at- 
tractively trimmed at from $1 to $2. 

Sprays of red berried holly tied here 
and there on the tree tend to brighten 
it. The box thet holds the tree may be 
covered with thick moss, bits of bro- 
ken mirror being interspersed to rep- 
resent water. A box of tin soldiers, a 
Noah’s ark or a wooden village, a gift 
for one of the children, might find its 
first use in populating this miniature 
landscape at the foot of the tree.

How to Plant Mistletoe. 

Considering that we have really an | 
enormous number of apple. trees in this 
country, it is curious that it should be 
found necessary to go to Normandy for 
the great crates of mistletoe. This par- 
asitic plant is not a good thing to en- 
courage on trees, for, like all parasites, 
it is very injurious, but if it is wanted 
it is not difficult to grow. By lifting 
the bark from the wood of an apple 
tree branch and inserting the seed 
where the birds cannot get at it it may 
be induced to grow; only, as the male 
and female blossoms are produced as 
separate plants, failure is very proba- 
ble unless a good many are planted. 
Of course care must be taken to get 
berries that have not been roasted by a 
fortnight’s exposure to the heat of gas 
burners. 

How to Make Candy Bags. 

The gayest candy bags for Christ- 
mas are made of tarlatan in shades of 
red, blue, pink and green. These are 
cut square, oblong, stocking shaped or 
circular, are embroidered in tinsel and 
have a drawing string of baby ribbon 
or colored worsted. Pretty bags are 
made by sewing silk American flags 
together and shirring about an inch 
from the top with red satin ribbon. 
Paper muslin bags, shaped to simulate 
pointed caps, turned upside down and 
filled with candy, are popular with 
young folks.

More Boston Wickedness 


FIRE IN PALACE 


Queen Alexandra and Her Secre- 
tary Had Narrow Escapes 

London, Dec. 11.—A fire occurred at 

Sandringham and Queen Alexandra and 


her secretary, Miss Knollys, had narrow 
escapes. The queen was awakened 
by Miss Knollys, who raised an alarm. 
Cousiderable damage wus done before 
the fire was extinguished. The out- 
break caused a yreat deal of excite- 
ment at Sandringham, where a num- 
ber of guests are staying at present. 

The reticence customa -y at Sandring- 
ham was observed in connection with 
the fire. It appears, however, that 
Queen Alexandra had a narrower escape 
than the tirst accounts of the fire indi- 
cated. Miss Knoliys was awakened by 
the smoke in her bedroom, which is im- 
mediately below the chamber occupied 
by the queen. Miss Knollys rushed up- 
Stairs tu the queen’s apartinent and 
aroused her majesty. Both the queen 
and her secretary, who were clad only 
in dressing gowns, escaped from the 
burning room not a moment too soon, 
as the floor of the queen’s apartment 
collapsed almost immediately, carry- 
ing with it the queen's bed. Only a few 
hundred pounds’ damage was done by 
the fire, which was confined to the two 
bedrooms. 

It is stated that the trouble originated 
in an imperfectly insulated electric 
light wire, which set fire to a beam be- 
tween the ceiling of Miss Knollys’ bed- 
room and the fluor of the queen's 
apartment.

In Congress

He expressed his thanks to 
the committee for the work in the cam- 
paign of 1000, saying: “I desire to im- 
prove this opportunity to thank 
members of this committee for their 
hearty and loyal co-operation in the 
campaign of 1900, for which service 
they were chosen by the convention held 
that year. From a personal stand- 
point it is a pleasure te me to make 
this ucknowledgment of unanimous and 
able support on the part of this com- 
mittee in that campaign.

Electrical Display to Mark Opening 
of New Structure, 

the East river 

bridge on Dec, 19 will incidentally fur- 


The opening of new 
nish New Yorkers with an opportunity 
to witness one of the wmost gigantie 
electric light displays ever seen in New 
York city. With the setting of the sun 
on that day will be brought into daz- 
zling relief a veritable bridge of fire 
more than a mile in length, its cables 
and towers, stringpieces, spans and 
anchorages traced in electric light 
bulbs. Suspended between the towers 
op both the New York and Brooklyn 
ends will glitter enormous stars and 
the coat of arms of the city of New 
York, while in the center of the bridge, 
where the cables meet, two immense 
American flags traced in colored lights 
will be installed. 

These flags, one on the tp stream and 
one on the down stream side of the 
structure, will be twenty-five feet in 
height and 100 feet long and will con- 
tain each about 2,000 lamps properly 
colored so as to bring out perfectly the 
red, white and blue of Old Glory. The 
only colored lights that will be used are 
those for these flags and the coat of 
arms, all other lights being frosted. 

The contract for these electric light 
decorations for the opening of the new 
structure embodies the largest instal- 
lation for decorations that have ever 
been undertaken in the country. There 
will be in use 20,000 bulbs of eight 
candle power each. The electricity re- 
quired to illuminate the bridge on this 
occasion will require a dynamo capac- 
ity of nearly 1,000 horsepower. There 
will be nearly twenty miles of wire 
used in the work, and the bridge of 
fire will be visible from as far distant 
as the spectator can find a vantage 
point within several counties. 

The East river will be further lit up 
on that occasion by one of the largest 
and most elaborate displays of fire- 
works ever seen in New York, which 
will continue for more than two hours. 
The chief figure of this exhibition will 
be a set piece, representing Niagara 
falls. This will be 1,000 feet wide, and 
the fall will be from the roadway of the 
span to the river itself, a distance of 
nearly 140 feet. Topping this cataract 
and shown above the main cables at 
the same time will be five pictures in 
fire of prominent men. One will be of 
the late Andrew H. Green, “father of 
Greater New York.” 


DRILLING A MARINE. 


How a Recruit Tried to Profit by 
Admiral Rodgers’ Lesson. 

A little story involving Rear Admiral 
Rodgers, the commandant of the Brook- 
lyn navy yard, and a very raw marine 
recruit came out recently when Colonel

ishment. “Are youse fellers officers?” 

The admiral ordered him to present 
arms, and the man nearly fell over 
himself in his awkward efforts to pbey 
the command. 

And, 
taking the piece, the admiral showed 
the man how to present arms graceful- 
ly and properly.

ARBITRATION TALK WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


XMAS A DAY OF TERROR, 


Hard Lines of the Players Who En- 
tertain Theater Crowds. 


In the vaudeville houses where con- 
tinuous performances are given Christ- 
mas day strikes terror to the most 
time hardened dramatic soul. 

The doors open anywhere between 
9:30 and 10:30 a. m. and close at about 
midnight. The headliners play their 
customary two turns, but those lower 
in the dramatic scale play “on de 
mand,” genera¥y about four times. If 
an act is particularly weak, it is used 
to “chase” out the audience—in plain 
English, to tire it into leaving the 
house and making room for the line 
waiting ia the lobby. 

The low salaried vaudeville actor, 
therefore, eschews any Christmas din- 
ner and hies himself to the nearest 
quick luneh counter, there to feast on 
turkey sandwiches, execrable coffee 
and pie as heavy as his spirits. By 
the time he has done his last turn on 
the stage he is more ready for bed than 
for the festive board. 

To the unsuccessful actor Christmas 
is likely to bring that blessing of the 
Rialto, a “turkey date.” 

Seattered within easy access of New 
York are numerous smal! cities, or, 
more properly speaking, towns, where 
good shows never come. Of these the 
catchpenny manager keeps a list, and 
on quick notice he scours Broadway 
for cheap, unengaged talent, from 
which he organizes his company, re- 
hearses it hastily in some playhouse 
conveniently idle at the time, rushes 


| some cheap printing upon the poor, un- 


suspecting town and lands there 
bright and early Christmas morning. 
The population, show hungry, wel- 
comes the holiday diversion and packs 
the town hall, matinee and night. 

The actors are thus assured of a 
good Christmas dinner and supper and 
a percentage of the box office receipts. 
Usually these are divided according to 
the importance of the roles played by 
the actors. This will tide them over 
until New Year's day, which brings an- 
other “turkey date,” ; 

Many an actor now featured on 
Broadway has played his share of 
“turkey dates.” One in particular tells 
how, with five associates, he put on 
“The Clemenceau Case,” not abashed 
that the cast called for no less than 
twelve capable actors, and was quite 
radiant over the returns of “one Christ- 
mas dinner with trimmings” and $125 
to be divided among the actors.—Wash- 
ington Post. 


CHRISTMAS “BARRING OUT.” 


A Strange Custom of Schoolboys and 
Teachers, 

“Barring out” was one of the Christ- 
mas customs greatly in vogue in Eng- 
land three centuries ago. It is a cus- 
tom that obtains not only in England, 
but to some extent in our own country; 
to this day, although it is not particu- 
larly a Christmas custom in our coun- 
try. “Barring out” was the keeping of 

| the teacher or master out of the school- 
house until he yielded to such terms 
as the boys of his school chose to dic- 
tate. If the boys were able to keep the 
teacher out of the schoolhouse for 
three days and nights he was bound by 
| all the laws of the custom to come 
to terms with the boys and to grant 
them all that they demanded in the 
way of half holidays and abbreviated 
lesson hours and extended recesses. 
If, on the other hand, the teacher out- 
witted the boys and regained posses- 
sion of the schoolroom, the chagrined 
pupils were bound to submit to such 
terms as he chose to dictate. As these 
terms usually included the severe 
trouncing of all the boys having any- 
thing to do with the barring out of the 
teacher, the boys were on the alert to 
| keep him from defeating them. More 
than one Christmas time of rejoicing 
has been turned into a time of weeping 
and wailing on the part of boys whom 
some barred out teacher has defeated. 
—Leslie’s Weekly. 


A Laundry List For Christmas, 

For a laundry list obtain a delicate 
book slate with two or three leaves and 
bound in cloth. From embroidery lin- 
en cut a piece sufficiently large to face 
the front and back and with a margin 
a quarter of an inch wide all around. 

On one-half of the piece mark the 
words “Laundry List” within a frame 
at the middle, and to decorate the re- 
mainder of the piece draw a conven- 
tional flower design. 

When the work is finished, apply the 
linen to the slate and cover with glue 
by turning the edges over and making 
them fast to the inside on a narrow 
edge of the cloth binding that is usual- 
ly left between the edge of the slate 
part and the binding. 

At the top hinge corner attach a ring 
with bow and ribbons, by means of 
which it can be hung in a convenient 
place, and at the knot tie a piece of 
| string half a yard long, to the end of 
| which a pencil may be attached. 


Christmas Wunder Oranges. 

The wonder orange may be used to 
conceal small Christmas gifts, and it 
also makes a pretty decoration for the 
| tree. Take a good sized ball of coarse 
orange colored worsted and begin wind- 
ing it about the present. If the gift is 
not symmetrical enough to admit this, 
first wrap it in crushed tissue paper. 

After the worsted is completely 
wound so as to make a ball the size of 
a big orange fasten green tissue paper 
leaves in a cluster about where the 
| step should be and a loop of baby 
| orange ribbon with which to hang it up.

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Opening Day at New Quarters— 
Officials of the Past. 


Court was held in the new house for 
the first time this morning. Judge 
Avery was on the bench and found quite 
a batch of business. The cases dis- 
posed of were largely for drunkenness, 
of which there were eleven. Quincy 
furnished nine and Weymouth two. 
Aside from these there was one case for 
robbery. Several continued drunk cases 
were also disposed of. 

The man who had the distinction of 
being the first to be arraigned was John 
Covlon who was arrested by Officer 
Goodhue Saturday night. 

The district court of East Norfolk was 
established in 1872. Up to that time 
cases were heard by trial justices at 
Weymouth and Quincy. Hon. Everett 
C. Bumpus, who was a trial justice at 
the time, wasappointed presiding judge 
of the court, and J. White Belcher of 
Randolph was appointed clerk. James 
A. Tower of Randolph and Solomon 
Beals of Cohasset were appointed asso- 
ciate justices, The court had its head- 
quarters in the old Faxon building, 
next to the Hancock cemetery, in Quincy. 

In 1882 Judge Bumpus resigned and 
the late Hon. James Humphrey of 
Weymouth was appointed to sueceed 
him. On the death of the associate 
justices, some years before that, Hon. 
James H. Flint of Weymouth and Hon. 
E. Granville Pratt of Quincy were ap- 
pointed associate justices. 

A few years ago Judge Flint was ap- 
pointed judge of probate and Hon.

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'THE WAGE SYSTEM 


Ultimate Dissolution 


SOCIAL POWER A FACTOR 


Plans Would Give Working 
People the Interest of Invest- 
ors--Incapacity Insurance 


Philadelphia, Dec. 14.—“The wage 
system will pass away. In its stead, [ 
believe, there will come a 


| which will be composed of profit-shar- | 


ing and the cooperation of ideas. This 
great labor question means the struggle 
of humanity for a higher standard of 
life. ‘The employer must consider his 


employe, as well as the stockholder, 
as an investor.” 

These words were contained in an ad- 
dress upon “The Wage Questicn” made 
by Carroll D. Wright, United States 
commissioner of labor, before the So- 
ciety of Ethical Culture of this city. 
Of scarcely less interest than his pre- 
diction of a new labor system, was 
Colonel Wright's approval of a plan to 
insure labor against incapacity result- 
ing from accident, illness or advanced 
age. The German idea was quoted, 
under which the employer pays one- 
fourth the cost of a sick and death bene- 
fit policy, the employe one-fourth, and 
the government one-half. 

“England,” said Wright, “has taken 
up this system and we of the United 
States are steadily. approaching it.” 
Oontinuing, he said: “Capital charges 
to the consumer the depreciation of 
property and machinery. Why should 
not the depreciation of labor ma- 
chinery, its hands, its brains, its body, 
be included in the final cost? 

“We see in every progressive com- 
munity that the demand of the work- 
ingmen is no longer fora wage suf- 
ficient to enable him to keep body and 
Labor has been taught 
to feel that it Is a social as well as 
an economical powe1 in the community, 
and this educating process has gone on 
until the demand of laboris for a 
reasonable margin beyond that fixed by 
the iron law of wages. 

“The wage system will pass away. 
It has been shown unsatisfactory in 
many ofitsapplications. Itdepends too 
largely for its equities upon the 
generosity aud great-mindedness of em- 
ployers. That thereare many such who 
would scorn to influence the votes or ac- 
tions of their employes and who would 


| be incapable of taking petty or great 


advantage of their workmen is hap- 
pily true. That there are others, how- 
ever, who make use of their oppor- 


| tunities, proves the weakness of the 
| system and argues for a greater meas- 
| ure of iudependence for 


those who 
labor. 

“The system that will take the place 
of that under which mere wages are 
paid probably will be composed of the 
profit-sharing and co-operative plans. 
The working people wii] then acquire 
the interest of investors, the more 
capable will rise to their opportunities

TRIO OF BURGLARS 


Were Caught at Work In Gro- 
cery Store, but Escaped 


HALTED BY A POLICEMAN 


. 


His Questions Answered With 
Revolver Shots and a Duel En- 
sues--Bullets Thickly, 
but All Were Poor Shets 


Flew 


Haverhill, Mass., Dee. 14--A  min- 
ning fight between a policeman and a 
trio of armed and desperate burglars 
took plate on the streets of this city 
early Sunday morning. Nearly a score 
of shots were exchanged, but no one 
was bit. The burglars managed to ef- 
fect their escape, but as the police have 
a good description of them, it is be- 
lieved that their capture is certain. 

Previous to coming to Haverbill the 
burglars visited the town of Grove- 
land, three wiles from here, where they 
broke into a blacksmith shop and stole 
a quantity of tools. Equipped with 
crowbars, hammers and wrenches, they 
entered the grocery store of Charles P. 
Boynton, and made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to blow open thesafe with nitro- 
glycerine. 

John C. Cobban, who lives in a build- 
ing adjoining Beynton’s store, heard 
the sound of the explosion, and, seeing 
the burglars, shot at them. ‘They 
opened fire ov hiin and then departed 
in the direction of Havefhill. Cobban 
immediately notified the police of this 
city of What had eccurred in Groveland. 

Captain Shechan of the local police 
notified all patrolmen as soon as each 
one reported at the signal box. TPatrol- 
man Grimshaw was notitied about 2 
o'clock of What had taken place in 
Groveland. He walked down Water 
street toward the place where travellers 
from Groveland would have to pass. 
Stepping into an alley he awaited de- 
velopments. Before long he saw three 
strangers coming from the direction of 

Groveland. When they reached a spot 
almost abreast of hini Grimshaw 
stepped out from his hiding place and 
grabbed the largest ef the three men. 

“Where are-you going?’ he said. 

“Throw up your bands,” was 
only reply. 

This order was repeated and at the 
same instant Gri ashaw and the three 
men drew their revolvers. Grimshaw 
fired tirst and then each of the three 
men fired point blank at the officer, 
after which they started to run. 

The strangers ran up Chestnut street 
towards the Highlands and Grimshaw 
| followed them, emptying his revolver 
after them as they ran. For each shot 
fired by the officer the burglars re- 
turned x volley. Grimshaw was un- 
able to capture them. The last he 
saw of them was when they passed un- 
der an electric light near the top of 
the hill. 

The officer immediately notified the 
headquarters of what had transpired, 
and every available officer of the local 
force was sent out to scour the city 
The Highlands, freight yards and all 
the territory about Lake Saltonstall 
was searched. Three men were ar- 
rested on suspicion, but were released 
later for lack of evidence. 

In Groveland, Cobban, after inform- 
ing the Haverhill police of the burglary, 
aroused several citizens and they 
visited Boynton’s store. It was found 
that an entrance had been effected by 
breaking a glass panel in the front 
door. The knob of the combination 
lock of the safe had been pounded oft 
and a quantity of uitro-glycerine had 
been poured into the aperture. <A 
burned fuse lay on the floor near.the 
safe. It is believed that the sound 
which awakened Cobban was caused 
by the detonation of the percussion eap, 
for the nitro-glycerine had not been ex- 
ploded. A smal box containing money 

had been carried off. A few postage 
Stamps «and a large qutntity of cigars 
were also missing. ‘The burglars eyi- 
dently made themselves quite at home 
while in the store and had enjoyed a 
luncheon of crackers, canned goods and 
preserves. 

It is believed that the three men 
| who figured in the affair are members 
of the same band which on Noy. 10 blew 
| open the safe of the Merrimac postoffice, 

after having bound the chief of police 

and locked him up in his own station 
house. Recent breaks in Lynn, 
vers and Salem are also attributed to 
the sante men, as the descriptions of the 
burglars tally in aH cases. 
| ‘The best clue is furnished by Patrol- 
man Hovey of the local police. Satur- 
day night he was doing special duty on 
the electric cars which run between 
this city and Groveland. He says that 
on the car which left Haverhill at 10:20 
were three strangers who answer the 
descriptions of the burglars given by 
Grimshaw. They left the car at South 
Groveland, about 3% miles from the 
Seene of the burglary.

Burglarious Bees. 

To the person who knows nothing 
about bees they represent the supreme 
type of industry. But even the bee com- 
munities are disturbed by those of 
their own kind who break through and 
steal. Robber bees are always a source 
of anxiety to beekeepers, says the Lon- 
don Chronicle, and in the autumn the 
marauders seem particularly active. 
Having gathered no honey, or, at any 
rate, an insufficient supply for them- 
selves, they will descend upon a hive, 
kill its industrious occupants and car- 
ry off the golden treasure in an aston- 
ishingly short space of time. We know 
of one instance in which the attack was 
developed and the home bees killed in 
a couple of hours. Sometimes hive 
will attack neighboring hive. In such 
cases the old straw “skip” was better 
than the modern arrangement, for a 
knife thrust through the top would 
break the comb and set the honey free, 
at which the thieves would instantly 
return to seal up their own store. It is 
not primarily in their industry that 
bees are human.

Italy. This cathedral was regarded

General Protected Man Witha 


Prison Record 


BROOKE ORDERS IGNORED 


Says Wood Spent Public Money | 
Without Authority--New York 
Man Concerned About $8000 
Which He Says Is Still Due 


Washington, Dee, 15.—When tbe sen- 
ate coniuuittee on military affairs re- 
sumed its 


investigation of charges 


against General Wood, four witnesses 
were Waiting to be heard. These were 
Dr. ©, E. Fisher of Chicago and J. C. 
LaFontisee, city editor of the Jackson- 
Ville (Pla. Times-Union, managing edi- 
tor and city editor respectively, of the 
Havana Post, published during Amer- 
ican occupatiou; L. H. Morrisunof New 
York and General Brooke. 

Dr. Fisher said that September, 1900, 

he accompanied General Wood ona trip 
to the Isle of Pines and there teld him 
of an article which he had ordered 
printed in the Havana Post, exposing 
sellnirs’ bad record. FisWer said that 
he offeregl to Wood to produce witnesses 
who counkt prove Bellairs indecent 
morally. He said that Wood told hin: 
he did not care to know anything about 
the stories; that all he asked was that 
they not be printed in Havana. 

In addition to corroboration of 
lisher'’s testimony, Mr. La Fontisee told 
of the manner in which he had learned 
of Bellairs’ character and swore also 
that Wood knew all about it. He said 
be learned from persons who weut to 
Havana from Florida that Bellairs had 
served five years in Florida convict 
The crime of which he had 
been convicted was forgery on a branch 
Bank of England. 

Mr. LaFontisee ssid that in May, 
1900, a convict from Florida, named 
Johnson, came to him and said that he 
had seen Bellairs and Wood together 
at the races in Havana and that he 
recognized and 3peke to Belleirs, who 
motioned to him to keep silent. <Ac- 
cording to Johnson's story, as told by 
Lalontisee, Bellairs excused himself 
and met Johnson, asking him to remaia 
quiet concerning bis criminal record. 

After this ‘neident, testified La- 
Fontisee, Wood sent for him and asked 
what he knew of Bellairs’ record. La- 
Fontisee said he told Weod of bis talk 
with Johnson and also what he had 
learned from other persons from Flor- 
ida. That was in June, 1900, and, aec- 
cording to Lalontisee, Wood then 
asked hini to see Johnson and ascertain 
whether he would leave Cuba and re- 
main away if his passage were paid to 
New York and money given. Johnson 
enswered: “Why do I want to leave? 
I have too good a thing here bleeding 
Bellairs.” IaFontisee returned to 
Wood and gave him Johnson's answer. 
LaFontisce said that later Bellairs and 
Wood went te New York. = 

When General Brooke was before the 
comnittee two weeks ago he referred to 
two orders, one issued by the war de- 
partment and the other by himself to 
carry the first in effect, which he was 
unable at that time to furnish. He

went on the stand vesterday to pre- 
sent the orders and undergo an ex 
amination concerning them. The or- 


der issued by the war department di- 
rected that all funds collected in the 
provinces of Cuba should be sent to the 
military auditor at Mavana. ‘The 
charge was made that the order bad 
been issued by direction of Brooke for 
the purpose of getting hold of the funds 
collected at Santiago ard to deprive that 
province of its own revenues. The 
newspapers at Sartiago were par- 
ticularly bitter. 

General Brooke told the committee 
that the order was issued at a time 
when he was sick in bed and that he 
had no previous knowledge concerning 
it. The other order fled with the com- 
mittee was the one the witness issued 
after his recovery. lt directed Wood, 
in command of the province of Santiago, 
not to make expenditures for public 
purposes in excess of $10,000 a month 
without first submitting the question 
to the military governor. Brooke said 
yesterday that Wood had ignored that 
order and had gone on spending public 
money without authority of the military 
governor. Brooke was asked whether 
he had withdrawn the revenues from 
Santiago fer expenses elsewhere. He 
answered that Santiago had received all 
its own revenues and more than $200,- 
000 additional. 

Mr. Morrison, a New York lawyer, 
testified that he was interested in the 
Electrosone company of Havana, and 
that his company received contracts of 
Wood for disinfecting the city. He 
said that there is stili due to Lis com- 
pany the sum of $8000 on contracts and 
that Cuban officials in Havana swear 
the money was prid to Wood-to dis 
charge the indebtedness. Morrison said 
he believed that Wood received that 
money. 

During the bearings Senator Hanna 
made a fermal! request of the committee 
that Wood be subpoenaed to come 
bome from the Philippines in order that 
he may answer the charges against him 
and that he may be questioned concern- 
ing his actions in Cuba.

were shown him, and he said they 
looked as if stained by blood. 

Ezekiel C. Sargent of Quincy, a sur- 
veyor, said he made certain measure- 
ments, a8 shown on aplan used at the 
trial. 

Dr. John H. Ash of West Quincy 
testified he saw Fred A. Peterson’s 
body on Kent street, Quincy, the 
morning of March 15. The body lay 
in the gutter of the street, near Centre 
street. The time was shortly before 2 
o’clock. The man was dead but his 
body was warm. Waited until the 
medical examiner came. A Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin came for him. Dr. Jones, 
the medical examiner, arrived on the 
scene 15 minutes after him. An in- 
cised wound wus found on the body, 
which, in his opinion, was the cause of 
death. He described the blood spots 
and pools of blood he saw at and about 
the place where the body was found. 

Dr. Frederiek E. Jones of Quincy, 
medical examiner, testified he saw Pe- 
terson’s body on Kent street at 2.20 A. 
M.. March 15. He corroborated Dr. 
Ash as tothe condition of the body, 
the pools, epots and trail of blood. 
He held the autopsy.. The wounds on 
the body were two. The one on the 
neck started at the base of the left 
earand extended downward and in- 
ward to the spine, and severed the 
jugular vein. This was the fatal 
wound. Itcould have been inflicted 
with a knife. The other wound was 
between the shoulder blades, near the 
spine, and penetrated deeply into the 
body, This wound would not have 
been a fatalone. .This wound, in his 
opinion, was caused after death. 

This closed the day’s proceedings, 
and court took a recess until 10 A. M.

Says W. B. Rice of a Majority of 
Boston Voters. 


‘‘A government cannot rise above its 
source, and except fur a small number 
of people in the Back Bay who seldom 
go tothe polls, you cannot trust the 
men of the city of Boston fora thing 
of that sort.’’ 

In these words, says the Herald, Hon. 
W. B. Rice, a leading figure in the 
boot and shoe business of Massachu- 
setts, former member of the Governor’s 
council, and chairman at the time of 
the Greater Boston government commis- 
sion, expressed his opinion last night 
of the qualifications of the mass of Bos- 
ton’s citizens to elect an efficient city 
government. 

Mr. Rice’s speech was made at the 
regular meeting of the Boston Asso- 
ciated Board of Trade, held at Young’s 
Hotel, and was in reply to Mr. Joln 
Mason Little, the representative of the 
board on the Good Government Associa- 
tion, who had just submitted his re- 
port. 

‘*Let me express the hope,’’ said 
Mr. Rice, ‘‘that the residents of the 
metropolitan district, who really con- 
duct the business of Boston, by some 
movement will eventually have the right 
to vote forthe men who conduct the 
affairs of Boston. Look at the ab- 
surdity of the situation as it now 
exists. Two-thirds of the men who 
control the business of the city have 
no right to vote. We are just as much 
citizens of Boston as the man who con- 
ducts a saloon in the North end.”’

He Saw the Assault on! 
Peterson 


Also Heard Him Exclaim “! Am 
Stabbed.” 


Today is the third in the trial of Con- 
stant Krobeck at Dedham for the 
murder of Fred A. Peterson at Quincy, 
March 15 last. 

The witnesses Tuesday were Jeremiah 
J. Cullinane, aged 19, a teamster; 
Joseph F, Garrity and James E. Furn- 
ingham, who are reported by the Herald 
as follows: 

Cullinane testified to being with a 
crowd of fellows on the night of the 
murder, Peterson being among them. 
Krobeck and Thomas Niemi came 
along. There were some words, but no 
conflict between the two groups. 

‘*T heard Krobeck and Niemi talking 
together in a language not English. 
When we got opposite Krobeck and 
Niemi, Krobeck ran into the street 
toward Garrity and raised a knife. We 
all ran, Garrity being first, Niemi 
second, then Peterson, then I and then 
Krobeck. I called for Peterson to come 
back, as Garrity and Niemi had dis- 
appeared. 

‘* Peterson came back, and when about 
15 feet away, I saw Krobeck pnt his 
arm around Peterson’s neck and, it 
seemed to me, he kept it there two 
minutes. When be took his arm away 
Krobeck ran up the street. Peterson 
staggered across the street, called out, 
‘Iam stabbed,’ and leaned up against 
the fence, then slid down to the side- 
walk, where he lay. 

‘*Peterson did not speak after that. 


moved bim about 10 feet toward Mc- 
Laugblin’s house, Furningham helping 
me. Peterson’s face was all covered 
with blood. 

‘*Krobeck came back down Centre 
street, running with his knife io his 
hand, and I ran away. I stayed antil 
the medical examiner and the police 
came; threw a stone at Krobeck when 
be chased me back, and Furningham 
also threw stones at Krobeck when he 
was running at Garrity.’’ 

Cross-examined, witness said Peter- 
son and Garrity had been drinking 
some. He did not see Krobeck stumble 
against Garrity while he sat on the 
walk nor hear Krobeck say one of the 
stones thrown at him had cut bis hand. 

Joseph F, Garrity of West Quincy 
testified to seeing Peterson on the late 
train out from Bostor® March 15 last. 
He testified to drinking out of Fred 
Hayden’s bottle, from which he 
thought he took more than one drink. 
He described going with Peterson, 
Furntngbam and Cullinane to Kent 
street, where he sat down and two 
men came along and one stumbled over 
his feet. Latter one of the men made 
a pass at him with what he thought 
was a knife. The next morning he 
discovered his coat had been cut. 
Peterson was ahead of witness, who 
called out, ‘‘Run, Fred, he’s got 4 
knife.’? The man who strock at wit- 
ness chased him. Witness, Peterson 
and the others ran, and witness heard 
a voice, which he took to be Peterson's, 
cry out, ‘‘My God, I am _ stabbed.’’ 
Witness said he did not throw any 
stones or see any thrown. 

James E. Furningham of Harding, 
Vt., a stonecutter, testified that on 
March 15 last he lived in Quincy. He 
knew Peterson and went to school with 
him. He testified to ‘‘a faint recollec- 
tion’’ of the occurrences of the night of 
March 15, when he had been drinking a 
good deal, but could walk all right. 
He saw both Krobeck and Niemi run- 
ning after Garrity and Peterson. _Wit- 
ness testified to seeing Krobeck strike 
Peterson. He said he threw six stones 
at the men chasing Garrity and Peter- 
son, and added: ‘‘I bad a stone in my 
hand and struck Krobeck with it as he 
was striking Peterson, who was against 
the fence. ”’ 

At this point court adjourned until 
10 A. M. Wednesday.

He waited until the ad- 
journinent of the Colombian congress,

} trevty, and the Colombian congress, in 
| utter bad faith, rejected the treaty and 
“adjourned. 
| ‘In less than a week's time, and be- 
fore the president could be reasonably 
|} expected to turn to grave consideration 
| of the Nicaragua rovte, the revolution 
| in Panama came to pass: the people 
arose as oue man and quietly estab- 


lished a government of their own. 
hey had thrice been independent and 
the right of secession was, I believe, 
expressly stipulated in some of their 
constitutions, 

“The president directed our meagre 
| naval force ashore, consisting of 40 ma- 
rines, to do what they could to pre- 
serve order, peace and unimpeded 
transit the isthmus. He 
promptly recognized the de facto gov-

| Was in peaceful possession of the coun- 
| try. Later the republic of Panama was 
given full recognition. We are acting 
| fairiy and lawfully under the treaty of

The rejection of the treaty at Ro- 
gota Was an unfriendly act from the 
view point of international law.

It 
occurred to certain men in Bogota that 
the United States could be made to pay 
$20,000,000 or $25,000,000, insterd of

ent French Canal company having ex- 
pired by that time, the renewal of that 
concession wouid be declared invalid 
and all the rights, privileges and work 
of the French Canal company be prac- 
tically confiscated and disposed of to 
the United States for $40,000,000, In ad- 
dition to the $10,000,000 as proposed 
and the annuity of $250,000.

We want tc feel that they are profiting 
by what is noble ard true in cur na- 
tional life. It is the desire of this gov- 
ernment to Americanize the new world, 
and perhaps the oid, but not by the 
power of the almighty dollar, not by the

NO FAVORS FOR BOLTERS 


|Decision of Far-Reaching Im- 
portance on Treaties Requiring 

Vote, Where

Washington, Dez. 16.—The action of 
the Democratic caucus of the senate yes-

| terday is likely to be far-reaching in its 
effect.

Panama treaty, if they stand together,

It has long been the desire of Sena- 
| tor Blackburn, who introduced the res- 

olution calling for caucus corsideration 
of this question, thus to solidify the 
the Democratic minority. He pro- 
| posed that a two-thirds vote in caucus 
| should be necessary to commit the en- 
tire Democratic strength to a line of 
policy, but that when once committed 
the party membership should stand to 
the biiter end. ‘This plan finally pre- 
vailed. 

The 13 orl4 Democratic senators who 
want to vote for a Panama treaty make 
| a distinction between the pending in- 
| strument and one wlich they would re- 
| gard as a proper treaty, and they want 
| to be free to help give the instrument 
| the shape they desire. They object to 
the section guaranteeing the indepen- 
dence of the republic of Panama, which 
they regard as tantamount to a declar- 
| ation of war against Colombia. They 
hold that it is not the business of the 
United States to gusrantee the fhde- 
pendence of South American countries, 
and that for the president and the sen- 
| ate to do this by treaty is an usurpation 
|of power. These Democratic advo- 
| cates of a more or less modified Pana- 
ma treaty do not want to be overridden 
by the larger body of Democrats who 
favor straight rejection, and an adher- 
ence to the Nicaraguan route, according 
to the terms of the Spooner act. Sharp 
discussion followed, and so much differ- 
ence of opinion developed that the cau- 
cus will: be continued this afternoon. 
It was, however, the sense of the meet- 
ing that Blackburn’s proposal on the 
two-thirds basis should be adopted and 
the party proceed to its part in the leg- 
islation of the session on this basis. All 
|bolters are to be regarded with disfa- 
vor. The Democrats are in a minor- 
ity of twenty-four, which makes their 
action of little practical importance ex- 
cept on treaties requiring a two-thirds 
yote, and of thes2, that with Punama 
is of paramount interest. 


Regarding the various reports about 
the dispatch of troops to the isthmus 
of Panama this statement is authorita- 
tively made: 

“Until the senate shall have ratificd 
the Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty, the ad- 
ministration will look to the marines to 
protect the isthmus and keep order 
there unless, in the meantime, it is 
learned that a considerable force of Co- 
| lombian troops are to attack Panama. 

In the latter event the protection of the 
republic could be best accomplished by 
the army, and troops would supplant 
the marines. It may be stated, how- 
ever, that this zoverument does not ex- 
pect such an emergency to arise at 
present and has prepared to retain the 
present force of marines in isthmian 
waters until after the ratification of the 
canal treaty.” 
| Minister Beaupre at Bogota has 
cabled the state le. artment that he ex- 
pects to leave there for the United 
States on leave of absence on the 20th 
inst. He is coming by way of Carta- 
gena and asks that a ship, probably 
meaning a warship, meet him at that 
point on Dec. 200r27. This request will 
be granted.

testimony, however, covered the entire 
range of the evidence produced against 
Wood and was supported in many jn- 
stances with correspondence and other 
data taken froin records at the war de- 
partment covering the period of Wood's 
adininistration as goyernor of Cuba. 
Secretary Root undertook to assume 
the whole responsibility for the orders 
issued by Wood affecting the judicial 
system in Cuba and concerning the 
concession granted to the Jai Alai com- 
pany at Havana. He justified the ac- 
ceptance by Wood of the present of 
silver set from the Jai Alai company. 

The stutement of Secretary Root was 
an elaborate and carefully prepared de- 
ferse of General Wood. Ie madea 
specific reply to each of the charges 
that have been urged so far against 
Wood's confirmation and assumed re- 
sponsibility for many of the matters 
charged against Wood. He devoted 
particular attention to the attack upon 
the integrity of the official accounts of 
the Cuban treasury while under Wood's 
administration and he was prepared 
with an iramense amount of data to an- 
swer the charge of loose and faulty ac- 
counting and auditing. He took occa- 
sion to say that the weakness of this 
charge might have been estabiished long 
ago had the senate printed“the accounts 
which he trans nitted to that body last 
winter in answer to a resolution. 

Secretary Root was asked especially 
about the charge which Rathbone had 
made that Wood had influenced the 
courts in the prosecution of Rathbone, 
and had tampered with the courts. The 
secretary explained at some length the 
court system in Cuba. He said he 
knew what Wood was doing fv this 
matter, and approved it; in fact he di- 
rected that the prosecution of the of- 
fenders be vigorous and Wood was act- 
ing in this matter under orders from 
the war department. / 

The secretary also took up the sub- 
ject of the Jai Alai company, and said 
that this was not a gambling com- 
pany, nor was the game pelota played 
under the management of the company a 
gambling game any more than was a 
horse race or a game of baseball. Men 
could bet on the results as upon other 
games of skill. He said that the con- 
cession or right of the Jai Alai com- 
pany was granted before the American 
occupation and that the concession for 
which Wood had been criticized was 
that of an addition to the building of 
the company. ‘The only question in re- 
gard to this grant was whether or not 
it would be contrary to the Foraker 
amendment. The whole matter was re- 
ferred to the war department by Wood. 
The authority granted to the company 
was finally approved by the war depart- 
ment, so that Wood, in this matter, acted 
under the instructicns and with the 
approval of the war department. 

‘The committee received a communi- 
cation from Rathbone asking that he 
be called agaia to direct attention to a 
number of thiugs vhich he said the 
committee had ignored. He asked that 
his several requests for the subpoena of 
Colorel Lebo be acted upon, He sug- 
gested that Lebo be questioned to bring 
out the fact that Wood was not with 
his command on the first day’s fizht at 
Santiago on July 1, 1898.

National bank of Gorkam, N. H., with 
intent to deceive the United States au- 
thorities, can easily be explained and 
that the note is amply secured. In an 
interview he stated tbat he felt perfect- 
ly easy over the affair, that the books 
of the bank are all rizht and that had 
he been at the baak when the national 
bank examiner made his visit the report 
would not have gone to Washington 
and that the government officials would 
have besn perfectly satisfied. 

The friends of Eastman, who went on 
his bond almost in:mediately on his 
arrival in this sity, state that the ar- 
rest ig the result of Eastman’s an- 
tagonism in some matters to the United 
States authorities. 

The arrest was tuade at Weodsville 
upon the arrival there of Eastmanona 
train from Lancaster. Rumors of some 
such action on the part of the United 
States authorities had been current in 
this vicinity for some days, and on 'Tues- 
day a large number of local bank of- 
ficlals Were summoned to appear be- 
fore the grand jury in Concord. East- 
man was notified that United States 
District Attorney Hamblett had sworn 
out a warrant for his arrest, and his 
counsel arranged to have him meet the 
government offieers at Woodsville. 

While the arrest did not cone as a 
great surprise to many of the business 
men and bank officials who had received 
summonses to appear in Concord, the 
general public in Berlin, where East- 
man bas been a resident for nearly 14 
years, was dumfounded. Al] those who 
received sumuionses were connected 
with institutions and business concerns 
in this city in which Eastman is also 
interested. 

Immediateiy upon his liberation on 
bail Eastman resigned from his posi- 
tion as president and director of the 
Berlin National bank and his resigna- 
tion was accepted, Frank J.. Wilson, the 
vice president, being elected in his 
place. 

Among the concerns who will be rep- 
resented in Concord are the City Supply 
company, the Tucker Lumber company, 
Berlin Water company, Novelty Shoe 
company and the Perlin Independent. 

Eastman is a native of Colebrook, 
N. H., and is abou 3S years old, with a 
wife and three children. He came to 
Berlin in 1890 and started a small bank- 
ing institution with a capital of $5000, 
of which $3000 was his own money. 
He said at the time that he could be 
backed to the extent of $10,000 by the 
former tovensmen of his in Colebrook. 
He made such a success in his first bank- 
ing venture that within a year or two 
he commenced to talk about a trust 
company. Such an institution was 
formed not long after, but Eastinan did 
not receive the position in the institu- 
tion which he desired. 

He then secured a subscription for 
and started the Berlin National bank 
with a capital of $50,000, which was 
afterwards increased to $75,000. He 
was elected cashier of the bank and held 
the position for 10 years, becoming its 
president about a year ago. His suc- 
cess in this city encouraged him to ex- 
tend his operations ond he was instru- 
mental in starting the Farmers and 
Treders’ National bank at Colebrook, 
the Groveston National bank in Groves- 
ton, N. H., which afterward moved to 
Gorham, and is now known as the 
Gorham National bank. He also started 
the North Conway Loan and Banking 
company, the Am2rican National! bank 
of Boston, the Pepperill Nationa! bani: 
of Pepperill, Mass., and finally the 
State Banking and Safe Deposit com- 
pany at Bostoa. 

Besides these institutions he wus in- 
strumental in organizing the People’s 
Saving and Loan association of Ber- 
lin, and was its secretary-treasurer for 
12 years, resigning only six weeks ago. 
He was a heavy owner in the stock in 
all the banking institutions above men- 
tioned untii very Ixtely when he sold 
out everything except his holdings in 
banks in Berlin, Gorham and North 
Conway. 

The bank officials claim that the 
transaction upon which the charge Is 
based wil! in no way affect the financial 
standing of any of the banks in which 
Mr. Eastman is interested.

Washington, Dec. 17.—By a decisive 
| Yote of 57 to 18, the senate passed the 
| bill carrying into effect the reciprocity 
| treaty with Cuba. The final vote caine 
at the close of a day which was marked 
| by a debate which, while at all times 
| animated, was neveracrimonious. The 
principal speeches were made by Mr. 
Spooner for the bill and by Mr. Bailey 
against it. Both senators were sub- 
; jected to frequent interruptions. In 
his remarks Mr. Bailey referred to the 
recent agreement of the Democratic 
caucus te stand solidly on party ques- 
tions and warned the Republicans that 
in the future they could not depend or 
straggling Democratic votes in sup- 
port of Republican party measures re- 
gardless of whether they wre or were 
not in accord with Democratic doctrine. 

The bill passed carries into execution 
the treaty between the United States 
ané Cuba which was ratified last March. 
The treaty provides for a reduction of 
20 percent froin the rates of duty un- 
der the Dingley law on all Cnban 
articles imported into the United States 
and a varying reduction of from 20 to 
40 percent from the established Cuban 
duty on articles imported into Cuba 
from the United States. After the 
passage of the Cuban bill the senate 
agreed to the house resolution provid-

State Highway Commission 
Hesitate 


To Care “for Quincy 
Point Bridge. 


County, Quincy, Weymouth and 
Hingham Represented. 


The Massachusetts State Highway 
Commission gave a hearing this morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock on a petition of the 
Norfolk County Commissioners, that the 
State board assume the maintenance of 
the new bridge between Quincy and 
Weymouth over the Fore river. 

The Highway Commission was repre- 
sented by Chairman McClintock and 
Mr. Manning, and a stenographer took 
notes of the testimony offered. 

The County Commissioners were 
represented by Messrs. Hewin and 
Wright and there were also present the 
members of the boards of Selectmen of 
Weymouth and Hingham, Mayor 
Bryant and Councilman Bass of Quincy, 
and a representative of the Ledger, 
about twenty in all, 

Chairman McClintock stated at the 
outset that up to the present time the 
commission have not taken apy large 
bridges; none with a draw. That it 
would be a precedent. But neverthe- 
less they would give a hearing and 
weigh the arguments. 

Commissioner Hewin felt great in- 
terest for the county as well as the 
towns near by. He hoped the State 
Commission would see their way clear 
to take the bridge, although a prece- 
dent. He cited an example of a State 
appropriation for a bridge. 

De Witt Bates, the veteran select- 
man of Hingham told in brief the 
history of the bridge. Saying that it 
was built by a corporation chartered 
in 1812 or 1816, and was originally a 
toll bridge. In 1860 the turnpike and 
bridges between Quincy and Hiogham 
became public and the cost was appur- 
tioned on Quincy, Weymouth, Hing- 
ham, Cohasset, Scituate and Marshfield. 
In 1870 the last three were released, 
and since then Quincy bad paid 5-24th, 
Weymouth 12 24tb, and Hingham 7- 
24th of the maintenance. 

The principal arguments in favor of 
State control were made by A. P. Wor- 
thern, Esq., counsel for the town of 
Weymouth, 

Others to speak in favor were Select- 
men Newton, Bates, Hunt and Hawes 
of Weymouth, County Commissioner 
Wright and Mayor Bryant and Council- 
man Bass of Quincy. 

No one appeared in opposition.

How to Make Candies at Home For 
j the Holidays. 
| A writer in the Ladies’ Home Journal 
gives the following rules for making 
candies at home for the holidays: “Nev- 
er stir the sugar and water after the 
sugar has dissolved. Wipe down con- 
stantly the granules forming on the 
side of the saucepan. Do not shake or 
move the saucepan while the sirup is 
boiling. As soon as the sugar begins 
to boil watch it carefully, having in 
your hand a bow! of ice water, so that 
you may try the sirup almost constant- 
ly. Have everything in readiness be- 
fore beginning. 
» sugar grains use it for old 
d cream candy or sugar taffy. 
it be used for fondant. Use 
ol best granulated sugar for boil- 
Za onfectioners’ XXX for knead- 
ing. If your fondant grains without 
apparent cause you may have boiled it 
a little too long. A few drops of lemon 
juice or a little cream of tartar will 
prevent this. Fondant is the soft mix- 
ture which forms both the inside of the 
French candies and the material in 
which they are dipped, and it is to ob- 
tain this that the sugar is boiled. 
“After the sugar has reached the 
‘soft ball,” a semihard condition, it 
must be poured carefully into a large 
meat plate or on a marble slab. Do not 
scrape the saucepan or you will granu- 
late the sirup. Make your fondant one 
day and make it up the 
next. Never melt fondant by placing 
the saucepan immediately on the stove. 
“Prevent the danger of scorching by 
standing the pan containing it in a ba- 
sin of water. If the melted fondant is 
too thick add water most cautiously, a

They (Arabian babies) are rubbed 
with brown powder as soon as they are 
born, and their eyelids are painted; 
then instead of being dressed in soft 
flannels they are wrapped in calico and 
tied up like a bundle so tight that they 
cannot move hands or feet: then tight 
hoods are put on their heads with blue 
beads sewed on the front to keep off 
the evil eye. These babies cry a good 
deal, and I should think they would. 
They cannot move, and flies and other 
insects crawl over them and bite them 
and the sand gets in their eyes and 
hurts them. 

When a baby is about six weeks old 
a Sacrifice is offered, and the baby’s 
hair is cut and weighed, and the same 
weight in silver is given to the poor. 
If he hasn’t more hair than some of 
our six weeks’ babies its weight in 
gold or even diamonds might be given 
and not make the poor much richer or 
the parents much Poorer. The mother 
puts charms on his neck and arms, and 
a verse from the Koran is written and 
put in a little silver or leather case and 
hung about his neck to keep off evil.

A CALL FOR FACTS 


Utterances of Historical Inter- | 


est Made by Senator Hoar 


ACT OF WAR COMMITTED 


Says Colombia’s Sacred Right to 
Move Troops Over Her Own 
Territory Was Prevented by 
United States--Revolution Was 
Known at Washington Before 


It Was Known on Isthmus | 


Washington, Dee. 18.—The senate 
was the scene of a most important de- 
bate on the isthmian canal question as 
affected by the president's recognition 
of the independence of the republic of 
Panama. ‘Thedebate began by a speech 
by Mr. Hoar ou his resolution of inquiry 
and lasted several Lours. 


Mr. Hoar gufiued his reraarks to bis 
resolution and they were carefully 
written out ind read from manuscript. 
He held that ibis country has net vet 
received full official information con- 
cerning the isthuuni revo ind 
criticised in sharp terms the conduct 
of this country us shown by whut has 
been given out. Ele compared the cou 
duct of the United States in the isth- 
Inus toa policeman who would manacle 
and hold a person about to be attacked 
for robbery, and who would then insist 


on having the spoils of the theft de 
livered to himself. 

Continuing, Mr. Hoar said that it was 
no justincation of our course to say

canal. Had the United States itself not 
failed to ratify many treaties? He 
pleaded for all the facts and asked that 
they be-sent to the senate through the 
usnal official channels. 

“We are eniitied to know the whole 
story,” he said, “before taki 
on the canal treaty, and 
titled to know it officially and not 
through some individua] senator, who 
may coior it with his own views, or 
through the unofficial] utterances of the 
representatives of some other govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hoar quoted from an order sent 
by the navy departinent to the Nash- 
ville, directing her to maintain an unin- 
terrupied transit of the isthmus and to 
preveut the landing of any armed force | 
vith hostile intention, whether govern- | 
mentor insurgent, at Colon, Porto Bello, 
or any other point, nnd said it appeared | 
this cablegram: had been sent Sunday. | 
Noy. 11, whereas the revolution did not 
occur until) three days later. On Noy. 
3, hefore our government bad received 
any notice of the revolution, orders had 
been sent to the consul at Colon that 
the troops should not be allowed to pro- 
ceed to Panams, yet, upto & a. m., 
Noy. 4, very few persons ut Colon knew

of the intended revolutionary move- 
ment. He inquired if our government 
really knew of the intended revolution 
and intended to assure its success, add- | 
ing: 

“Mr. President, it may be said that it 
is Aimost an aflront, certainiy a great 


may be said that anyhody who knows 
the president knows that he is incapable 
of intrigue or indirection or artitice. 
And from all I have ever said or known, 
Mr.Rooseyelt is the last mun living who 
would be capab'e ef such a thing as | 
that. But the president himself has 
suggested and invited the desire for 
this explanation. He has thought it | 
due to himself that the American peo- 
ple should know that nothing of the 
kind could be imputed to him. He 
has repelled with scorn the suggestion | 
of such an imputation. 

“Now, Mr. President. as the matte: 
stands on thle information to the honse, 
the siiores of Colombia were patroHed 


by armed vesSels of the United States in 
order th that government—the goy- 
ernment of the eouutry—shoald not take 
any steps to prevent it. It does not

“According to the documents sent to | 


the house by the president, the first tid 


ings of y revolution that came cither | 
from Panema or Colon of any ex 
pected revolution came Novy.

ment is now left in the offic counnuni 
eation to congvess, this revolution was 


known at Washin;ston before it was 


known on tie isthmus.. Ail our goy- 
ernment, by its own statement, seems 
tohave done in its anxiety that transit 
should not be disturbed was not to take 
measures that violence should not oe- 
cur, but to take measures that violence 
should net be prevented. It performed 
its duty of keeping uninterrupted the 
transit across the isthmus only by in- 
terrupting it {tself—interrupting ititsclf 
in its 1nost sacred and rightful use, that 
of the lawful government of the coun- 
iry moving its own troops over its own 
territory that it might prevent a breach 
of its peace and an arlawful revolutior 
inst its authorities. 

“Mr. President, is there any doubt 
that, as now standing unexplained, this 
Was not an actof wer? Colombia was 
ndiy nation. She owned that ter- 
ritory. We have admitted all that by 


receiving a minister from her and send- | 


ing a minister to her, and negoti iting 
with her for a purchase of her rights. 
“Is not this an act of war upon a 
frieudly, though weak, nation, as it 
stands in these imperfect documents? 
Suppo under the Pauncefote treaty, 
where Great Britain gnarantees the 
neuirality of the canal, she were to 


—_—_—— 


send an armed force to keep us off when 
we were sending our troops in a ship 
to do the same thing? Should not we 
repeat to his lordship at the foreign 
otfice Mr. Adams’ simple and sublime 
sentence ‘It is supertinous to observe to 
your lordship that this is war?’ 

“Do you think it well to proclaim to 
the 16 republics at the south that if 


they are weak, or even if they are} 


liable to frequent revolution, we will 
deal with them hereafter, if we fancy 
it for our interest, as we are charged 
with having dealt with Colombia? 
“Are we willing to say that if this 
revolution had not happened we meant 
to take that strip of territory by the 
strong hand and to pay Colombia what 
we should think proper damages? Do 
you claim that every South Anierican 
nation holds its property subject to our 
right of eminent domain? Is_ this 
doctrine of eminent domain, of which we 


| have heard so much, likely to help us 


to get the coveted markets of South 
America or to nake them like us better 
as customers or producers? I think, 
Mr. President, that we ought to have, 
and that we ought to have now, and if 
this resolution be sdopted we shall 
have, the authoritative declaration by 
the President of the United States and 
congress which will compose and for- 
ever put an end to these fears, whether 
they exist at home or abroad. 

“If this be our policy and if it go 
on, if any disaster come to the great 
republic—which Heaven avert—and 
our country shall perish, she will be 


mourned only by despoilers, and her, 


overthrow will be hailed with exultation 
and triumph by every people in the 
western hemisphere, from the Arctic 
ocean to Cape Horn.” 

Speeches by M-ssrs. Gorman and 
Foraker followed that of Mr. Hoar. 
There was no reservation in Mr. Gor- 
man’s utterances. He practically al- 
leged that the situation in Panama had 
been created to make a campaign issue 
and chargel Assistant Secretary of 
State Loomis with a violation of the 
proprieties in discussing the questien 
at au banquet in New York. He also 
said that unless further light was 
thrown on the subject be would oppose 
the Hanatne treaty. He¢ 
to the impetuous action of the execu- 
tive and declared that the senate should 
prevent the jeopardi; ing of the business 
interests of the country. 

Mr. Foraker took Mr. Hoar to task 
severely for his remarks reflecting on 
the administration and his indiscretion 
in speaking in open session concerning 
executive matters. He derended the 
administration for its attitude toward 
the Panawa revolt. A beated colloquy 
took place between Mr. Foraker and 
Mr. Hoar during an effort of the

The Title by Which Herbert 
Spencer Will Be Remembered.

DEEP THINKER ; INCISIVE WRITER 


| 
' & Follower of Darwin, He Blazed the 


Path For the Latter’s “The Origin 
of Species”—Originally Ridiculed 
by the Masses, He Came to Be Ad- 
mired by Them. 


It was inevitable that in his great 
struggle with death at Brighton, Eng- 
land, Herbert Spencer, octogenarian, 
none too well supplied with this 
world’s goods, should rivet the atten- 
tion of the world just as he did more 
than a generation ago with the books 
which were destined to make his name 
immortal. 

The last of the great Victorians— 
such is Herbert Spencer's title to pres- 
ent day pre-eminence, says the New 
York Herald. To be a great Victorian 
is in itself a title to glory, for only the 
' Augustan age in Rome, the age of Per- 
icles in Athens and the Elizabethan age 
in England can rival it in its brilliant 
array of poets, artists, statesmen, his- 
torians and scientists. 

Especially was it great in science, 
und Herbert Spencer was for a genera- 
tion one of its greatest scientists. He 


will always be remembered as one of 
that extraordinary quartet which forced 
John Bull and the Philistine at large 
to accept the doctrines of evolution 
that have practically revolutionized the 
entire worid of modern thought. 

It was Charles Robert Darwin who 
first gave scientific cohesion and pre- 
cision to the doctrine in 1858-59 by his 
“Descent of Man” and his “Origin of

Species.” He was ably assisted by his 


first and chief converts, Jobo Tyndall,

Thomas Huxley and Herbert Spencer. 

Tyndall developed it on the side of 

plysics. Huxley brought new evi- 
dences for it from his studies in biology. 

Herbert Spencer emphasized and en- 

larged it on the side of social science. 

In fact, on the basis of what is now 
known in philosophical slang as “nat- 
ural selection” and “the survival of the 
fittest,"" he produced an absolutely new 
philosophy of social science which is 
generally accepied by the thinking 
world. 

The author of this comprehensive 
revolution was born in the first quarter 
of the century (April 27, 1820), the son 
of a poor schoolmaster in Derby. He} 
had few early advantages. His educa-! 

| tion comprised only a smattering of the! 
} dead languages and no knowledge of | 
i the living ones, not even German, the | 
! lack of which he freely deplored. In 
! his seventeent® year he became an en-} 
gineer and followed that calling for 
eight years. j 

In his leisure hours he interested him- | 
self in the study of social science, the 
' first fruits of which appeared in 1855, | 
in “Social Statics.” a book which, ap- 
pearing four years before “The Origin | 
of Species,” dimiy anticipated some of 
Darwin's conclusions, for it purported 
to interpret the phenomena of mind on| 
the general principle of evolution. 

The book was received with curiosity 
and approval by the learned and pro-| 
gressive, with scorn or neglect by the 
unlearned aid the conservative. The! 
| Darwinian controversy, which set all! 
England by the ears, attracted a cer-} 
tain sensational reclame for Herbert 
Spencer, who, through lectures and 
miscellaneous writings, was gradually | 
pushing himself forward as one of the 
most energetic and able advocates of 
the new doctrines. 

Best of all, Mr. Spencer lived to see 
the world, which on its lower but more 
numerously populated levels had been 
inclined to hoot at him, turn around 
and applaud him as one of the greatest 
intellectual leaders of his time. His 
eightieth birthday, in 1900, was greet- 
ed with a chorus of praise in which all 
the civilized world joined. 

Sut it is praise more than pudding 
which Mr. Spencer received from the 
civilized world. He once wrote that 
for the first twenty years his publish- 
ing, instead of enriching him, cost him} 
money. Even at the rosiest part of his| 
later period the philosopher's bank 
book looked petty enough compared | 
with that of any popular novelist who! 
happened to be the fad of the hour. | 

Mr. Spencer never desired riches, but 
he felt sadly hampered by his inability | 
to make money suilicient for the pur- 
pose of continuing his studies at ease, 
und there was a bitter ring to his pref- 
ice to “The Principles of Psychology.” | 
in which he found that up to that time 
he had been materially impoverished 
by his published works. 

“Should the day ever come,” he con

eludes, “when the love for the person-| 
alities of history is less and the desire 
for its instructive facts greater those 
who occupy themselves in picking out 
the gold from the dross wil! perbaps 
be able to publish their results without 
inflicting on themselves losses too griev- 
ous to be borne—nay, may possibly re-. 
ceive some thanks for their pains.” | 

It was but natural perbaps that Her. | 
bert Spencer sheald be one of the most 
simple and unostentatious of men. He 
repeatedly declined academic honors 
from universities and colleges and tit- 
ular honors which Queen Victoria was 
willing to bestow upon bim with, it 
must be confessed, a somewhat niggard 
hand. She who made Disraeli an earl 
never offered to make Herbert Spencer 
anything higher than a baronet. But 
in truth the earldom would have been 
even more distasteful to him than the 
baronetcy. 

A friend, writing of him as he was 
in his first appearance in London in 
1848, says that with his ruddy com- 
plexion and vigorous frarmae he gave 
the impression of being a young coun- 
try gentleman of the sporting farmer 
class. “When discussion arose, how- 
ever, he gave a hint of his quality. His 
manner was earnest, and he argued as 
a man who had carefully thought out 
his convictions.” 

At this time Herbert Spencer, having 
given up civil engineering because the 
crash in railroad enterprises had forced 
him out of work, was a subeditor on 
the London Economist and a contrib- 
utor to the Leader, a weekly paper es- 
tablished by Thornton Hunt and 
George Henry Lewes. 

Thornton Llunt was a son of Leigh 
Hunt, but is chiefly remembered as the 
man who ran away with Lewes’ first 
wife and thus established a justifica- 
tion for Lewes’ subsequent relations 
with the brilliant woman now famous 
as George Eliot. 

It was Herbert Spencer, however, 
who first presented George Lewes to 
George Eliot. The latter was then 
(1850) a subeditor on the Westminster 
Review, living in the family of the edi- 
tor, Dr. John Chapman. Herbert Spen- 
cer was her great friend, and he cer- 
tainly did as much as Lewes himself 
to awaken and stimulate her intelli- 
gence. It is said that be was in love 
with her. It is only certain that he was 
never in love with any one else and 
that he never married. 

In his early days Spencer had shown 
inventi talent. He constructed a vel- 
ocimeier, to indicate the speed of loco- 
motives, and long before Francis Gal- 
ton produced composite photographs 
Spencer had suggested the idea and 
pointed out its value. During the last 
illness of his mother, to whom he was 
devotedly attached, be invented for her 
a bed which moved in any direction at 
a touch. Likewise he was something 
of a painter and rather more of a sing- 
er, possessing in the latter capacity a 
strong bass voice of good timbre. He 
continued to sing as an amateur in part 
music until ill health forbade the exer- 
tion. 

It is recorded that on good mornings 
he could produce as many as a thou- 
sand words. They were poured out 
naturally, with "to apparent effort, but 
rather slowly. Evidently they had been 
thought over and arranged in his mind 
during the previous afternoon and 
night, for he rarely used notes. But 
this first draft was not allowed to go 
to the printer. At the end of a fort- 
night or so of dictation he would revise 
the product, substituting short words 
for big, pruning away unnecessary sen- 
tences and generally simplifying the 
text. 

What with these labors of revision 
and occasional lapses into sickness the 
daily average of words when he was in 
his prime was reduced to about 325. 

One of Mr. Spencer's early pleasant-

A salad of the white meat of turkey 
is as good as if not better than chicken 
salad. Take one cup of turkey meat, 
| rather coarsely chopped; one cup of 
celery, also rather coarsely chopped; 
the whites of three hard boiled eggs, 
also chopped. Put the yolks of the 
hard boiled eggs into a bowl and 
mash and then pour over them three 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter or pure 
olive oil. Into this put one teaspoon- 
ful of salt and one of mustard, with a 
dash of red pepper; then thin with half 
a cup of good vinegar. 

Another way to use the white meat 
of turkey is to chop it fine, then put 
a spoonful of cranberry sauce that hus 
been run through a colander in the 
bottom of a mold or small bowl, on this 
a layer of chopped turkey, then a lay- 
er of cranberry, and so on till the mold 
is full. Press hard and put in a cold 
place till ready to use; then turn out 
on a platter.

Postoffice Building. 

The little town of Marblehead is to 
to get its government building before 
the city of Quincy, and from a half tone 
and description it will bea gem. It 
will be of red brick with white marble 
trimmings, in the colonial style of 
architecture, and is to contain the 
United States postoffice and the custom 
house. There will be a large lobby 
finished in marble and oak and a 
separate lobby for money order and 
registered letter departments. 

Leading from the public lobby on one 
side of the building will be the post- 
master’s room, with private vaults and 
staircase in the basement. On the other 
side of the building is to be a large 
room for the custom house officer, who 
also has his private vaults and staircase 
leading to the custom house storage 
room, which is to be located in the 
basement. Both of these rooms will be 
handsomely finished in oak, 

The remainder of the building on the 
first floor will be taken up with a large 
postoffice working room, with the usual 
fireproof vatits, etc. In the basement 
will be a well arranged and equipped 
locker room for carriers. 

It is planned to place the building 
upon a terrace, back some distance 
from the street, with a broad flight of 
steps leading up from Pleasant street.”

The Sentence Has Not ¥et Been 
Imposed. 


The jury before whom the ease of 
Constant Krobeek for the murder of 
Fred Peterson at Quincy, Mareb 15, 
was heard, came in shortly after 9 
o’clock last night. 

The jury found that Krobeck was 
guilty of murder in the second degree. 

They also found that the cut in the 
back was the second cut. 

Upon the time when this blow was 
delivered has hinged the question of 
whetber it was manslaughter or morder 
in the second degree. 

The fact that scarcely any blood flow- 
ed from the wound in the back was 
taken as evidence that it was delivered 
some moments after the cut in the 
neck from which Peterson bled to 
de sth. ; 

The evidence went to show that after 
inflicting the cut in the neek Krobeck 
ran away and eame back a second time 
and stabbed Peterson in the back as he 
lay dead in the street. 

The jury found these to be the facts, 
and that Krobeck was guilty of murder 
in the second degree. 

Interpreter Michael Jacobson trans- 
lated the verdict to Krobeck. He took 
it very calmly and was taken to Dedham 
jail. 

The penalty for murder in the second 
degree is imprisonment for life. 

It is possible that Krobeck’s counsel 
may take the case to the supreme court 
on exceptions.

The resolutions usk, for example, 
whether the persous who signed for 
Panama were properly authorized. Mr. 


Hay states officially that the siguers had 
examined each others’ powers and finds 
that they were properly used. Thesen- 
ate will not ask him whether in this 
instance he put his name to what is 
not true, Neither will it ask the presi- 
dent whether the constitution of Co- 
lombia authorizes secession. ‘The con- 
stitution of that country has already 
been printed as a senate docunent and 
is on the desk of the senators. The Re- 
publican senators, while they think it 
highly proper to ask the president for 
facts, object to asking him for opinions, 
such as whether the people of Panama 
are fit for self government. 

With modilications such as these 
made there will be no objection to the 
passage of the resolutions, as they will 
give the president an opportunity to 
restate the administration's positio.. 
Already Republican senators are com- 
ing forward with offers to prepare 
epeecties, and interest in the Panama 
matter has been greatly quickened by 
Senator Hoar's speach. The Democrats 
have been correspondingly encouraged 
and solidified. Whether they will suc- 
ceed by caucus agreement in holding 
their forces intact and so defeating rati- 
fication is a much discussed question. 
If they do the Republicans wili prompt- 
ly move to reconsider, and so keep 
the treaty before the senate over the 
presidential caicpaign. 

The president meanwhile, under the 
treaty of 1816, can continue to keep 
transit open on the isthmus, and main. 
tain quiet there. The Republican 
party would then go before the country 
with its d>finite canal policy blocked by 
Domocratic seiators. The awkward- 
ness of such a situation in the parts 
of the country which greatly desire a 
canal is counted on to deter the Demo- 
crats when the time comes for assum- 
ing such a responsibility. That at 
least is the program which the Repub- 
lican leaders have ultimately in mind 
as an alternative in case the Democrats 
decide to make a party fight. 


Ellijott Going to Isthmus 

Washington, Dec. 19.—After a con- 
ference between Secretary Moody, Rear 
Admirai Taylor, chief of the bureau of 
savigation, and Brigadier General 
Filiott, commandant of the marine 
corps, it was decided that if present con- 
ditions on the isthmus of Panama con- 
dnue, MMiott will sail for Colon on the 
Dixie from Philadelphia when that 
vessel goes south with the new battalion 
of marines which has been ordered as- 
sembled at Philadelphia for dispatch to 
the isthmus. The Dixie is now on her 
way worth fer this purpose. General 
Wiliott has been anxious for some days 
to be given a tield command and it is 
the present intention of the officials to 
grant his request. It is said at the 
navy department that in view of the 
growing complications over the Panu- 
ma situation it is inadvisable longer to 
announee the plans of the department 
with the freedom shown during the last 
few weeks, and for that reason a cable- 
gram received yesterday from Rear 
Admiral Cox alan was not made public. 


Nothing Sav aved From the Jacobs 

St. Johns, Dee. 19.-—The Gloucester 
fishing steamer Alice M. Jacobs, which 
struck on the rocks off Dolan’s island, 
will be a total loss. The crew saved 
nothing but what they stood in, barely 
escaping with their lives.

Professor Hans Goldschmidt Shows) 
American Mechanical Engineers at 
Hoboken, N. J.. That the Compound 
Willi Quickly Fuse Metals Without 
Radiating Sensible Heat—Nonexplo- 


sive and Does Not Burn on @ Stove. 


Before the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers the other afternoon 
in the assembly room of the Stevens 
Institute of Technology at Hoboken, 
N. J., Professor Hans Goldschmidt of 
Essen, Germany, described and demon- 
strated the remarkable powers of ther- 
mit in an illustrated lecture on alumino 
thermics and their application to en- 
gineering and metallurgy, says the New 
York Times. | 

By alumino thermics is meant the 
useful application of the heat generat- 
ed by the burning of a compound com- 
posed of powdered aluminium und ses- 
quioxide of iron. When fired by the 
application of a bit of magnesium tape, 
this compound burns fiercely, geuerat- 
ing a heat equivalent to that of the 
electric arc. The oxygen to support this | 
intense combustion is taken from the | 
iron oxide, and the resulting products 
of the combusfion are metallic iron and 
oxide of aluminium, or corundum. The 
fused combination is hot enough to 
burn a hole with clean edges through 
an iron plate of any thickness, accord- 
ing to the quantity of thermit burned, 
without heating the plate except at 
the point of perforation. The material 
is not explosive and if thrown upon a} 
fire will not burn. | 

The industrial applications of ther- | 
mit, some of which were demonstrated 
on the platform, were extremely inter- ; 
esting. Rails and pipes were united 
very quickly, and the unions were as 
good, judging from samples which had 
been planed, as the body of the metal. 
The joining of masses of iron by means 
of thermit is scarcely welding and 
might be more appropriately designat- | 
ed fusion. | 

Probably the most important of these | 
processes is the one by which a con- 
tinuous rail of equal conduetivity, a 
necessity of modern electric railway 
construction, is obtained very quickly 
and cheaply. This union may be effect- 
ed after the trolley track or third rail 
is in position and is much less expen- 
sive than adequate bonding. Third rail 
welding is now in operation on some 
twenty miles of electric railway in 
Paris, alsu on two electric railways con- | 
necting Berlin with its suburbs. Re-| 
sults of great interest to the engineer 
have also been attained with thermit 
in such difficult operations as mending 
the brokew sternpost of an ocean liner, 
the Sevilla; repairing the broken driv- 
ing wheel of a locomotive, welding a 
broken crank shaft on a Rhine steamer, 
correcting the defects of large steel 
castings and preventing the formation 
of pipes in steel ingots. | 

The operations with which the lec- 
ture of Professor Goldschmidt were {l- 
lustrated were very brilliant and beau- 
tiful and gave results with astonishing 
rapidity. One of the most surprising 
of these was the fusing of a quality of 
nickel ore in a crucible in about one 
minute, giving a button of pure nickel 
of several pounds weight. There was 
ho sensible heat radiated in these oper- 
ations, and the assistant who managed 
the experiments did not even wilt his 
collar. 1 

It was a matter of interest that these 
operations, requiring temperatures 
which can only be estimated for the 
reason that no pyrometer could meas- 
ure them, could be conducted on a 
wooden platform with no other protec-| 
tion than sue loose bricks laid side by 
side and covered with a sprinkling of 
sand. It-was also a matter of curiosity 
that the operator, after pow:ing from a 
ladle the mixture of fused iron and 
corundum, could take in his naked

Counterfeiters Made Clever Im- 


itation of Bank Notes 


BANKS ACCEPTED THEM | 


Two Alleged Operators Arrested | 


at 


Men--Offer of One 


State’s Evidence Is Declined 


Boston, Dec. 19.—Following 
after the great raid on counterfeitors 
at Revere two weeks ago the United 
States secret service agents have ar- 
rested in Boston two men, who, it is 
alleged, are us dangerous ¢ pair of 
counterfeiters as the government has 
had to deal with for a longtime. The 
men under arrest are Fred L. Wilson 
and Edward PD. Wiggin, both of them 
claiming the title of doctor, although, 
according to tue officials, neither man 
bas any right to do so. 

Unlike the meu arrested at Revere, 
Wilson and Wiggin are not expert en- 
fravers, their work being wholly of a 
photographic nature. The counterfeit 
money alleged to have been made by 
them was so exact an imitation of gov- 


; ernment paper that it was readily ac 

| cepted as genuine by most of the banks 

| through which it passed. ‘The secret 

| se e Officials say that not much of 

| th OgUS paper has been circulated, as 
the men had been watched too closely 
to allow of any extensive operation.

Wilson apparently furnished the 


brains of the work. He was an expert 
photographer and had worked in the 
studios of well krown Boston artists, 
besides serving three years as finisher 
and retoucher in a studio at Manches- 
ter, N. H. The counterfeit money was 
made by a plotograph process. The 
genuine notes were fastened to a hoard 
and photographed. The counterfeit 
notes were enlargements made from 
the negative and were printed on a fine 
quality of bond paper, which had been 
treated with a sensitized photographic 
solution. ‘The color work and the imita- 
tion of the silk threads found in 


genuine money were done with colored | 


penciis The counterfeit notes were 
perfect reproductions of the originals, 
with the exception that the color could 
be washed off. 

Wilson and Wiggin had been under 
suspicion for some time, but their ar- 
rest wus delayed in order that the 
secret service acgeuts might get further 
evidence aguinst them, and also be- 
cause thes detection of the Revere 
counterfeiters left the secret service 
office without avaflable men. 

Secret Service Agents Joseph E. 
Murphy, Johu KE. Murphy and Frank 
Burke, and Lawrence Ricci and JI. L. 
Barker, accompanied by Deputy Mar- 
shal Waters, yesterday afternoon 
visited Wilson's lodgings on Myrtle 
street, where the counterfeiting is al- 
leged tO have been done, and placed 
Wilson under arrest. They next pro- 
ceeded to a lodging honse on Staniford 
street, where Wiggin lived. Wiggin 
could not be fofind, however. The pro- 
prietress of the Staniford street house 
later told Wiggin tbat the officers had 
been there. Wiggin thereupon weut 
to the oftice of his lawyer, H. C. Young, 
and during the aftcrnoon the attorney 
ealled at the Federal building. Young 
proposed to Agent Murphy that if Wic- 
gin were exempt from the arrest he 
would turn state's evidence. Murphy, 
however, decliued to make any com- 
promise, and told Young that Wiggin 
would be arrested at the first oppor- 
tunity. 

Whe: the lawyer left the Federal 
building he was followed by secret ser- 
vice agents and on Treniont street, near 
the Parker house, Wiggin appeared: 
He was imn.ediately arrested. Wilson 
was taken to jail, while Wiggin was 
locked up in a police station. Both men 
will be arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Viske today. They will 
probably be taken to New Hampshire 
for trial, as most of the witnesses 


against them reside in that state. In 
New Hampshire the charge against 


them will be passing counterfeit money 
while’in Massachusetts they will be 
ebarged with the manufacture of coun- 
terfeits. 

Both of the men were well dressed 
and of rather superior appearance. 
Wilson is 45 years old. He claims to 
be a hypnotist as well as a magnetic 
healer. He is an expert photographer 
and has also worked in drugstores. He 
has a wife and child in New Hamp- 
shire. Wiggin, who is 36, is a printer 
by occupation. He is unmarried. Both 
Wilson aud Wiggin are natives of 
Meridith, N. H.

may be vegarded as quite certain, it 
asserts, that Japan will not accept the 
principles of the Jast Russian note, 
which are altogether at variance with 
contentions, and that 
Japan’s reply must necessarily be cast 
in this sense. 

Apart from the delicate state of ne- 
gotiations between the two nations, 
Reuter says, it is <Ilso known that 
Russia is assuming a more defiant at- 
titude, and the outlook may be re- 
garded as more yloomy than it hitherto 
has been, although it cannot yet be 
said that the resources of diplomacy 
have been completely exhausted. 

lt concludes by saying that there is 
no actual news yet of fresh develop- 
ments, and that no ultimatum has been 
sent by Japan to Lussia. 

The London newspapers display in- 
creased alarm over the aspect of affairs 
in the far east, rather from the fear 
that some unforeseen incident may pre- 
cipitate a conflict than from any belief 
that the resources of diplomacy have 
become exhausted, the opinion being 
still almost universal that both Russia 
and Japan are anxious to avoid war. 

The Morning Post, which is inspired 
in the Japanese interest, makes a sug- 
gestion which may possess signifi- 
cance—namely, that Japan should cut 
the Gordian knot by declaring a pro- 
teciorate over Corea. The paper con- 
tends that such a solution would com- 
mend itself to all the powers, with the 
exception of Russia, and that it might 
eventually be welcomed at St. Peters- 
burg if it be true that Russia does not 
desire war. 

The Daily Mail's Pekin correspondent 
daclares that a few Manchu nobles who 
are under Russian influence are delay- 
ing the conclusion of an alliance be- 
tween China and Japan. 


Revival of War Rumors 

Pekin, Dec. 21.—Trospects of war 
between Ktussia and Japan are evi- 
dently increasing. The Rritish lega- 
tion has received a telegram indicating 
that war is possible and the Japanese 
legation is officially informed that Rus- 
sia’s recent rep!y to the Jupanese pro- 
posals is unsatisfactory. —~ 

While no news Las been received at 
the Japanese legation that Japan has 
sent an ultimatum to Russia, it is recog- 
nized at the legation that a grave crisis 
is approaching. Major General Ha- 
mani, the Japanese military attache, 
and the Japanese colonel who has been 
instructing General Yuan Shai Kai's 
troops have both started for Japan. 

The native press reiterates a cir- 
cumstantial story to the effect that in 
the event of Manchuria being retained 
by Russia it is the intention of Great 
Britain to establish a protectorate over 
the Yang Tse yalley as compensation 
and to appoint a viceroy therein, so that 
her prestige in the far east will be 
equal to Russia’s. Some of the native 
papers give the Chinese foreign board 
as authority for the story. ‘This fic- 
tion is largely credited and gravely dis- 
cussed and is creating hostility against 
Great Britain. It is suspected that the 
story bas been fostered by unfriendly 
agencies appoiated for the purpose and 
the British legation is investigating 
its origin.

' Approves Of, 


LIKES GLAD HAND, MARBLE HEART 


These Expressions Professor Freder- 
ick Manley Regards as Strong and 
Poetical—Suggests a Change In Sto- 
ry of Prodigal Son—‘Peach With 
Dew on It,” Used in Defining « 
Pretty Girl, He Calls Beautiful, 


Aptly applied, some modern slang 
words and pbrases “go,” says Profess- 
or Frederick Manley of Harvard uni- 
versity. 

The right of children to use such ex- 
pressions was the subject of a talk by 
Mr. Manley before the Essex County 
Teachers’ institute in Newark, N. J., 
the other day, says the New York 
American. He said in qualification of 
his remarks that 4e did not want to be 
understood as indorsing the use of 
slang, but declared that some expres- 
sions should be leniently considered by 
teachers in instructing the young. 

In support of his theory Professor 
Manley referred to slang expressions 
that he typitied as beautiful, poetic and 
effective. He said he once heard a 
boy who was being oppressed by u dull 
lecture remark: 

“Gee! If 1 don’t get out of bere I'll 
get bats in me belfry.” 

He thought this was severely critical 
and definite. 

The slang expression glad hand and 
marble heart Mr. Manley said were to 
him strong and poetical. He believed 
that if the story of the “prodigal son” 
had stated that the world gave him the 
“marble heart’ and his father gave 
him the “glad hand” on his return pro- 
fessors of literature would now be ex- 
patiating on the beautiful simplicity of 
these expressions aud referring to them 
as literature that is not made now- 
adays. 

“A peach with dew on it!” 

“Isn't that beautiful?’ asked the 
speaker. “Yet it is the slangy way in 
which I once heard a boy describe a 
girl who had the bloom of May on her 
cheeks.”

TRE SALAD PLANT. 


Farnishes Its Own Dressing, and 
You May Pick and Eat It. 

Udo, a curious Japanese salad plant 
which might be said to be its own but- | 
ler or steward, inasmuch as it pro- | 
duces, through some secret of oriental 
cultivation, a tender stalk which vir- 
tually is lettuce, celery and pineapple 
combined, is to be introduced into the | 
United States by the department of | 
agriculture. 

Although this valuable plant has been 

| 8rown from ancient times in China, | 
where it is called t’'y tang kuei, and | 
was introduced into Japan many years 

| ago, it is unknown to the western 
world. In fact, old American and Eu- 
ropean residents in Yokohama at this 
day have been kept in ignorance of the 
remarkable composite qualities of udo. 
Recently an alert American woman in 
Japan discovered the dish and, learn- 
ing that Mr. Barbour Laturop was in: 
that country on an expedition in search 
, Of valuable seeds and plants for intro- 
| duction into the United States, invited 
| him to a dinner at which udo was 
served.

He Is an Industrious Chap Who De- 
serves a Helping Hand. 

The natives of Alaska are a fast 
dwindling race. Their sun is setting. 
Probably their midday sun never rose 
higher than thé*midwinter sun rises in 
this latitude. 

Most of the Eskimos in Alaska are 
gathered at the missions, but the trav- 
eler will find a few in villages of two 
or three or half a dozen igloos in places 
convenient for fishing, as fish is the 
staple diet of these people. Starvation 
and disease have left but a remnant of 
once populous tribes. 

Contact with the white race has had 
a@ great deal to do with their deteriora- 
tion. They like whisky, and like all 
other native races are not naturally in- 
dustrious. Before the coming of the 
white man stern necessity made them 
provide for the immediate future. The 
sea supplied them with most of their 
food, and there were wild berries and 
various kinds of game on the land to 
vary their fish diet. By instinct in-

flavor of young lettuce, combined with

| that it was the product of a single 
plant, he decided at once that it should 
be grown in the United States, and 
arrangements have been made for its 
American introduction. 

Udo salad is as crisp as the tenderest 
shoots of celery, but, unlike that vege- 
table, it has no stringy fibers. The 
fact that the edible young shoots of the 
udo plant are abundant throughout 
the winter months adds greatly to its 
value. The department of agriculture 
predicts that it will be as popular 
throughout the world as celery or as- 
paragus. 

There are two varieties of the plant. 
Kan udo is raised from seeds, while 
moyashi udo, which produces fresh 
sprouts all winter, is grown from cut- 
tings. Both varieties produce a root 
stalk which sends out shoots year after 

i year. For a decade after the initial 
planting the farmer has only to har- 
vest the crop. After that period the 
field is replanted. The cultivation of 
this salad plant in America promises 
abundant profit. Even in Japan six- 
| teen shoots frequently sell for 25 cents. 
—Saturday Evening Post. 


Russian Methods. 

Sven Hedin, in “Central Asia and 
Tibet,” gives a striking illustration of 
the alertness and forethought of the 
tussian authorities. The explorer and 
author had been delayed at Mery. He 
says: 

While studying the Russian railway 
time table it had occurred to me, why 
should I not run down and have a peep 
at the much talked of fortress of 
Kushk and the region toward Herat?

But Colonel Svinhufvud smiled sig- 
nificantly and taking out his pocket- 
book drew forth a telegram from the 
minister of war, which he read to me, 
“In case Dr. Sven Hedin should con- 
template going to Kushk please inform 
him that that Hne is closed to all trav- 
elers.”

| thought to myself that the Russian 
military authorities did quite right to 
keep jealous watch upon a place of 
such great strategic importance as 
| Kushk. I was told that the line was 
' even closed to ordinary Russians and

The entire 
business is done on the barter system: 
The country storekeepers exchange 
merchandise for anything and every- 
thing the natives have to sell and ship 
this motley array of products down to 
Catlettsburg, where the mercbant has 
it placed in bank to his credit, when he 
orders more goods, paying for them 
with check. These merchants usually, 
keep a small amount of money in case 
it should he required, but the natives, 
as a rule, go not handle a cent of cash | 
from one year’s end to the other. They, 
barter among themselves and with the 
merchants, and when I bought lands | 
the most ef those who sold to me would | 
not accept my money until the mer- 
chants assured them that it was gen- 
uine. Leslie county is in the heart of 
the Kentucky mountains and is very 
sparsely populated, which accounis for 
its primitive condition, but it is prob- 
ably the only section of the United 
States remaining where the people do 
not know what money is.’’—Lexington 
Herald.

He 
is bright and ingenuous, simmle minded 
as a child, with a happy disposition 
that takes no thought of the morrow. 
He is bad only when under the influ- 
ence of liquor. 

The government should make some 
provision for the Eskimo. He can be 
made self supporting, possibly a con- 
tributor to the wealth of the world, by 
placing him in a line of work for which 
nature has fitted him. Provide hjm 
with modern appliances and means for 
fishing and whaling and with proper 
management he will become a producer 
of wealth.—_Nome News. 


A N~w Machine Gan. 

A new mechine gun, invented by a 
young soldier named Eugene Dumor- 
tier of the One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth infantry regiment, is receiving the 
close attention of the committee on 
new inventions at the French war of- 
fice. Dumortier claims that the gun 
will completely sweep a given zone, 
leaving no intervening space in which 
it would be comparatively safe for any 
body of troops to move. While one bat- 
tery of the gun is firing at a range of 
2,000 yards another will simultaneous- 
ly fire at 300 yards, increasing or di- 
minishing its range as may be neces- 
sary. The gun rests on a four wheeled 
earriage and works on an adjustable 
swivel steel platform, so that it can be 
turned in any direction. Each of the 
two batteries has ten barrels, and the 
magazine is loaded automatically. It 
is said that 450 Lebel balls can be fired 
per minute. 


Some Precocious Young Ladies. 

Washington seems to be producing 
some curious specimens of precocious 
young girls of late. A fifteen-year-old 
girl of Spokane stole the contents of 
her grandfather's purse to buy a trous- 
seau for her coming marriage—save the 
mark!

The expert who has 
examined the accounts of the city states 
we have a perfect right to borrow as 
we had a leeway of $40,000. Our 
borrowing capacity is two and one-half 
per cent. of the total valuation. The 
leeway is now $52,000. For current 
expenses we can borrow in anticipation 
of taxes.

The library of Hanover possesses a 
large number of unpublished manu- 
scripts left by the philosopher Leibnitz. 
Among them is a Methodus docendi, 
which reveals much of the nature of 
the man and his mental attitude.

Dipiomats whom Reyes bas ap- 
proached on the subject say that what 
he most fears is the result of the an- 
nouncement at Bogota of the failure of 
his mission, He himself realizes that 
the most he cun hope from the govern- 
ment of the United States is un offer that 
it will use moral suasion to prevail on 
Panama to assume her portion of the 
Colombian debt. Further than this 
Reyes has been told he can expect noth- 
ing. “I cume to Washington to save 
what I could from a shipwreck” be 
sald to a diplomat of high rank. 

Realization of the true situ:tion, it 
is said, will not prevent Reyes from 
} calling on the United States for a refer- 
ence to The Hague of several of the 
| questions at issue. It is on this point 
| that European diplomats have told 
| Reyes that it is expecting too much to 
expect this government to submit any 
i phase of the Panana matter to ‘Ihe 
| Hague. Several ambassadors have 
| earnestly advised the general to impress 
on his people the fact that Europe 
wants the isthmian canal and that Co- 
lombia can expect no sympathy from 
that quarter. It has been pointed out 
by these diplomats that the proffered 
sympathy of several South American 
repubtics can avail Colombia nothing in 
the event of war with the United 
States. It is hoped that the receipt of 
this news in Bogota will do much to 
‘alm the feeling there and ncld the 
Colombians in check until General 
Reyes can return. 

Great Britain and The Netherlands 
have taken pains to let Reyes knew in- 
directiy that Colombia reckons with- 
out her host if she interprets their de- 
lay in recognizing the republic of Pana- 
ma as an evidence of their sympathy 
for Colombia or as due to other thana 
desire to protect the interests of their 
tinanciers, who are the largest holders 
of government bonds. 

It is said here to be unlikely that our 
| naval commanders in isthmian waters 
will go to the extent of dislodging the 
Colombian troops which have landed on 
the Isle of Pines. On this point, how- 
| ever, the policy of the government has 
definitely decided.

Brave Work by Miners 

Houghton, Mich., Dec 22—After a 
harrowing experience, in which 13 men 
hearly lest theie lives, the bodies of 
three miners who were suffocated in 
the Isle Royale mine fire a few deys 
ago Were brought to the surface. The 
13 rescuers went down 700 feet through 
old shafts, taking ladders with them. 
As they moved about in the old work- 
ings they stirred up gas and it began 
to asphyxiate them. Thirty volunteers 
| at once went to the rescue. Two of the 
injured rescuers were found crawling 
toward the surface, while the others 
were found unconscious deep in the 
mine. After tedious and exciting labor 
the asphyxiated men were brought to 
the surface and revived and the three 
bodies were secured. 


Kishineff Rioters Sentenced 

Kishineff, Dec. 22.—T'wo Russians 
named Gnelschiu and Marosjeik, who 
have been on trial charged with murder, 
as the authors of the nimssacre of the 
Jews last spring, were sentenced to 
seven and five years’ penal servitude 
respectively. Twenty-two other per- 
sons charged with being involved in 
the massacre were sentenced to periods 
ranging from one to two years each. 
One person was given six months’ im- 
prisonment and 12 were acquitted, 
while 48 civil actions brought against 
the accused were dismissed. 


A Terrific Explosion 

St. Louis, Dee. 22.—Seven boilers in 
the power house of tLe St. Louis Transit 
compuny exploded last night, killing 
three einployes, injuring six and wreck- 
ing the building. The brick walls of 
the boiler house were thrown outward 
and the heavy truss roof, after being 
thrown high in the air, drs ped directly 
over the debris, imprisoning 20 em- 
pleyes. It is thought probable that the 
list of dead may be lengthened. The 
cause of the explosion is not known. 


Remarkable Surgical Operation 

Sioux City, Ia., Dee. 22.—An opera- 
tion having no parallel in the surgical 
world was performed at St. Joseph's 
hospital by Dr. Jepson, professor of 
surgery at Lowa stute university. John 
Norstrom fell from a load of hay, strik- 
ing on his head and breaking his neck. 
Dr. Jepson removed a portion of the 
third cervical vertebrae, cleaned out 
the false growth of tissue and replaced 
the bone. ‘The patient is doing well and 
has every prospect of recovery. 


Physicians Were Mistaken 

Chicago, Dec. 22.--James Vloek, who 
choked his wife to death, strangled him- 
self in his ce!l nt the county jail with 
a handerchief tightly knotted about 
his throat.

Christmas week opens favorably, and 
bids fair toaccommodate the shoppers 
and the dealers in holiday goods. We 
submit that those who have bought 
their presents in Quincy are well satis- 
fied with their purchases, and if more 
goods are to be bought they will be 
found in home stores. Those who have 
still to°make their’selections can do no 
betterthan follow the example above 
cited. 


When it was proposed in the City 
Council to borrow $90,000 in addition 
to the $300,000 in aaticipation of the 
taxes of 1903, many were estounded, 
as $160,000 of the total levy of $412,- 
000 had then been collected. In pre- 
vious yéars tax loans to the amount of 
$300,000 have been sufficient, but have 
oftem been helped out by a big loan 
near the cnd of the year for a school 
house, sewer extension, or street im- 
provement. The City Treasury is not 
only replenished with the $90,000 ad- 
ditional, but by the action of the City 
Councilthis week it gets more, as _ will 
be seen:

The above does not take icto consid- 
eration the fact that $40,000 to $50,000 
of the appropriations of 1903 may be 
unexpended Jan. 1, 1904; that a loan 
of $6,000 was made for paviog Cope- 
land street, and no work done; etc., 
etc. 

In the debate in the City Council 
the fact seems to have been overlooked 
that the city has large receipts outside 
of taxes. The November 30 statement 
of the City Treasurer showed receipts 
of $1,031,724.74 for the eleven months, 
The water: rates of over $80,000 are 
paid largely in January and July. 
Early in year $100,000 was borrowed 
for water and sewer extensions. About 
$30,000 bas been received in sewer 
assessments. The receipts from back 
taxes—1898 to 1902 inclusive—have 
been about large enough to meet the 
$175,000 in | temporary loans of 1902 
which have matured this year. Never- 
theless the city has borrowed $410,000 
and collected $200,000'to pay expenses 
of $412,000 under the tax levy.

Rather Overzealous 


WARNED BY POLICE CHIEF 


Picketing by Union Drivers of 
of Must 


Cease--Courts Likely to Sustain 


Houses Mourning 


Act of Such Evident Necessity 


Chicago, Dec.  22.—Picketing of 
houses from which funerals are to start, 
whether peaceful or violent, by union 
livery drivers, who went on strike five 
days ago, is to be prevented by the po- 
lice under direct orders issued Inst night 
by Chief of Police O'Neil. J. B. 
Wadsworth, and Charles 
Stevens, business agent of the Livery- 
inen’s ubion, were summoned before 
Chief O’NeiJ last night and told in plain 
language that any differences the union 
might - have would have to be settled 
away (Crom houses of niourning. 

“this picketing of the homes from 
which funerals are holding is beyond 
the toleration of a civilized community,” 
said Chief O'Neil. “Your zeal bas car- 
ried you beyoud the pale of endurance, 
and such an unheard of performanceas 
the carrying of labor troubles to the 
irouses of the deud will rot be allowed 
by the police. Under no circumstances 
Will I permit picketing of any kind 
uround a Louse whence a fuueral is to 
proceed. And I must suy that it ought 
not to be necessury for we to tuke this 
step. 

“Law or no law, picketing of every 
xind around these houses will haye to 
stop. I shall take my chances with the 
courts on the question, if my conduct 
is questioned in any court.” 

Chief O'Neil then issued a general 
order to all inspectors of police along 
the line of his conversation with the 
twe union officers. He instructed com 
marding officers to accompany funerals 
in carriages, if circumstances seemed 
to require it, and to see that the last 
rites of the dead be in no way in- 
terfered with. 

While the courts have inclined to 
the permitting of peaceful picketing, 
Chief O'Neil’s order prohibits picketing 
of any kind around houses of mourning. 
He declared that, in his opinion, no 
court could be found which would fail 
to sustain an act of such evident neces- 
sity and propriety as that contemplated 
by the police department, 

On top of Chief O'Neil’s order came 
the announcement that peace plans, 
looking to a settlement of’ the strike, 
had been lanuched. Through the efforts 
of the Chicago board of arbitration a 
committee was appointed at a meeting 
of the liverymen and the Undertakers’ 
ussociation to meet with a committee 
from the Drivers’ union to endeavor to 
bring about au amicable adjustment of 
the trouble. 

The committee got together late last 
night und agreed upon a basis of arbi- 
trating the difficulty. The proposition 
will be submitted to a vote ef the men 
on both sides and it is said that the 
result will be an agreement to settle 
everything by arbitration.

LONDON DINNER 
How the Guests Were Im- 
pressed With the Nebraskan 


TALKED ON SERIOUS SUBJECTS 


Englishwoman Who Met Him at the 
House of a Titled Lady Says the 
Men Interested Him and He the 
Men—Eager to Learn About British 
Politics and Institutions. 


A private letter that we are permit- 
ted to print, says the Boston Tran- 
script, gives an interesting account of 
English impressions of Mr. William 
Jennings Bryan during his recent 80- 
cial experiences in London: 

“Late in the afternoon came a note 
from Lady X. asking mother and me 
to help her out at a dinner she was ar- 
ranzing at the last moment for a dis- 
tinguished American. I’ve been asked 
to help out with so many ‘distinguished 
Americans’ on the strength of my nine 
months in the States that I took it as a 
matter of course and after all those 
‘Alaska dinners’ expected nobody more 
distinguished than some lawyer. Motb- 
er, who wanted to stay at home, 
were enough ‘distin- 
guished Americans’ through the sum- 
mer and that it was a pity if they 
were going to dribble through the win- 
ter too. 

“She went, though, with a good 
grace, and as soon as we had shaken 
hands Lady X. whispered to me, ‘Of 
course you met Mr. Bryan when you 
were in the States” It was on my 
tongue to say I’d never heard of him, 
when my wits came back to me and I 
murmured that I hadn't, but that I 


i had heard something about him; that 


New York, Boston and Philadelphia 
weren't the part of the country where 
Mr. sryan lived. ‘Oh,’ says Lady X. 
and looks disappointed, ‘and I put you 
in speaking distance. But he won't 
mind us. It’s the men that interest 
him, and he the wen.’ With that she 
waved her fan, and I had -my first 
glimpse of Mr. Bryan, and of all places 
in a London drawjng room. 

“Lady X. was right. He was talking 
to the men, and the men to him, and 
we women flocked by ourselves on the 
outskirts, of no more-real account than 
the ornaments on the chimney piece I 
could hear Mr. B.’s big, deep voice 
rumbling through over lighter ones and 
see his long black hair. Mamma said 
he sounded like Gladstone, who never 
could talk, but was always ‘addressing,’ 
and Q., who tries to be smart about 
everything American because he was 
six months in Washington, whispered 
when he took me in that all statesmen 
in the States wore their hair that way. 
He’d seen ’em by the dozen in Wash- 
ington. 

“In due time we made our courtesies 
to the ‘distinguished American,’ but he 
showed that we women didn't interest 
him much, and he certainly hasn't any 
small talk to help him through dinner. 
Every time we slipped into it in spite 
of ourselves Lady X. could see him 
slipping out and looked warnings dowr. 
the table and turned the talk on some 
serious subject that Q. wanted to bet 
me half a sovereign that she didn’t 
know anything about. However, there 
were enough that did, and I haven't 
heard such instructive conversation in 
months. Mr. Bryan was eager to learn 
all about English politics and institu. 
tions and how they worked. Blank and 
Blank were just as keen about Amer- 
ican institutions and what they did. 
Some of the rest of us expected him to 
tell good stories. The Alaska lawyers 
all did, but he was too much in earnest 
for that. Q. said he had a reputation to 
keep up, and that that was the way to 
succeed in American politics, and that 
we took ours much too lightly and 
didn’t understand the people. While he 
was thinking of another, Lady X. 
whisked us out of the room, and I 
sat in a corner and wished I had serl- 
ous interests and had known what Mr. 
B. called the middle west. I'd long ago 
found out that was what I'd been ask- 
ed for and that Lady X. thought New 
York and Nebraska weren't far away. 
I suspect that Mr. B. doesn’t think you 
over in New York are real Americans 
at all or that we are the real England, 
which latter may be true. He was evi- 
dently studying us seriously, which 
isn't worth while unless he is going to 
write a novel about us—a thoughtful 
novel. “ 

“When the men came in we got a 
few impressions from the younger ones, 
the elders and Mr. B. discoursing seri- 
ously at the other end of the room 
about ‘institutions,’ English and Amer- 
ican. Z. said that he was the real 
American, and he respected him for 
it, and that the smart Americans that 
come over here in the summer were 
just shams who tried to put on an out- 
side so showy that we couldn’t see 
through it. We did though, and it 
was Mr. Bryan and his kind that had 
really made what was worth while in 
America, just as the provinces had 
made England. But Z.-likes to be 
queer. Then Y., who gets the New 
York view from his brother, who is 
out there, admitted that he had ex- 
pected to see a ranting socialist and 
had found only a well informed and

How “Excelsior,” the “Wreck of the

asking him to give me some account of 
the circumstances under which he 
wrote “The Bridge’—‘“I stood on the 
bridge at midnight’—a poem which an 
eminent English critic has called “the 
most sympathetic in this language.”

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A CHAT WITH A POET, LONDON’s GRASSHOPPER. 


for Nearly Three and a Half Centu- 
ries a Faenous Landmark. 

The golden grasshopper on the tower 
ef the Royal Exchange has been for 
nearly three and a half centuries a 
London landmark as familiar as the 
cross on’ St. Paul’s or the dragon on 
Bow church steeple. 

Sir Thomas Gresham, a royal agent 


I once wrote to the poet Longfellow, in three successive reigns, founded the 


exchange in the reign of Elizabeth. He 
erected at his own expense a beautiful 
structure in the Flemish style of archi- 
tecture, with shops on the first floor. A 
bell tower crowned by a huge grass- 
hopper stood on one side of the chief 
entrance. The bell in this tower sum- 
moned the merchants at 12 o'clock noon 
and 6 o'clock evening. During the great 
fire of 1606 the building was totally de 
The statues of kings and 


‘ed the corridors 


stroyed. 
queens which orn 


ted inte the enormous cel- 
lars and with them the tower and 
grasshoppcr. 

Gresham was loyally loved by the 
metropolis, and his generous services 
were not forgotten. From the moun- 
tain of debris the grasshopper was res- 
cued, and it was placved—a lofty vane 
of gilt brass—above the new dome sup- 
ported by eight Corinthian columns, 
and to this hour it swings to the points 
of the compass, perpetuating the sign 
and crest of the Gresham family. The 
old clock in this tower had four dials 
and chimed four times daily, on Sunday, 
the One Hundred and Fourth Psalm; 
on Monday, “God Save the King;” on 
Tuesday, “Waterloo March;” on Wed- 
nesday, “There’s Nae Luck Aboot the 
Hoose;” on Thursday, “See, the Con- 
quering Hero Comes;” on Friday, “Life 
Let Us Cherish,” and on Saturday, 
“Foot Guards’ March.” In 1838 fire 
again devastated the stately building, 
beginning soon after 10 at night, and 
by next morning the clock tower alone 
It is significant that the 
last air played by the chimes before 
they went crashing through the tower 
roof, crushing the entrance arch below, 
was “There’s Nae Luck Aboot the 
Hoose;” then the eight bells ceased 
their clanging. - 

The grasshopper was unharmed and 
to this day remains, eleven feet of 


shimmering metal, looking down from 


its perch 108 feet above the busy 


streets.

Christmas In Other Lands, 

In Norway, where Christmas finds 
the land buried deep under the snow, 
the fiords frozen and the whole coun- 
try tight in the grasp of the ice, there 
are many quaint and pretty Christmas 
customs. Perhaps the most interesting 
of all are the nesting and feeding of 
the birds. A few days before Christmas 
new straw and hay are put into every 
nest that can be found in the hollows 
of trees and the eaves of houses and 
barns, and straw is scattered about 
over the frozen snow to be carried 
away by the birds themselves. Then, 
in every available spot on the thatched 
roofs, on house tops, window sills and 
doorsteps, are strewn large measures of 
grain. It is a pretty sight to see the 
flocks of birds swooping down to this 
feast. So they feed royally during the 
holiday times, making up for many 
flays of scant living, for it is hard to 
find anything to eat where everything 
is frozen so fast. 


The Yuletide Log. 

A custom at one time prevalent in 
England and still observed in some of 
the northern districts of the old coun- 
try is that of placing an immense log 
of wood—sometimes the root of a great 
tree—in the wide chimney place. This 
is often called the Yule log, and it was 
on Christmas eve that it was put on 
the wide hearth.

a physician of Cincinnati, and Myron 
Barbour, her husband, Mrs. Larbeur is 
sister of Dr. William Gillespie, brother 
of the murdered woman. Bench war- 
rants were issued immediately by 
Judge Downy of the circuit court. 

The Gillespies were expecting the ar- 
rests and Dr. Gillespie drove to the 
home of the accused ina closed carriage 
and brought the indicted persons to the 
court house, surre.dcring all of them 
to the court. A newspaper plotog- 
rapher attemptea to take a suap-shet 
and was struck down by James Gil- 
lespie, who broke away from Sherif 
Rump and knocked the camera from 
the hands of the photograpLer. 

The four indictments were read to 
the accused. ‘The indictments charged 
them with “felonionsly, maliciously 
and with premeditated intent,” causing 
the death of Elizabeth Gillespie. A 
conspiracy among the members of the 
murdered woman's own family to kill 
her is charged. 

In the indictments each of the four 
is charged with murder in the first de- 
gree, but the bench warrants which 
were served ou them in the courtroom 
nained James Gillespie as the principal 
and Mrs. Barbour, Mrs. Seward and 
My1on Barbcur as accessories before 
the fact. The penalty under the In- 
diana statutes is death for accessories 
as well as for the principal. ‘he hear- 
ing of the habeas corpus proceedings 
will be held later. 

It was agreed to release the two 
women on bond and this the court al- 
lowed on account of the illness of Mrs. 
Seward, who suffers from heart trouble. 
They were admitted to bail in sums of 
$10,000 each. Jumes Gillespie and 
Myron Barbour were refused bai] and 
remanded to jail.

Last night he confessed that the 
boys crossed the river; that he struck 
William and knocked him down; then 
chased him to strike him again, and 
the boy ran into an air hole. The 
younger brother attempted to rescue 
him and the two sank together. 
Humphrey's mother is dead and his 
father is serving a 20-year term in the 
penitentiary.

Bank Wrecker Paroled 

Detroit, Dec. 23.—Governor Bliss has 
signed a purole for Frank C. Andrews, lr 
forn er vice president of the wrecked 
City Savings bank of Detroit. Andrews 
has been contined in the state prison 
since Novy. 13, 1902. He was con- 
victed of a missapplication of the funds 
ofthe bauk. Evidence introduced at the 
trial covered money and credit of the 
bank to the amount of more than $1,- 
700,000, although the bank's capital 
was only $150,000. Prosecutor Funt, 
in speaking of the parole, suid: “The 
pecple’s side of the case was net con- 
sulted by the governor atall. It seems 
that if a man can make a steal big 
enough, he can get almost anything.” 


Boy Killed In a “Duel” 

Paterson, N. J., Dee. 23.—County 
Physician McBride has ordered an in- 
quest to place the responsibility for the 
death of Antonio Leo, 15 years old. 
Julian Wageman, who is also 14 years 
old, says that he and Leo had been 
playing in 2 cellar, but finally quar- 
reled. Wageman says they agreed to 
fight a mock duel. Leo took the car- 
tridges out of his revolver and Wage- 
man says he thought he had done the 
same with his weapon. The boys 
stood at a distance of eight feet and at 
a signal fired. Leo fell to the floor with 
a bullet in his brain. 


Indicted on Riot Charge 

Chicago, Dec. 24.—Two officials and 
three other members of the Franklin 
Union Press Feeders were indicted by 
the grand jury last evening, the 
speciiic charge against them being riot. 
lt is said the indictments were found 
on the strength of affidavits made by 
men who suffered from violence during 
the press feeders’ strike. Efforts on the 
part of the jury to secure similar evi- 
dence aze tinst the officials of the Street 
Car Men's union did not prove so suc- 
cessful.

THE WILLIAMSBURG BRIDGE 


Spanning the East River. 
In every respect the Williamsburg 


bridge, spanning the East river and| 


connecting New York and Brooklyn, > 
the most remarkable “highway thi. 
the air” in the world, says the 
York Herald. The weight of the ¢<‘ 
in each of the towers is 3,048 tons. ‘T 
steel in the Brooklyn approach weig! 
6,085 tons, while that in the Manhatt: 
approach weighs 10,550 tons. The ma 
span weighs 7,772 tons, whi! 
bles and fittings weigh 5.000 
diameter of the suspension c-*  - ¢, 
side of the wires, is eighteen i 1 
quarter inches. There are 7:0 
in each cable. Each wire + 
three-sixteenths of an inch 
eter, and the length of each i ~. 
feet. 

The timber used in the construction 


of the bridge amounted to 6,500,000} 


feet. The excavating equaled 125,000 
cubic yards. Of concrete masonry 
there are 60,000 cubic yards and of 
stone masonry 130,000 cubic yards. 
The steel used amounted to 40,000 tons. 

The Manhattan anchorage rests on 
8,500 piles driven through clay to sand 
overlying rock. The Brooklyn anchor- 
age rests on natural sand. 

The foundations for the towers of 
the bridge rest on the solid rock. The 
north pier on the Manhattan side is 
fifty-six feet deep at high water, while 
the south pier is ten feet deeper, On 
the Brooklyn side the north pier is 110 
feet below high water, while the south 
pier is only 90 feet deep. 

The first wire for the construction of 
the temporary footbridge was strung 
on April 11, 1901, and the first wire for 
the permanent cable crossed on Friday, 
Noy. 29, 1901.

BEVERIDGE’S IDEA OF WORK 


| Indiana Senator’s Experience With 


a Russian Interpreter. 

When Senator Albert J. Beveridge of 
Indiana was gathering material in Rus- 
sia for his book, “The Russian Ad- 
vance,” recently published by the Har- 
pers, he had an amusing experience 
with a native interpreter. Mr. Bever- 
idge has the prime quality of the suc- 
cessful man, a capacity for bard work.

After first day’s work, from 7 a. m. to 
7 p. m., interpreter somewhat exhaust- 
ed, Mr. Beveridge fresh and hearty:

But after that day the inter- 
preter never turned up again. Later 
the senator heard that he complained 
he couldn't work with a man who 
wanted to do a year’s work in a day. 
Subsequent frequent relays of fresh in- 
terpreters enabled Mr. Beveridge to ac- 
complish his own work in his own way. 


Radium In Utah Ore.

; Store the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State to their former prosperity, 
but it is handicapped to a large extent 
by the fact that many of the men as- 
signed to the task are not fitted for the 
work. 

“The Boers are trying to make the 
best of the situation, but in many 
cases their efforts to be friendly are re- 
pulsed. On my voyage from the Cape 
to England I met several British off- 
cers, who did everything they could 
to show their contempt and dislike for 
me, I do not care for such things on 
my own account, but I think the Eng- 
lish should do all in their power to 
reconcile a conquered nation. 

“Many of the Boers never will be re- 
established in their homes, and hun- 
dreds have wandered off and have be- 
come lost. There was a plan to settle 
many of them in Chihuahua, Mexico, 
where a concession of 85,000 acres had 
been given. There are now four fam 
ilies down there. The Mexicau gov- 
ernment promised to furnish trans- 
portation to fifty, but it has not done 
so and has constantly postponed ful- 
filling its obligation. I shall go to 
Mexico soon to look after a tract of 
2,000,000 acres in the same state which 
has been offered on more favorable 
conditions, and probably a large colo- 
ny of Boers will settle there. I shall 
make my home there.”

Colombia Cannot Refer It to 
The Hague Tribunal 


REYES GETS DUE NOTICE 


New Republic a Closed Chapter 
In the History of the Nations, 
According to Opinion of Dip- 
lomats--Our Action Approved 


Washington, Dec. 28.—*Refusal by 
the United States to consent to a propo- 
sition from Colombia for a reference of 
the Panama question to The Hague 
tribunal is expected and will be fully 
approved by the European powers.” 

This statement was made last night 
by a Nuropeun ambassador of high rank 
and influence. It has already been 
made in substance, though in rather 
more diplomatic language, to General 
lteyes, the Colombian minister, who is 
expected in bis forthcoming note to the 
state department to suggest ‘rhe Hague 
tribunal as the proper place for the 
settlement of the isthmian problem. 
Whether the knowledge that the re- 
fusal of such a request, so far from 
prejudicing the Eurepean powers 
against the Washington government, 
will call forth their emphatic endorse- 
ment, will cafise Genera} Reyes to mod- 
ify his ngte is not certain. 

The ambassador quoted, in explaining 
the attitude of European powers, said: 
“Panama is a closed chapter in the 
history of the nations and The Hague 
court is not the place for settled ques- 
tions, but for pending problems, which 
are referred to it with the full ap- 
proval of all the parties interested. 
When Russia, Garmany and France 
recognized the independence of Pana- 
ma they set their seal of approval on the 
prompt action of the Washington gov- 
ernment in pledging itself to guarantee 
and maintain the independence of the 
republic it had previously recognized. 
Nations cin hardly be expected to set- 
tle questions of sovereignty or national 
honor at ‘Thts3 Hague. Moreover, in my 
opinion, it would not be within the 
province of the Washington govern- 
ment to grant such a request from Co- 
lombia. It is to Panama, not to 
Washington, that Colombia should take 
such a proposition. 

“There is, however, a question he- 
tween Colombia and Panama which 
with all propriety might be referred to 
‘Che Hague and to which reference the 
United States will scarcely offer objec- 


tion. It is the question of the assump- 
tion by Panama of a part of the Colom- 


hian debt, If General Reyes should ask 
the United States to use its good offices 
to have this matter brought before The 


The difficulty 
in making this request would be that 
Colombia thereby would recognize the 
independence of the new republie, but 
this must come sooner or later.”

Would Disintegrate the Universe. 


If kissing be abolished it will disinte- 
grate the universe.—Mrs. Cornelia Stew- 
art Robinson. 

New York believes in osculation. {t| 
admits it not only on the basis of €us- 
tom, but on the ground of ethics, It 
finds an economic excuse for the prac-! 
tice and defends it as an expression of 
good taste, always allowing for the fact 
that there are kisses and kisses, says 
the New York World. 

Agitation on the matter was precipi- 
tated by the announcement of the re- 
cent formation of the National Anti- 
kissing Society of America in Oakland, 
Cal. It has already 100 members, who 
declare themselves “of sound sense,” 
who are pledged to abjure all forms of 
the kiss, from the amatory to the per- 
functory, for the rest of their natural 
lives. 

They renounce the pleasure and grati- 
fication to be derived from the use of 
the art of osculation, commonly known 
as “kissing,” from a “heroic desire to; 
promote and preserve the health and 


| freedom of the human family general- 


ly, 

The president is K. I. Sweet and the 
secretary M. Earley. A local secretary 
will be appointed for all branches, for 
its organizers are positive that the 
world has only to learn of the evils of 
the kiss, physical and moral, to at once 
assume a muzzle or its equivalent—a 
certificate of membership in the Anti- 
kissing society. A. S. Rutherford of 
Oakland, who is the general secretary, 
explains the mission of the society as 
a “cause.” The antikissers take them- 
selves seriously. He says: 

“The practice of kissing is a menace 
not only to the morals but to the 
health of the community. Through| 
promiscuous contact of lips disease is 
spread, and the evil effects of such| 
marks of affection cannot be estimated. 
Then just think what a shield against 
temptation an antiosculation pledge! 
must be. With such an ironclad reso- 
lution as that in his pocket a man is; 
proof against the wiles of a Cleopa- 
tra.” 

It has remained for New York wom- 
en, however, to discover two aspect 
of the case that the “antis” have ap-| 
parently never considered, One is the 
relation of kissing to the whole scheme | 
of nature; the other is its effect as a 
beautifier. 

“Kissing,” said Mrs. Cornelia Stew-} 
art Robinson, the well known social 
economist, when asked to discuss the 
possibility of a New York branch, “is 
one of our oldest social amenities. 
did not come into being without rea-, 
son. It could not be killed without 
disaster. The law of psychic attrac- 
tion is the provision of Mother Nature. 
It runs through her entire plan. The! 
kiss is its highest expression. Abolish 
it and you disintegrate the universe. | 

“To treat the subject economically, | 
if it be true that the microbe is fos- 
tered by the practice of kissing its 
cessation would put many physicians 
out of business, and the pauperizing 0: | 
the medical profession would be a eet) 
ous consideration.” 

“The kiss,” said Miss Emma Fields, 
the actress, ‘more than all the cosmet- 
ics in the shops is a rejuvenator. The 
French proverb, ‘The lips which are 
often kissed never grow old,’ describes, 
the case exactly. A woman wants to 
know she is lovely and loveDle, and no 
words can convince her of that fact so 
thoroughly as a well timed kiss. It is 
her natural right.

Our moral sense cries 
j}aloud for Hans Andersen. Dumas 
leaves us cold. Our mind needs Balzac. 
| It is not enough for us that once upon 
ja time there were three princesses or 
three musketeers"who suffered or did 
some queer things. We want those 
triads to illustrate, to symbolize, to 
mean something, to corroborate or up- 
set some theory that we have formed, 
}to quicken our mind and affect our 
conduct. 

Such are the prime needs of our ma- 


turity. Comes Time, mowing away 
with his scythe our intellectual and 
moral curiosity; nor does he restore 


| to us our old imagination. He crops us 
| bare of all but experience. Things that 
|} have happened—especially, old egoists 
that we are, the things that have hap- 
pened to ourselves—are the only things 
that rouse us from our lethargy. 
“Anecdotage” is an ugly phrase. “Sec- 
ond childlsood,” less harsh, is not less 
exactly descriptive. For our last state, 
the state where narrative is absolute 
i despot, was our first state too.—Max

Awful Scenes Attend the Wreck 


of a Passenger Train 


MANY ROASTED ALIVE 


Brave Trainman Prevented a 
Second Disaster--Gang of For 


eigners Who Survived At-| 


tempted to Rob the Dead 


Connellsville, I’a., Dec. 24—With » 
terrible crash and a grainding noise, 
the Duyguesne limited, the fastest 
through pussenger train from Pittsburg 
to New York, on the Baltimore and Obio, 
ploughed into a pile of lumber at Laurel 
Run, two miles west of Dewson, at 7:45 
o'clock last evening and 63 lives were 


lost and about 30 persons were injured. 

The train jeft ittsburg, running a 
few minutes late, in charge of Engineer 
William ‘Thornley. When passing 
Laure! Run, which is a particularly 
fine piece of roadbad, the train was ruu- 
ning at a high rate of speed. Suddenly 
the passengers were thrown from their 
seats by the lightning-like application 
of the airbraxes, and a moment later 
there was a teriffic crash. 

The train was made up of two bag- 
gage, two day coaches, one sleeper and 
one dining car, and was carrying at the 
time, at the lowest estimate, 150 pas- 
sengers. The train ploughed along fer 
a considerable dstance and the cars 
Were torn to pieces, passengers jump- 
ing, screaming, and falling from the 
wreck as it tore along. Suddenly the 
engine swerved to the left and the 
coaches plunged down over the em- 
bankment to the edge of the Youghio- 
gheny river. 

The minute the cars stopped rolling 
there was a wild scene. Many were 
pinioned beneath the wreckage and 
screams and cries that rent the air were 
beyond description. Muny were in- 
jured in the mad excitement and 
plunged into the river. Others, pinioned 
beneath the heavy timbers, cried in 
agonized tones for release. 

So terrific was the force of the wreck 
that nearly every passenger suffered a 
Inoment’s unconsciousness and many of 
the ablebodied men were unable to as- 
sist in helping the injured from the 
wreck on account of having fainted. 

The dead are: Engineer Thornley, 
Division Engineer Heater, Fireman 
Thomas Cook, Jesse Hines, news agent 
on the train, and the following pas- 
sengers: Charles Lildford, John Ed- 
wards, J. W. Martin, Richard Duckett, 
Edison Goldsmith and Herbert Holmes. 

The other 53 dead are mostly foreiga- 
ers and negroes who were riding in the 
smoking car. 

The wreck was caused by the break- 
ing of the castings ona carload of 
bridge timbers, on uw west-bound freight 
train which had passed Laure] Run not 
more than 15 minutes before the ill- 
fated passenger train. The wreck oc- 
curred on a curve and it was inipossible 
for Engineer ‘Thornley to see far enough 
ahead to detect the obstruction on the 
tracks. The big Atlantic type engine 
plunged into the timbers at a velocity 
of GO miles an hour. The engine 
ploughed into the embankment and the 
baggage and express cars were thrown 
into the Youghiogheny river. ‘The 
smoker foilowed the engine and landed 
squarely on top of it. This allowed the 
escaping steam and hot water from the 
engine to fill the car. 

The smoker was packed to its ut- 
most capacity and all the passengers 
were cooked alive. Not a single pas- 
senger in this car escaped with his life 
and it is estimated that at least 40 of 
the dead were in the smoker. 

Bagyege Master Thomas J. Baum, 
who was on the wreck train, proved 
himself a hero. With his head and body 
frigitfully cut, he managed to crawl 
from the wreckage and, groping his 
way along in the darkuess, flagged the 
west-bound passenger train No. 49. He 
had nothing with which to flag the 
train except matches and these he made 
use of in Lis desperation, by taking off 
his coat and setting fire toit. He 
stopped the train just in time to pre- 
yent it from-plunging into the wreck 
and adding further horror to an already 
indescribable disaster. Baum col- 
lapsed when he saw he had succeeded in 
stopping the train and when the engine 
stopped he was lying within a few 
feet of it. 

For more than 500 feet, both the east 
and west-bound tracks are torn up. 
The engine was completely demolished 
and the big 7000-ton tank on her tender 
was thrown 100 feet ahead of the other 
wreckage. The baggage car waz 
thrown into the river, but was only 
slightly wrecked. All the cars were de- 
railed and the trucks of all except the 
diner were torn completely from under- 
neath the cars. Few people were in- 
jured in the Pullman cars and the diners 
to any great extent, although few 
escaped without at least some injury. 

The bodies of the dead had bardly 
been removed from the coaches when 
thieves began robbing the dead of 
jewelry and money. Special officers 
were deputized und the werk of the 
ghouls was stoppel. 

It is charged that the foreigners 
avbe escaped serious injury in the wreck 
immediately set about robbing their 
more unfortunate countrygen, and the 
dead as well as injured were fobbed of 
their money and other valuables. 

An operator at “Vr” tower, on the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie railroad, 
acress the Youghiogheny river, was the 
first to send word of the accident and to 
send for relief.

Can- 
non of Illinois, who presides over the 
destinies of the house of representa- 
tives, to Representative John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi, the minority 
leader, ever since Cannon, a little over 
a month ago, told Williams he would 
have to assign the Democratic mem- 
bers of the house to the vacant minori- 
ty places on the house committees, 
says Leroy T. Vernon, the Washington 
correspondent of the Chicago News. It 
may be said also that this is the mode 
of greeting from the new speaker to 
every member of the house who enters 
the speaker’s room and is more hearty, 
more cordial and more welcome to the 
membership than anything that has 
been heard in the speaker's room in a 
good many generations of speakers. 
“We used to go by the door of the 
speaker’s room ready to run in either 
direction,” said a member of the house 
as he was about to enter the room the 
| other day. “Now we never go by with- 
out stopping in to see Uncle Joe.” This 
| is true of Republicans and Democrats 
alike, 

When “the boys come in” it is to find 
Cannon with his feet up on his desk 
and a cigar in is mouth. Only upon 
extraordinary occasions “oes he arise 
from his seat to shake hands with his 
visitors. He rarely sits behind his desk, 
but prefers to sit alongside of it, with 
his chair pulled over close to the sofas 
or chairs along the wall where he can 
get close “to the boys” and at the same 
time keep his feet on top of his desk. 
Then he and the boys proceed to have 
a “that reminds me” talk, and Uncle 
Joe is second to none in story telling in 
the house, although John Sharp Wil- 
liams is a close second. 

The other day a member of the house 
stood outside the speaker’s door for 
half an hour waiting for Williams to 
come out. Men came and went, but 
Williams failed to appear, and the con- 
gressman came to the conclusion that 
Cannon and Williams must be having 
an extraordinary session over the com- 
mittee assignments. Finally he asked a 
man who left the speaker’s room what 
they were doing in there, and he was 
informed that “Cannon and Williams 
are having one of their story telling 
matches.” 

It is this democratic method of treat- 
ing the men he has to do business with 
that makes Speaker Cannon the natu- 
ral and real leader of the lower house 
of congress. The senatorial combine 
which used “to deliver” the votes of 
the house on any proposition is a thing 
of the past, and Uncle Joe has set 
about to make the bouse once more a 
power in the land. In this he has the 
backing of an emancipated member- 
ship who wiil follow his lead wherever 
he may go without a question. “Joe is 
as good 2 Democrat as he is a Repub- 
lican,” said a Democratic member the 
other day. And it may be added here 
that some of the Republican leaders 
think he is a better Democrat than a 
Republican, for he has consistently giv- 
en the Democrats the best of decisions 
| by the chair since the convening of the 
extra session. They recognize his just- 

ness at all times and realize his lean- 
‘ing toward “the under dog” when the 
points for and against are even. 

When the session first opened Speak- 
er Cannon was entertaining some mem- 
| bers in his room when his messenger, 
| Henry Neal, a colored man who has 
| served seven generations of speakers 
| 


in the same room, came in. 
| “What shall I bring you for lunch, 
| Mr. Speaker?’ asked Neal. 

“Pm a bit hungrier than usual today, 
| Neal, and I think you may bring me 
‘something. Neal, do you know what ! 
ike better than anything else when I 
| am real hungry at lunch time?” 

Visions came back to Neal of the 
enormous midday meals Speaker Hen- 
derson used to put away when the 
house had adjourned or taken a recess, 
and he replied: 

‘I think a nice order of chicken, 
with”— 

“Hold on there. You are not buying 
for a hotel, but for Joe Cannon,” said 
the speaker. “You go downstairs and 
get me a baked apple.” 

Neal got the apple and has not yet 
recovered from his surprise. 

It might be added that Speaker Can- 
non partakes of luncheons with rare 
frequency, preferring to satisfy his ap- 
petite with a hearty breakfast and a 
heartier dinner. After the latter meal 
he is likely to put on his soft slouch hat 

| and go out for an hour or two, rain or 
shine. He never carries an umbrella 
unless the rain is a downpour, but rolls 
up his trousers and turns up his coat 
collar and pulls down his hat, rams his 
hands in the side pockets of his over- 
coat and, with a cigar in his mouth. 
takes a little turn downtown to see 
how “the boys are getting along.”

SOLAR MOTION. 


The Little We Know About Where 
the Sun Is Going. 

Can we find out anything about the 
motions of our solar system? The old 
astronomer, before the invention of 
spectroscopic methods, could attack 
the problem only by a consideration of 
certain stellar motions. It bas been 
found that these motions are not alto- 
gether casual in character, as we 
should expect, but there is a tendency 
to a grouping of the motions—an ar- 
rangement other than fortuitous. It 
appears that the individual! stars form- 
ing the so called constellations on the 
sky are slowly closing up hear a cer- 
tain point of the heavens and as slow- 
ly opening out near a point diametric- 
ally opposite. This is<«just what we 
should expect i* the solar system is ap- 
proaching the point where the stars 
are opening out. The phenomenon has 
been compared to what we see when & 
regiment of soldiers marches toward 
us. At first there is visible a confused 
mass of men only, but as distance di- 
minishes the ranks open out until each 
individual becomes at last plainly visi- 
ble. 

In this way it has been possible to de- 
termine approximately the position on 
the sky of the “apex” of solar motion, 
or that point toward which our solar 
system is at present traveling. It is in 
the constellation Hercules. We are 
obliged to assume that our path is for 
the moment a straight line. But we 
mean that “moment” which began 
when James Bradley commenced the 
first star catalogue of modern precision, 
about 1750, and which will end long 
after present generations of men have 
passed away. So mighty is the orbit 
in question that many centuries must 
come and go as moments before we can 
hope to detect the orbit’s curvature, 

We are like travelers in the famous 
“corkscrew” tunnel of the St. Gothard 
railway. Trains enter on a low level 
and after going around a huge curve 
cut in the mountain emerge from the 
tunnel again on a higher level and ata 
point almost directly above the en- 
trance. Passengers while in the dark 
tunnel often amuse themselves by, 
watching the needle of a pocket com- 
pass, which makes a complete revolu- 
tion during the passage. But without 
the compass they could not know wheth- 
er the train was moving on a straight 
or curved track, and so we passengers 
of the solar system, too, cannot know 
by observation whether our great cos- 
mic track is straight or curved until, 
like the compass, the astronomer’s in- 
struments shall tell us the truth.—Har- 
old Jacoby, Ph. D., in Harper’s Week!~-

The Soldier's Idle Time, 

Military life is necessarily made up 
largely of loafing. You cannot keep a 
man continuously at drilling, marching 
or any other branch of military train- 
ing for eight hours a day and five or 
six days a week. You have to invent a 
great many other jobs for him, even to 
make a pretense of keeping him occu- 
pied. But these jobs are nearly all 
“loafing” jobs, and when it is all dcne 
the soldier has a great many more idle 
hours on his hands per diem than any 
other man in the same rank of life. I 
do not know whether it is possible to 
arrive at any remedy for this, but, if 
it is, the direction in which I should 
look for the remedy would be to make 
every soldier work at some other trade 
for a certain number of hours each 
day. The number of hours might be 
shorter in the summer, when there is 
more opportunity for training and mili- 
tary exercise, and longer in the winter. 
If this were practicable, no doubt it 
would make an enormous difference to 
the value of the soldier as a citizen 
when he leaves the ranks.—London 
Truth.

A writer in the Scientific American 
says: “I witnessed a pair of catbirds 
making a bold defense against a black 
snake bent on devouring the contents 
of their nests. At first the snake was 
inclined to disregard the distressed 
birds as they fought to drive it away, 
but the blows of their wings and bills 
became so annoying that the thief had 
to seek refuge in flight. On reaching 
the roots of the tree, from which the 
river had washed the dirt, the snake 
started to climb, only to be driven be- 
neath them and then out to an old 
stump, under which the baffled and 
beaten reptile took refuge.” ¢

HRISTMAS was never celebrat:| 
ed to any great extent-in the 
south back in the good old 
days “befoh de wah.” New) 

Year's day took its place among the} 
masters, and the prolonged, rollicking 
“co’n shuckin’” supplied the slaves of 
Kentucky and Missouri especially with 
all the jollity they desired. It was td 
institution peeuliar to the south, pecul- 
iar not in being confined to those sec- 
tions, but peculiar in the manner in 
which it was conducted, for husking 
bees have been known in New England 
since the mind of man remembers and 
Indian corn has been gathered. 

When a “co’n shuckin’” was decid- 
ed upon notices were sent out to the 
slaves of all adjoining plantations stat- 
ing that on a certain night Judge 8. 
or Squire B. would give a corn shuck- | 
ing of so many thousand bushels and | 
that all colored people, male and fe-}| 
ale, were invited to attend. Great 
preparations were made by “ole mas- 
sa” and “ole missus” for this event, 
for, while they expected a good night's 
work in the shape of wagon loads of, 
yellow corn, pleasure was to be the} 
main part of the programme. 

Supper was always provided on a} 
large scale and generally consisted of 
two or three roasted pigs, turkeys and 
chickens, with side dishes of vege- | 
tables, in equal proportion. Bushels 
of sweet potatoes were baked, boiled 
and fried, and hundreds of rich, golden 
pumpkin pies were turned out of the

brown. 

A band of musicians was engaged, | 
for no “co’n shuckin’” would be com- | 
plete without it. On those nights ne- 
groes worked not happily save to the 
twanging of the banjo and wailing of 
the fiddle. 

A corn shucking always lasted three 
nights continuously on one plantation, | 
and then the negroes moved on to the 
next, where three more were devoted 


their first duty was to select two of 
the brawniest negroes in the company, 
who, when called out, with much pride 
at their distinction, indulged in a good 
humored contest of strength, which 
was known as “rasslin’ fo’ de capt’in.” 
The victor became the master of cere- 
monies, and upon him devolved the 
duty of seeing that no one shirked in 
work or entertainment. 

The matter of the captaincy being 
decided, the “twelve wise men” chose 
four big fellows, who formed a “pack 


| saddle” by crossing their hands and the 


captain was elevated upon it and car- 
ried half a dozen times around the 
heaps of corn, while the darkies sang 
this melody or something akin to it: 
When our days am done 
Don't we darkies hab a time? 


When our days am done 
Don't we darks s cut a shine? 


Back to our cabin we will go, 
Back in the early mo'n, 

But we'll be here in de eb'nin’ 
To do de shuckin’ ob de co’n. 

Then the corn shucking proper be- 
gan. Stacks of fue] had been placed 
at intervals of a few yards near the 
corn, and after they had been lighted, 
under the supervision of the “twelve 
wise men,” the fun began. As the corn 
was husked it was thrown into piles 
and would be hauled away in the 
morning. Twelve workers were se- 
lected for each heap of unhusked corn, 
and, as back in New England, the red 
ear was eagerly sought for, but with 
a different purpose. When a man got 
it he shied it at a big nigger’s head, 
and if he hit the mark the unfortunate 
darky woul@ not “marry for ten 
yeas.” If by shrewd dodging he miss- 
ed it his happiness would be crowned 
within the year. If a dusky belle se- 
cured a red ear she had the option of 
choosing a sweetheart from any of the 
darkies around the corn pile.—Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.

The Perfect Hand. 

Interviewed on the question of. what 
the perfect hand should be like, Mr. 
Frederick Penberthy had some interest- 
ing information and quickly destroyed 
the popular belief that it is the small- 
est hand that is the ideal one. Appar- 
ently the ideal size is that which a six 
and a quarter glove will fit, and Mr. 
Penberthy thinks that a well shaped 
hand in this size looks as elegant as it 
is possible to look. The ideal hand 
must be fairly fleshy, with tapering 
fingers, and such a hand as this will 
show off a glove to the best advantage, 
filling out every part of it so that there 
is not a crease or a line to be seen.

The Instinct of Hospitality.

On the other hand, if lessons do not be- 
gin early, how are their fingers to at- 
tain the needful agility and how are 
they to find the time for practicing? 
Children have retentive memories, and 
learning by heart becomes easy if the 
habit is formed in youth. Og the other 
hand, long bLours of continuous practice 
are excessively bad for children and 
even for older persons. If the practice 
is limited to a quarter of an hour, with 
a long rest before the next practice be- 
gins, a good deal can be accomplished 
without risk to the young musician. 


The Family Finances. 

The wage earner has only himself to 
blame if he gives his wife no idea of 
how the family finances stand, but al- 
lows her to run bills for him to pay 
more or less gramblingly. The major- 
ity of women, given a certain definite 
amount to expend, soon learn to make 
it go much farther than a man. A man 
hates to be bothered with details. While 
the American woman has not yet equal- 
ed the French housewife in guarding 
against the smallest household leaks 
and stretching the income so as to 
make every penny count, she is grad- 
ually working up to it and in time will 
doubtless be able to give points to the 
housewives of other nations.

Morning.’’ 

Each ship will be of 16,000 tons dis- 
placement. This, to the average lands- 
map, does not seem so very great in 
these days of modern ocean giants. But 
if he will stop to consider that at the 
time of our war with Spain the famous 
Oregon was one of the finest battleships 
in the navy and that the Texas proved 
she could fight like mad despite the 
evil influences of the ‘‘hoodoo’’ which 
was popularly supposed to be attached 
to that vessel, and that this New Jer- 
sey is equal in tonnage to the Oregon 
and the Texas combined, he will get a 
faint idea of the rapid strides that have 
been made in the nayal architecture of 
our country within the space of five 
years. 

When the ‘‘white squadron’’ of our 
new navy was showing itself off around 
the globe one of the finest boats in that 
fleet was the Yorktown, in which 
‘*Fighting Bob’’ Evans went dowa to 
Chile todemand reparation for the kill- 
ing of sailors of the USS Baltimore. 
The New Jersey’s coal carrying capacity 
is as great as the entire weight of the 
Yorktown when that boat was ready for 
action, 1900 tons. 

A few years ago a 19-knot cruiser 
was considered a flyer, but this monster 
battleship, to be launched March 17, 
will be required on her trial trip to 
maintain that speed before the govern- 
ment will accept her. 

The New Jersey will be 435 feet long 
and will cost $3,405,000.

When these plans are received at 
the works they are given to the tracers 
and many duplicate copies are made 
for the use of the various yard depart- 
ments and government officers who are 
detailed as inspectors. 

The keel of the New Jersey was laid 
@ year ago last summer, and her prog- 
ress, so far; according to the nayal re- 
ports, has been satisfactory and slightly 
ahead of boats in some other yards 
which had their keels laid about the 
same time, By getting the New Jersey 
off the ways first, the company will be 
able to give its undivided attention to

The fire 
spread to other buildings, which suf- 
fered extensively.

Severe Storm Followed Unusu- 
ally Mild Weather 


STEAMER KIOWA IS SUNK 


Dredger Founders In Boston 
Harbor and Three «? Her Force 
Perish--Number of Fishermen 

| Narrowly Escape Death 


Boston, Dec. “8.—After one of the 
mildest Christ-aas seasons for many 
years-a wiid wiuter’s storm broke over 
New England and as usual was ac- 
countable for a number of marine 
disasters. One of the wrecks, that of 
a dredger which sunk within six miles 
of the wharves of boston, resulted in 
the loss of three men, but in the case 
of the large steamer Kiowa, which was 
sunk by the steamer Admiral Dewey, 
and the little barge J. W. McKay at 
Watch Hill, R. 1., everybody on board 
was rescued. A number of little fisher- 
men at Newport were caught off shore, 
but all managed to reach port, although 
several men were severely frostbitten. 

Sloop Carrie Tyler of Provincetown 
ran ashore at South ‘Truro and is full 
of water. 

One of the crew of the fishing schoon- 
er Appamattox made landing at 
Brewster and two were saved by the 
men of the sloop Pearl out on Cape 
God bay. Itis reported that four 
others of that schooner’s crew went 
astray during the atorm. 

Four men of the Gloucester schooner 
Caviare, who were thought to have 
been lost, were rescued out in the bay 
by the Provincetown sloop Bessie. 

Two of the Provincetown gasolene 
dory flect were driven to Wellfleet, and 
two men of the fleet rode out the gale 
far south of Wood End, when their 
plight was seen and they were rescued 
by the crew of the Wood End life sav- 
ing station. They had suffered ter- 
ribly from the biting cold while pros- 
trate for shelter under a piece of canvas 
in the bow of their rearing dory. 

The harbor dredger General Poe, one 
of the largest dredging machines in 
Massachusetts bay, foundered in Broad 
sound. The drowned were George W. 
Yoombs, United States inspector; Wil- 
liam O'Neil, and T. Jones. Thedredger 
now lies in the middle of the channel 
and is a serious menace to navigation. 
None of the bodies of the men have 
been recovered. On board the dredger 
was a crew of 17 men, Jobn Corrigan 
and George W. Coombs, United States 
inspectors. When nearing President 
roads a tremendous sea struck the 
dredger, flooding the decks. Imme- 
diately the bow began to sink below 
the surface of the water. ‘The crew 
hastily fied to the scow and a dozen of 
them succeeded in getting aboard. 
Three or four were thrown into the 
water and were rescued by those on 
the scow. 


The Wreck of the Kiowa 

Hull, Mass., Dec. 28 --No arrangement 
has yet been made toward raising the 
steamer hiowa, which was sunk below 
Boston light in a thick snowstorm by 
the fruiter Admiral Dewey. ‘The ves- 
sel lies on an even keel with her masts 
and the top of her smokestack project- 
ing above the water. Her decks are 
covered by 11 feet of water at low tide. 
The steamer will remain in her present 
position for some weeks, if, in fact, 
she is ever brought to the surface. The 
merchandise in the Kiowa at the time 
of the disaster was valued at $165,000. 


Brave Men Safely Returned 

Cohasset, Mass., Dec. 28.—Great 
alarm was felt during Saturday night 
for the safety of the volunteer crew, 
headed by Captain James, who rowed 
out to the endangered schooner Allen 
H. Jones, but the volunteers returned 
safely Sunday. They bad spent the 
night on board the schooner. After the 
volunteers had left her the Jones pro- 
ceeded to her destination. The schoon- 
er had bad a perilous experienee, hav- 
ing dragged-her anchors in the storm.

Twenty-Two Persons Killed In 
Michigan Railroad Wreck 


MANY FATALLY INJURED 


-_.. 


Crash of Passenger Trains After 
Danger Signal Light Had Been 
Extinguished During Blizzard 
--Engines and Cars In a Heap 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 28The 
death list resulting froin the head-on 
collision between two Pera Marquette 
railroad passenger trains near East 
Paris Saturday night stands at 22, with 
88 persons injured, several of them 
probably fatally. 

Instead of being eaused by man's 
carelessness or mistake, the wreck is 
charged to the Ligh wind which ex- 
tinguished the red signal light in the 
order bord at McCord’s siation, where 
a west-bouud train was expected to 
stop aud to receive new orders. TTwo 
minutes beiore the train rushed bry Me- 
Cord’s the light was buriing, says the 


i 
Oo] there, but in 
| 


that brief in- 
terval the blizzard that was raging 
extinguished it and train No. 5 ran 


by the station te crash into east-bound 
train No.6. The trains, which were two 
of the finest on the system, were re- 
duced to a promiscuous pile of broken 
and twisted timber and metal, with dead 
and injured pinned down and crushed 
by the fragments of the heavy ears. 
five cars and two large locomotives 
were jammed into a space ordinarily 
occupied by three coaches and the 
wreckage was strewn across the rail- 
road right of way from fence to fenee. 

When traia No. 5 whizzed by Me- 
Cord’s instead of stepping the fright- 
ened operator notified the dispatcher, 
then found that his red light had been 
extinguished. He reported the fact and 
then there was but one action to take. 

The dispatcher’s office called for med- 
ical aid and gave orders to hold the 
{rain over the Saginaw branch at che 
depot and get the wrecking outfit un- 
der steain. They then waited for the 
word they kuew must come. 

There was no chance of the fast run- 
ning trains to see each other through 
the driving blizzard in time to even 
slow down and in « few minutes word 
came from the conductor of No. 5 that 
they had crashed together and there 
Was an awrtu! loss of life. 

The west-bound engine drove through 
No. 6’s engine like a wedge, separat- 
ing the gear from the boiler and stand- 
ing the latter on end. The running 
gear was crumpled up like so much 
twine. Great cast steel side rods bent 
into many shapes, and even the steel 
tires of the hig driving wheels split and 
sprung from the wheels. The boiler of 
No. 6's engine turned over several 
times and the very force of the twist- 
ing impact seems to have been the 
means of saving the life of Mngineer 
Waterman. He was fiung 49 feet over 
the fence at the edge of the richt of 
way. Moon, his fireman, was sitting 
on the opposite side of the cab, and he, 
too, ‘was thrown clear of the pile of 
wreckage. 

As the trains came together the 
steamer domes of ench boiler blew off, 
releasing their contents, else there 
would have been added horrors from the 
blistering steam. No. 6, east-bound, 
was composed of a mail and baggage 
ear, combination stacker, buffet parlor 
ear, day coach and diner. ‘The baggage 
couch, caught between the engine and 
heavy train, crumpled up like paste- 
board, only the reof remaining par- 
tially unbroken. The big blind mail 
ear, heavily bulkheaded, took the brunt 
of the blow, but withstood the crash 
and communicated it to the smoker next 
iu the rear. The smoker was swept 
clean as the mail car telescoped its en- 
tire length and turned over. The 
smoker in turn crashed several feet 
into the parlor car and it was at the 
rear end of the smoker and forward 
end of the cafe car, where all the pas- 
sengers were killed and injured. 

The west-bound flyer, with its heavy 
bulkheaded cars, stayed on the rails, 
back of the baggage and mail cars, and 
the passengers in this train escaped 
serious injury. As one nian, they 
rusbed from the train to assist the less 
fortunate ones on the train from this 
city. Many stripped warm oyercoats 
from their backs and covered the suffer- 
ing injured as they were borne to the 
less. shattered cars of No. 5 into the 
remains of the parlor car of No. 6G. 
Nearby farmers, hearing the crash, 
turned out with blankets and did-vatiant 
service. 

According to statements made by of- 
ficials of the Pere Marquette the west- 
bound train was traveling down grade 
at the rate of 60 miles an honr. The 
east-bound train was climbing the hil! 
at a speed of 40 miles an hour. The 
former carried probably 75 passengers, 
while the latter is believed to have 
been carrying at least 125 persons. 

The two trains collided at about the 
middle of a jong, sweeping curve, three- 
quarters ofa inile west of East Paris. 
On the inner side of the curve is a 
high embankment, preventing a view 
of the track ahead. When the engines 
met one turned completely over and lay 
headed in a directiom opposite to that 
in which it had been traveling. The 
other climbed the wreckage of the first, 
its boiler torn from the trucks, stand- 
ing erect in the centre of the debris. 

One strange feature of the disaster 
was that Ralph F. Gay, brakeman of 
the west-bonnd train, is a son of Mark 
Cc. Gay, brakeman on the east-bound 
train. Both were severely injured. 


Boston Police Make Fifty-Nine 
Arrests In Lodging Houses 
Boston, Dec. 28.—Following out the 

policy inaugurated, g week ago to rid 

the city of suspicious persons and 
vagrants the entire detective depart- 
ment early on Sunday made a second 
series of rafds on cheap todging houses. 

AS a result 59 alleged vagrants and 

suspicious characters were locked up in 

the city prison. A week ago yesterday 

52 arrests were made, 

Every lodging house in the west and 
south ends of the city where applicants 
can secure beds for 10 cents was visited 
yesterday. The raids in the West End 
Were under the personal supervision of 
Chief Inspeetor Watts, while Captain 
Dugan managed affairs in the South 
End. 

Chief Inspector Watts stated after 
the raids that none of the men ar- 
rested a week ago were among thos2 
captured in the second raid. The men 
arrested will be subjected to a rigid 
examination and esch will be ploto- 
graphed and his Bertillon measure- 
nents taken. Those who are not 
wanted by the police for any specific 
offense will be ordered to leave the city. 

The present crusade against sus- 
Picious claracters has been prompted 
by the numerolus robberies, assaults and 
burglaries that haye occurred with 
great frequency during the past few 
weeks, 

Man and Woman Burned 

Warren, hk, I., Dec. 28.—By an ex- 
plosion of a gas tank in the basement 
of a two-story boarding house owned 
and occupied by Max Iloule, two per- 
sons were severely burned and _ the 
foundations and lower wails of the 
building were greatly weakened. 
Those injured are Alice York and 
Joseph Gerard. Both are badly burned. 
Gerard and Miss York were in the 
basement, where the former was mak- 
ing repairs to the gas tank, when it ex- 
ploded. 


Harris Declines Presidency 

Boston, Dec. 28.—Word has heen re- 
ceived from Port Deposit, Md., that 
Dr. Abram W. Harris of that place has 
decided not to accept the presidenc y of 
the Boston university if it was offered 
him, but that he intends to remain in 
his present position as director of Jacob 
Tome institute. The statement is made 
in the same communication that he 
Was surprised when he received the no- 
tice of Lis nomination. 


Accidentally Killed Himself 

Boston, Dec. 28.—Charles Silva had 
been shooting birds on the marshes be- 
tween East Boston and Winthrop and 
was on his way to his home when, in 
climbing over a neighbor's fence, his 
shotgun was caught ina picket and 
dischargel. A heavy load of birdshot 
entered his right thigh, opening an 
artery. Efforts to save his life at the 
hospital fuiled. Silva leaves a wifeand 
two children. 


Declared to Be Insane 

Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 28.—According 
to the report of Superintendent Hutch- 
inson of the state insaneasylum Bar- 
tholomew Croto, charged with the mur- 
der of Peter Vorren, who had heen un- 
der observation at the asylum, is insane.

~ ANTE-WAR SCENES 


Remarkable Activity at League 
Island Navy Yard 
* Philadelphia, Dec. 28.—The Sabbath 
stillness at the League Island navy yard 
was broken by the hurried fitting out 
of the cruiser Dixie for her trip to 
Colon, and the vessel lies in the Dela- 
ware river ready to sail. The activity 
at the yard resembled the busy 
scenes there previous to the Spanish- 
American war. Brigadier General 
Elliott, commanding the marine corps, 
who is going to the isthmus on the Dixie, 
has arrived. ~fhree companies of ma- 
rines, one from Boston, and the others 
from Washington, hav. also arrived. 


They were marched to the barracks,” 


and later were sent on board the 
cruiser. 

Altogether the Dixie will take south 
600 marines, who will be under the com- 
mand of Lieutanant Colonel Waller. 
The work of loading the cruiser con- 
tinued until midnight Saturday and 
was completed Sunday afternoon. The 
quantity and character of her cargo in- 
dicate that the government expects a 
long campaign at Panama. Her holds 
and decks are crowded to the limit with 
stores.

The Times’ Pekin correspondent, dis- 
cussing how China will meet the situa- 
tion in the event of 2 war between Rus- 
sia and Japan, says that China will 
not voluntarily take up arms, but says 
it is possible that Russia may want 
only to attack China and quotes the re- 
mark of Paul Lessar, Russian minister 
to China, answering the query on what 
pretext Russia could advance on V’ekin, 
China's sole desire being to maintain 
an inflexible neutrality. M. Lessar 
simply replied: ‘Ibey will pull their 
tail until they bite.” 

The correspondent thinks that Great 
Britain fails to appreciate the signifi- 
cance of the present situation and adds 
that the Japanese preparations, in con- 
trast with the policy of Great Britain, 
are more complete, thorough and de- 
tailed than the world probably has ever 
seen. One victory would give an im- 
mense prestige in Pekin and might 
influence China to assist Japan and 
bring the Russo-French alliance into 
operation. 

The Times’ correspondent goes on to 
say that Mr. Uchida, the Japanese min- 
ister ut Pekin, deserves the greatest 
credit for having checked China from 
cominitting nerself by agreement with 
Russia regarding Manchuria. 


Diplomats Fear War 

Pekin, Dec. 28.—The opinion enter- 
tained by the best informed diplomats 
in Pekin thut war between Russia and 
Japan is prolable and almost in- 
evitable reniains unchanged. Nothing 
has been received here to corroborate 
special dispatches from Tokio which 
said that the Japanese government was 
adopting an imperative tone in pressing 
for a speedy reply to its lust note. 

Official communications received here 
from high sources sey that the Japan- 
ese war party is gaining in strength and 
is bringing all its influence to bear up- 
on the government. 

The Chinese board of war has cre- 
ated the viceroys to furnish full in- 
formation as to the numbers of for- 
eign-trained troops available for active 
service. The viceroys of three of the 
central provinces, in response, have re- 
ported that 90,000 such troops are in 
readiness. This is unquestionably a re- 
Inarkable exaggeration, as the great 
inajority of foreign-trained troops exist 
only on paper. 

The dowager empress has issued an 
edict, at the request of Prince Ching, 
appointing several unknown and prob- 
ably inexperienced officials as heads of 
army departments. One such has been 
appointed director of training, another 
has been given command of the depart- 
ment of instcuctica, while a third has 


, been put in charge of the department

Both Receive Sentences in the 


Superior Court. 


The superior court at Dedbam Mon- 
day imposed sentences apon David 
Craig aod John Lewis. 

Craig is the young fellow who secured 
$450 from the Quincy Real Estate Trust 
by means of a check made payable to 
another man by the same name. The 
court sentenced him to six months in 
thehouse of currection. 

Lewis is the negro who entered 
Dolan’s waiting room at Atlantic one 
evening last month and at the pvint of 
a revolver robbed him. Lewis was 
captured after an exciting chase through 
Atlantic. The court sentenced Lewis 
to the Massachusetts reformatory. 

Valentine Balcom was fined $30 for 
engaging in a riotous assembly at Quin- 
cy, July 26. He was one of the gang 
that got into the fight with the Hiber- 
nians at a clambake at Quinty woods. 

James J. McDonough of Braintree 
was fined $50 and sentenced to two 
months in the house of correction for 
keeping a liquor nuisance at Braintree. 

The jury in the case of Emidio 
DiLucci, charged with murder in the 
second degree for killing of Domenico 
Mangini in Stoughten July 1, returned 
a verdict of not guilty after being outa 
little more than two hours, Mangini 
was shot while a number of Italians 
were around DiLucci’s wagon. The 
government claimed the shot was fired 
while DiLucci was in a rage, and the 
defence maintained the shot was fired 
in self defence after Mangini had fired 
at DiLucci. The defendant DiLucci 
was represented by John W. Mc- 
Anarney Esq., of Quincy. 

It is expected that Constant Krobeck 
who was found guilty of murder of 
Fred Peterson in the second degree at 
Quincy last March will be sentenced 
today.

CALL ON THE GOVERNOR 


Colombians Showed No Hostility, 
but Were Glad When Cruiser 


Olympia Took Her Departure 
—Sples Watched For Disloyalty 


Colon, Dec. 29.—Admiral Coghilan’s 
flagship, the cruiser Olympia, arrived 
here from Cartagena, bringing A. M. 
Beaupre, United States minister to 
Colombia, aud his wife. They arrived 
at Cartagena from Bogota last Satur- 


day and boarded the Olympia on her 
arrival Sunday afternoon. The Olym- 
pia immediately sailed for Colon. 
Beaupre will sail for New York on the 
steamer Yucatan today. 

The receptioa of the Olympia at 
Cartagena was friendly. The Olympia 
sailed for Cartagena alone at daybreak 
last Saturday and arrived off the Boca 
Chicha entrance te the big lagoon on 
which Cartagena is situated early Sun- 
day morning. As the Olympia ran in 
toward the entrance she descried the 
Colombian cruiser Cartagena four miles 
distant, making every effort to reach 
the entrance and to pass into the la- 
goon ahead of the Olympia, which she 
succeeded in doing. 

The Olympia steamed slowly to the 
tortuous entrance between two old 
Spanish forts, which were apparently 
deserted, and found that the Colombian 
cruiser had taken up a position a short 
distance inside, but commanding the 
entrance. It was learned subsequently 
that the Cartagena had grounded there 
and that lats: she was towed into port. 
The Olympia passed the Colombian 
warship and proceeded to Cartagena, 
which is eight miles from the entrance. 

Anchoriag about a mile from the 
town, the Olympia hoisted the Colom- 
bian flag and fired a salute of 21 guns. 
The Colombian battery at the edge of 
the town returned the salute. 

Admiral Coghlan then sent a boat 
ashore to commuuicate with United 
States Consul Orr, but it was learned 
that Orr bad left Cartagena about a 
fortnight ago for Barrangailla. The 
British vice consul at Cartagena, who 
is very ill and hardly expected to live, 
had undertaken to look after the United 
States’ interests pending the arrival of 
Orr’s successor. 

In the afternoon Admiral Coghlan, 
accompanied by Captain Colby, paid an 
official visit to Jose Insignares, the gov- 
ernor of Bolivar. A big crowd gathered 
at the docks to meet Coghlan and Colby 
and it silently followed the carriage 
containing the officers through the 
streets to the palace, where another big 
crowd had assembled. 

Insignares, surrounded by a large 
number of secretaries and aides, re- 
ceived Coghlan in the large salon of 
the palace, to which the populace was 
admitted. The latter. however, were 
separated from the dignitaries by a 
railing. Ooghlan and Insignares ex- 
changed the regulation formulities, the 
crowd listening attentively. The gov- 
ernor said he would return the visit 
immediately, whereupon Coghlan and 
his party returned to the Olympia. 

The officers were in no way molested 
or annoyed by the-crowd which fol- 
lowed them closely all the time. 
Neither by words nor looks did the 
populace display any hostility. The 
Colombian battery fired a rear admiral’s 
salute as Coghlan put off for the 
Olympia, 

Insignares, accompanied by a numer- 
ous retinue, later boarded the Olympia 
for the retura visit and remained for 
15 minutes. When the governor and 
his retinue were disembarking the 
Olympia fired u governor's salute ot 
17 guns and .mme“lately thereafter 
hoisted anchor aud steamed ont of the 
lagcon, 

While Admiral Coghlan and other 
Americans were treated civilly and 
counteously and while thelr yisit was 
not marked by the slightest unpleasant 
or untoward incident, it was evident 
that the authorities at Cartagena were 
not pleased with the arrival of the 
Olympla and were very glad when she 
took her departure. Admiral Coghlan 
was careful to leave at the earliest pos- 
sble moment, evidently remembering 
the absolute loyalty of the department 
of Bolivar to the Bogota government. 

It is suspected that the Bogota gov- 
ernment had spies in Cartagena who 
were carefully watching for any ov!i- 
dence of disloyalty, since the Carta- 
gena authorities evidently desired to 
avoid all unnecessary friendliness with 
the Americans. Iusignares kept him- 
self surrounded by his staff of secre- 
taries during his interviews with 
Coghlan, in order, no doubt, to have 
Witnesses to prove that he was no 
more friendly than the circumstances 
required.

Lynching Narrowly Averted 

Council Bluffs, Ia., Dec. 29.—A mob 
of 1000 men and boys surrounded tbe 
county jail at midnight and battered in 
the doors in an attempt to lynch two 
negroes, George Williams and Neely 
Zimmerman, charged with assaulting 
two white women. The mayor and all 
the policemen of the city were unable to 
dissunde the rioters from their attnck 
on the jail. Congressmau Smith ar- 
rived as the mob was crushing in the 
front door of the jail. Smith secured 
the attention of George Sanders, hus- 
band of one of the assaulted women, 
and urged him to go home and let the 
law take its course, Sanders complied 
with the request. Smith then urged 
the members of the moh to disperse, 
telling them that Sarders had already 
gone. This had the desired effect and 
the mob dispersed.

~ FIRED BUT ONE SHOT 


_John Eardley Takes the Life of 
His Mother-In-Law 

Bridgeport, Conn., Dec. 29.—Filled 
with rage because be believed that his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Elizabeth Law- 
rence, had induced Lis wife to separate 
from him, Joseph Eardley, a plush 
weaver, forced his way into Mrs. Law- 
rence’s home and shot her in the 
temple. She died without having re 
gained consciousness. Eardley had 
visited the Lawrence home and inquired 
for his wife, Upon finding that she was 
not in the honse he departed. Mrs. 
Lawrence later saw him approaching 
the door with a revolver in bis Land. 
She called to her son, Norman, aged 
25, who was in bed, dying from con- 
sumption. ‘he young man attempted 
to come to the assistance of his mother, 
who braced herself against the door, 
but his strength failed and Eardley, 
forcing the door, threw Lim to the 
floor. Mrs. Lawrence rane from the 
room, but Eardley fired a single shot, 
which entered her teniple. Eardley 
then walked from the house toa nearby 
salcon, where he ¥ as arrested. 

Eardley is 32 years of age, while his 
victim was 52. Mrs. Lawrence was the 
wife of Joho Lawrerce, also a plush 
weaver. Eardley was married to Mrs. 
Lawrence's daughter about four years 
ago. Since their marriage they have 
lived at the home of Mrs. Eardley’s 
parents, until five weeks ago, when it 
is said that on account of his in- 
temperate habits Mrs. Lawrence or- 
dered Eardley from her house. Since 
that time, it is said, Eardley has fre- 
quently, while intoxicated, threatened 
to kill his wife. 

When these threats reached the ears 
of his wife, she went to the police 
station and asked for a warrant for 
Eardley’s arrest, and the woman was 
on this errand when Eardley killed her 
mother. 


Wants Conservator For Sister 
New Haven, Dec. 2%.—-Application 
was made in the probate court here for 
the appointment of a conservator over 
Miss Emnia J. Judd, aged 42, who has 
been living at a local hotel since Oct. 
15. She is the daughter of the late H. 
L, Judd and received $100,000 by her 
father’s will. The applicant is her 
brother. The petition is to the effect that 
strangers are unduly iptluencing Miss 
Judd in control of her estate and that 
she is mentally incapable of caring for 
her own interests.

Boston, Dec. 29.—The Weston aque- 
duct, with a capacity of 300,000,000 
gallons of water a day, was formally 
opened by the Metropoltan water and 
sewerage board today. The completion 
of the Weston aqueduct gives three 
great water courses for the main arteries 
of the Yetropolitan system, the other 
two being the Cochituate and the Sud- 
bury aqueducts. The latter two havea 
combined capacity of 121,000,000 gal- 
Jons, less than half the capacity of the 
Weston aqueduct.

RUSSIAN EXCUSES 


Cannot See Way Clear For 
Evacuation of Manchuria 


CHINA IN A QUANDARY 


Japanese Outbid Russians and 
Secure Powerful Cruisers 
Which Were Being Built at 
Genoa For Argentine 


Pekin, Dec. 29.—Lien Fang, first 
secretary of tha bourd of foreign af- 
fairs, visited Russian Minister Lessar 
and requested information concerning 
the intentions of the Russian goyern- 
ment regarding the evacuation of Man- 
churia. 

Minister Lessar, in reply, sald that 
nothing could be done at present with 
a view to evacuation for two reasons, 
In the first place the minister pointed 


out that the cold weather made it im- 
possible to remove the troops from 
their present positions, besides which 
there were no barracks accommoda- 
tions to be had elsewhere: in the sec- 
ond place, M. Lessar said it would en- 
danger the Russian interests to under- 
take evacuation during the progress of 
the negotiations between Russia and 
Japan, for the reason that Japan might 
seize the opportunity to invade Man- 
ehuria, 

The Chinese government is so 
alarmed at the prospect of becoming 
involved in the seemingly prospective 
war that it would prefer that Russia 
should remain in control of Man- 
ehuria. As an alternative the foreign 
office has indicated to the ministers 
that a settlement satisfactory to China 
would be that Kussia and Japan 
should retain their respective treaty 
rights in Korea and Manchuria if they 
agree not to attempt the obtaining of 
further advantages in either country. 


What Is Heard In London 
London, Dec. 29..—Rumors continue 
busy with the Russo-Japanese crisis, 
The latest report credits Japan with in- 
sisting that Russia shall re ply to its 
last note before Jan. 10, on the ground 
of the rapid approach of Russian naval 
reiaforcements to the scene of action. 
The Daily Mail’s Pekin correspondent 
sends an unconfirmed report that in the 
event of war China will join forces with 
Japan and that Japan wil! send an 
army corps to Pekin. 


According to The Daily Chronicle the 
Japanese government outbid the Rus- 
sian governuient and has actually pur- 
chased the Argentine warships Moreno 
and Rivadavia, both of which are pow 
nearing completion at Genoa. 

The Moreno is an armored cruiser of 
7700 tons displacement, 18,500 indicated 
horsepower and carrying six inches of 
Harveylzed nickel steel armor. She 


was launched in the present year and is |’ 


to have a spe2d of 20 knots. Her 
armament consists of four S-inch guns, 
14 6-inch grus, 103-inch guns, a number 
of smaller guns and four torpedo tubes. 

The Rivadavia is of the same dis- 
placement, horsepower, length, beam 
and draught as the Moreno, and carries 
the same armor, but her armament is 
different. The Rivadavia, which was 
launched in 1902, carries one 10-inch 
gun, two 8-inch guns, 14 6-inch guns, 10 
83-inch guns and a number of smaller 
guns, besides being fitted with four tor- 
pedo tabes. Her speed is estimated at 
20 knots. Both vessels will carry from 
600 to 1150 tons of coal and their comple- 
ments will be 500 men ench, 


Japs’ Emergency Ordinance 

Tokio, Dec. 29.—An extraordinary 
meeting of the privy council approved 
the issuance by the cabinet of an 
emergency ormlinance authorizing the 
guarantee of the principal and interest 
of an issue of 10,000,000 yen debentures 
for the purpose of expediting the work 
on the Seoul-Fusan railway. The 
ordinauce also provides for all possible 
military expenses for the protection of 
the railway and other interests. It is 
believed that unless Russia modifies her 
reply Japan will Immediately safc- 
guard Korea, though such a step will 
not necessarily mean war with Kussia. 


Delay Not Considered Ominous 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 29.—In official 
circles here the delay in presenting |‘ 
Russin’s reply is not regarded as 
ominous. The fact that Russia, in ac- 
cordance with Japan’s request, is 
actually reviewing the matters in dis- 
pute is regarded as a favorable sign. 
It is pointed out that had Russia re- 
plied immediately unfavorabie deduc 
tions might have been drawn. 


Japan a Heavy Flour Buyer 

8t. Paul, Dec, 29.—Within the past 
eight business days Minneapolis mills 
have booked almost 100,000 barrels of 
fiour for export to Japan. For some 
time Japan has been a heavy buyer of 
Anierican Jour. The millers are reti- 
cent about discussing the Japan busi- 
ness, bet admit that the orders are 
still coming. One company alone has 
booked close to 50,000 barrels within a 
day or two. The Japanese go. ernment 
has bought no four di direct. 


Big Beef Order E From Russia 

San Francisco, Dec. 20.—The Bulletin 
says that Getz Bros. & Co. have con- 
tracted with the Russian goverument to 
supply 3,000,000 pounds of beef and that 
they are making demands on al! the 
big packing houses in the west, hav- 
ing already placed an order for 1,000,- 
000 pounds with Cudahy & Co. to be 
delivered in San Francisco. 


DEFIED SOLDIERS 


Strenuous Attorney Changed His 
Mind After Being Wounded 
Cripple Cree‘s, Col., Dec. 29.—Colone. 

Verdickb>rg, commanding the mili- 

tary, received a letter from Attorney 

Jolin N. Glover, formerly a congress- 


man from Missouri, denying the legality 

of the recent order for the surrender of 

arms by citizens. In his letter Glover 

referred to Governor Peabody as “a 

cheap anarchist.” He declared that he 

had two revolvers in his ottice and de- 

fied the military to take thein from 

him. Verdickberg at once dispatched 

Major Naylor with a squad to capture 

the attorney and Lis weapons. The 

lawyer's office was found barricaded 

and Glover appeared with a revolver, | 
declaring that he would shoot the first. 
man who attempted to break down 

the door. The place was surrounded 

by the troops and orders were given | 
to shoot Glover if he appeared with a 

revolyer again. Later Glover ap- 

peared and several shots were ex-| 
changed. Glover was wounded in the 

arm, after which he surrendered.

NOT BACKED BY SENATOR 


OOSEVELT 


He Is Doing Nothing, However, 
to Check Movement In His Be- 
half--Cleveland Again Spoken 
of as a Presidential Candidate 


Washinzton, Dec. 29.—There is much 
excitemert in northern Ohio according 
to a Cleveland despatch to the Wash- 
ington Post, over the question of send- 
ing delegates to the state and national 
Republican convention of next spring 
instructed for Hanna for president. It 
does not seem to be so much a question 
of whether Hanna will take any active 
steps to this end, as of whether he will 
issue a final veto cn the whole business. 
Unless he does this, the engineers of his 
movement seem likely te try to instruct 
the delegates irrespective of what he 
miiy indicate &s his preference. 

Simultaneously with this comes news 
from the south that Hanna agents are 
at work there, stirring up not only the 
old Republican element, bnt the ex- 
Corfederate contingent who are under- 
stood to have been won over to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Clever propagandists 
lave been sent in among these people, 
with a view to showing them how it 
will be to their interests to go into the 
Republican primaries and make such a 
fight for contro} as will give them a 
standing if they knock at the doors of 
the national conventiou with con- 
testing delegations. The idea, o»- 
viously, is to get in regulurly if possible, 
but if not to be in a position to take ad- 
vantage instant'y of any break in the 
Roosevelt program. 

There are as yet ne signs that Hanna 
bimself is belind these movements in 
his alleged iuterest, but be certainly is 
not making any ‘ierce struggle to head 
them off. His plan seems still to be 
to hold the reserve force in the conven- 
tion by being the only candidate under 
consideration except Roosevelt. If 
anything happens then to make it de- 
sirable for some one to step in and 
gather the debris of the convention to 
himself, Hanna will be the man, and 
with his notion of taking chances, but 
covering every opening in sight, this 
may enable him in an emergency to de- 
cide the fate of his party. 


MORE CLEVELAND TALK 


Opinion In New York That He 
May Be a Candidate 

New York, Dec. 29.—Much political 
interest is attached to the dinner which 
will be given on Jan. + in honor of 
Mayor McClelian. The mayor wiil be 
one of the least important figures pres- 
ent and municipal matters wil! hardly 
be touched upon if the present program 
iscarriedout. Itis Charles F. Murphy’s 
intention to turn the occasicn into a 
gathering of Democratic national 
celebrities for the purpose of striking 


the keynote of the coming presidential | 


campaign and, perhaps, launching the 
boom of the next Democratic candidate 
for president. 

Bourke Cockran is managing the af- 
fair for Murphy. It was he who induced 
ex-President Cleveland to consent to 
speak at the dinner and invited Judge 
Parker, David B. Hill, ex-Senator Gray 
of Delaware, Senator Gorman and 
others who have been mentioned as 
presidential possibilities. To a friend 
he remarked: “One of the men who 
will stretch his legs under the table at 
Sherry’s on the night of Jan. 4 will be 
the Democratie candidate for president 
next year. I have corralled the whole 
lot of aspirants.” 

It is evidently Murpby’s intention to 
make Cleeyland’s appearance the occa- 
sion for a great demonstration. How 
far the demonstration will go is a mat- 
ter for surmise. The Tammany leader 
believes that Cleveland can yet be pre- 
vailed upon to take the presidential 
nomination, notwithstanding his recent 
public letter of refusal, and he thinks 
that the ex-president only needs conx- 
ing. To one of his lieutenai.ts he re- 
marked: “When Cleveland sees that 
his party calls on him to Save the coun- 
try froma Republican rule, he can't re- 
fuse to come forward. He will get a 
pretty good idea about how he is re- 
garded when he comes to the McClellan 
dinner.”

Salonica, Dec. 29.—The authorities 
are informed that 4000 Macedonian 
revolutionists, under the leadership of 
80 Bulgarian officers, are ready to in- 
vade Turkish territory. It is ru- 
mored that the second army reserve 
will again be called out. 


Waves Carried Off Mate 
Norfolk, Dec. 29.—Jobn Burton, mate 
of the schooner Columbia, was washed 
from the vessel’s deck and lost a 
few miles north of Hog island. The 
cook was almost frozen to death. The 
crew suffered terribly from cold.

Care of Baby’s Mouth. 

A talk on the care and feeding of in- 
fants was given under the auspices of 
the department of health by Dr. Sam- 
uel Doskow of Philadelphia recently. 
Infection by means of the mouth and 
infantile dentition was the subject. | 

Dr. Doskow said: “After every meal 
wash the baby’s mouth with a solution 
of borax in water. Wrap a piece of soft 
cloth around the finger, then dip it in | 
the solution and wipe out the mouth | 
and upper surface of the tongue. If the 
baby is fed on the bottle the rubber 
nipple should be put in boiling water 
for a few minutes before it is used. In 
doing this fermentation of the milk 
will be prevented, and as a result there 
will be no colic. 

“Don’t give the Baby soothing sirup 
or similar medicines while it is teetb- | 
ing. If the baby suffers much let a 
dentist or a physician lance the gums 
freely. e 

“It is absolutely necessary to keep 
sweets from children in order to pre- 
serve their teeth. Sweets cause a fer- 
mentation that destroys the tooth 
structure. Children’s teeth should be 
cleaned before they are put in bed and 
before and after each meal.”

Soap Bags and Soap Jelly. 

Do not throw away bits of toilet soap. 
| Keep a jar to put them in. Make bags 
| of fine cheesecloth 4 by 6 inches. Fill 
| with bran, a few bits of the soap and, 

if you have it, a pinch or two of orris. 
| Tie the bags at the top. Do not fill 
| them full, as the bran swells in the wa- 
ter. Oatmeal may be used as well as 
bran. These bags make the nicest kind 
of wash rags. Another use for the bits 
of soap is to put some of them in a jar 
and pour in alcohol or-cologne, not 
quite enough to cover the soap. This 
will make a jelly which will be found 
useful in shampooing or in the bath, as 
it dissolves quickly in the water. Add 
‘a few drops of lavender or rose to the 
_ alcohol and soap just before using. The 
| above may be useful on occasions.

Bat it looks fat, like a scrawny Christ- 
mas turkey judiciously fed by an air 
pump. Then it is put before the Amer- 
ican as an oyster, and the American 
who judges his food and drink largely 
by labels, pours over it salt, pepper, 
tabasco, Worcestershire, horseradish 
or what not and thinks itis all right. 
He might-as well have any sort of a sea 
urchin that was soft and puffy and wet as 
a vehicle for the coneoctions which he 
uses to make himself believe that an 
oyster tastes like something.—New York 
Tribune.

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George Nichols, a Robber, Will 
Spend Rest of Life In Prison 
Dedham, Mass., Dec.’30.—Unless he 
is pardoned by the governor of the 
state, George Nichols, a notorious crim- 
inal, will be obliged to spend the re- 


mainder of his life in the Massachusetts 
state prison. In the Norfolk superior 
criminal court Judge Aiken sentenced 
Nichols to serve a term of 25 years at 
hard labor, on the ground that he is a 
habitual criminal. Nichols, who is 60 
years old, is now serving a term of not 
less than 10 nor more than 15 years in 
the state prison, a sentence imposed in 
September last at Boston, and the later 
sentence Is to take effect at the expira- 
tion of the one passed upon him in 
that city. | 

The correct 1ame of Nichols is said to 
be Albert Steiner. He was born in Ger- 
many and was a member of a respect- 
able family. In this country, however, 
he has been known to the police as 
Nichols, although he has operated in 
yarious sections of the United States 
under different names. He has served 
time in the state prisons of New Jer- | 
sey and Rhode Island and in 1886 he 
was sentenced by the Bristol county 
court in this state for 10 years OF 
breaking and entering. 

Nichois was arrested in Milton on 
the charge of breaking into the dwelling 
of Wallace Pierce on Aug. 17 last and 
stealing silverware valued at $743. He 
was also accused of shooting Joseph

Japan Provides For All Pos- 
sible Military Expense 


WAR COUNCIL IS CREASED 


Naval and Military Staffs Are 
on Same Footing Under Emer- 
gency Arrangement--P ublic 
Impatience Is Calmed 


Tokio, Dec. 80,—Another cabinet 
council was held here late yesterday, 
lasting nearly four hours. ‘The or- 
dinances passed on Monday by the cab- 
inet council, authorizing a guarantee 
of the priucipal and interest of an issue 
of 10,000,000 yen debentures for the 
purpose of expediting the work on the 
Seohil-Fusan railway, and which also 
provided for all possible military ex- 
penses for the protection of the railway 
and other interests, aiso authorize the 
government to utilize 50,000,000 yen, 
the proceeds of the Chinese war in- 
demnity, which hitherto has been de- 
voted to educational and other purposes, 
asa war fund. In addition, authoriza- 
tion is given to issue treasury notes re- 
payable in five years and to raise loans, 
repayable in two years, to an unlimited 
extent. 

The Seoul-Fusan railway becomes 
virtually a governnient enterprise. The 
government guarantees the capital of 
10,000,000 yen and 6 percent interest 
and will nominate the directors. 

The new military council will be 
composed of the ministers of war and 
marine, and the chiefs of the military, 
naval and general staffs and leading 
generals andadmirals. Thus, under the 
emergency arrangement, the nava! and 
military staffs are placed on the same 
footing. 

It is stated that at yesterday's lunch- 
eon the emperor unreservedly invited 
the senior statesmen and the coun- 
cillors to give their advice on the ex- 
isting crisis. 

The promulgation of the ordinances 
has had great effect in calming public 
impatience. 


Warships Not Yet Sold 

London, Dec. 80.—It is said at the 
Japanese legation here that no sale has 
yet been effected of the Argentine war- 
ships Moreno and Rivadavia, now 
building at Genoa, for the purchase of 
which Japan is nogotiating. Russia 
has made a counter-bid and the nego- 
tions are continuing. 

The Daily Mirror asserts that Japan's 
note to Russia demands a materia! 
guarantee of honest intentions with re- 
gard to Korea by a reduction of the 
Russian fleet in far eastern waters to 
half its present stre1 gth.

The Sunday Post printed an illustrat- 
ed page story of local interest, frow 
which we make the following quotation: 

Perhaps there is no institutiou of its 
age near Boston of which less has been 
written or of which as little is known 
so far as the general public is concerned 
as the Sailors’ Snug Harbor. Aithough 
it is in Quiucy, it is largely a Boston 
institution. It was founded through the 
efforts of a Bostonian in 1852, and its 
present trustees are many of them Bos- 

ton men. It is mainly supported 
through the income from invested funds 
and also from time to time it bas re- 
ceived unrestricted legacies. 

It was captain R. B. Forbes who, 
while he bad grown rich himself, yet 
realized that there should be some sort 
of a retreat for those to whom the sea 
bad given little but a penniless and 
helpless old age, who first planned the 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor. Oaptain Forbes 
sailed a relief ship from the United 
State to Ireland at the time of the 
great famine in ’48, when his crew was 
picked from men who hal all been 
themselves masters of vessels. 

So, in 52, he with P. Greeley, Jr., 
and Josiah Brown incorporated the 
‘*harbor,’’ announcing that it was “for 
the purpose of relieving and supporting 
decrepit, infirm or aged _ sailors.’’ 
Since then bundreds have come, some 
fora season, but most for what was 
left of their lives.

It fell to him to take the first side- 
wheel steamer through the Suez Canal 
ian April 1870. She was the Moning, 
designed for China trade, and Captain 
Jayne took her out from Glasgow where 
she was built. 

One roof shelters all at the institution, 
and the superintendent’s office and the 
little rooms of the inmates are not far 
apart. There is a hospital, a chapel 
and a large dining room, and off in an 
aunex that can be reached from the 
main building through a covered passage 
are the reading and smoking rooms. 
Here a goodly number of papers and 
magazines are supplied, but more would 
be welcome. In the chapel are oil 
paintings of the founders of the corpora- 
tion, and some of the older inmates 
who knew them personally long ago 
speak of them as fise old sailormen. 
Especially does regard live for Captain 
Forbes. 

In the hall just outside the chapel 
door is a small mounted gun. On its 
barrel is the inscription: 

**Russian two-pounder, taken from 
the battleship Twelve Apostles during 
the Crimean war. This piece was fired 
from Malakof€ 101 times on July 4, 
i858, in honor of American indepen- 
dence. Presented to R, B. Forbes, 
chairman of Boston Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, for organization of a coast 
guard for state and national defence.’’ 

Although the home was founded t° 
care for ‘‘decrepit, infirm or aged 
sailors,’’ it is realized that the word 
‘*sailors’’ was used by the organizers 
in a day when they had little means of 
knowing how greatly steam would come 
on to the sea, aud what the change 
would be when the term ‘‘sailor’’ 
would mean anyone but a man who 
hauls ropes and sets sails. So it is re- 
quired now only that the applicant to 
enter the home shall bear a good 
character and shall aave sailed under 
the American flag for at least five 
years, and ‘‘seaman’’ is the descriptive 
term used, 

When the Sunday Post mam arrived at 
the home the superintendent bad just 
had a number of pigs killed, that there 
might be fresh pork for the winter. 
The men take turns attending the pigs 
and in the summer running the ferry 
boat over to Quincy Point. To visit 
them one goes to the end of the point, 
waves a handkerchief and yells, and 
some old captain rows the boat over. 
Now in the winter, when the waves run 
high, the superintendeot thinks it is 
risky to trust the rather feeble men 


the institution is to ride up from 
Quincy, about half way to Houghs 
Neck, and then walk about 11-2 miles 
to the gates. And because there are so 
few who come in the winter the sailors 
are glad to welcome any new face. 

The charge for going over the ferry is 
five cents, anc this goes to the ferryman 
whoever it happens to be, for tobacco 
money. To earn other little sums the 
men are generally making little models 
of some ship they once commanded or 
owned, and of which they still remem- 
ber very line; or carving out smal) boats 
that look not at all like, though they 
sail much better than the ones that can 
be bought in stores, Sometimes they 
weave hammocks or make lanyards, or 
with a bit of rope they sit idly, their 
fingers running through the whole gamut 
of sailors’ knots, tying and untying 
them over and over again. Itis a re- 
hearsing after many days of ways to 
pass the time that they learned during 
the monotony of tropic calms.

Ceunsel For Convicted Men to 
Fight For New Trial 

Boston, Dec. 30.—Supported by an 
affidavit, counsel for Charlie Chin and 
Wong Chung, two Chinese convicted on 
the charge of murdering Wong Yak 
Chong, have filed a motion for a new trial 
with the clerk of the superior criminal 
court. 

It is claimed by the attorneys for the 
convicted men that J. H. Stone, a jury- 
mau who sat upon the case, said be- 
fore the jury was empanelled that he 
“did not know anything about the case, 
but would convict both Chinese on ac- 
count of their looks.” This statement 
was made, it is alleged, in a conversa- 
tion between Stone and 0. W. Dim- 
ick, agent of a manufacturing con- 
eern, in the lattar’s office.

HUBS CHINESE MURDER|RULES SUSPENDED 


Collector of Port of Boston His 
Own Master For Thirty Days 


SHAW MEETS MERCHANTS

Wells Them He Will Not Restore 
Release Bond System 
Promises Reorganization 


and

Customs System 


Boston, Dec. 30.—For more than two 
hours and a half Secretary Shaw of 
the treasury department had a heart- 
to-heart talk with Bosten merchants in 
Collector Lyman's private office at the 
custom house about the customs affairs 
at this port. 1t was not alone the “re- 
lease bond” system that came up for 
consideration, although it was the abro- 
gation of that system that aroused the 
merchants and brought Secretary Shaw 
to Boston to hear their protest, 
many other questions bearing upon the 
relations between the importer and the 
customs officials were discussed and at 
the end of the conference the secretary 
made a ruling that is intended to re- 
lieve the situation immediately. 

This ruling is, in effect, that for 30 
days Collector Lyman may use any 


method that is expedient to facilitate 


the business of the port, so that the 
importers can have their goods from 
the appraisers’ stores 1s speedily as if 
the release bond system were still in 
vogue, so that the whole department 
may be reorganized on a new basis. 

“f'or 80 daya,” he said, addressing 
Collector Lyman, in the presence of the 
merchants, “the department will be 
blind to anything you may do, because 
we want to help each other.” 

‘The telease bend system will not be 
restored, as it is not used at any other 
port and uniformity is desired, but the 
service at Boston will be thoroughly 
reorganized with competent men at the 
head of divisions and with a larger 
force of clerks. Collector Lyman was 
given assurance that he shall have the 
co-operation of the department in mak- 
ing the port of Boston as efticient an 
entry port as there is in the country. 

Several merchants were called upon 
to address the secretary, and when the 
merchants had completed their repre- 
sentation Secretary Shaw paid a high 
compliment to the character of the New 
England business men, in whom he 
naturally would recognize a lofty mind 
and clear conscience, being a New 
Englander himself. ‘But, I may add,” 
he said, “that a man who is devoid of 
conscience is as devoid of it here as 
anywhere. It is a marvel to me that 
every fraudulent importer does not use 
this port. The average importer would 
burn his arm off before he would de- 
fraud the government, but they are not 
all like that. If I can serve you at 
all I can serve you against fraudulent 
importers.” me 

The secretary then told how the ex- 
isting law regarding the entry of im- 
ported goods operates if executed prop- 
erly, and showed how under the hond 
system it is possible for the importer 
to evade the duty by substituting his 
imported goods for somethipg else. 
There is absolutely no excuse, he as- 
serted, for delays in liquidation, because 
when the clerical force is large enough 
and all the various ofticials, from the 
collector down, do the duties that prop- 
erly belong to them, there is no reason 
why the goods should not pass through 
the custom housa in a few hours, as in 
New York at the present time. What 
Boston needs is an active administra- 
tive head over the appraiser's depart- 
menfand additional clerks, and these 
will be granted as soon as the force 
can be organized. 

Some severe criticism was made of 
some conditions discovered at thig port 
and allusions were made to criminal ac- 
tions by importers, whose names are 
known, he said, and whose customers 
also are known to the department.

A MAD RUSH TO ESCAPE

Fire Proof Curtain 
Loss of Six Hundred Lives 
Chicago, Dec. 31.—About 550 people 

were killed in 10 minutes during a fire 


in the Iroquois theatre, the newest, the 


largest, and as far as human power 
could make it, the safest theatre in 
Chicago.

Tesides this there are 55 peo- 


ple missing, the majority of whom are |

been positively identified and 92 others 
are kuown to be injured. 

A few of the victims were burned to 
death by tire, many were siffocated by 
gas and scores Were trampled to death 
in the panic that fellowed the mad 
plunge of the frightened audience for 
the exits. It will be days before all 
the dead wili be identified. There are 
bodies lying by the dozens in the under- 
taking rooms, in the police stations and 
in the hospitals from which nearly 
everything that. could reveal their 
identity to those who knew them best 
is gone. Their clothing is torn to rags 
or burned to cinders and their faces 
have been trampled into an unrecogniz- 
able pulp by the crowd that trampled 
them down as they fled for safety. 

The fire broke out during the second 
act of the play “Mr. Bluebeard,” which 
was the first dramatic production in the 
theatre since its erection. 

The company, Which was yery large, 
escaped in safety. A few members of 
the company sustaired minor injuries. 

Tke accounts of the origin of the fire 
are conilicting and none of them are 
certain, but the best reason given is 
that an electric wire near the lower 
part of a piece of drop scenery sud- 
denly broke and was grounded. ‘The 
fire spread rapidly toward the front of 
the stage, causing the members of the 
chorus who were then engaged in the 
performance to flee to the wings with 
screams of terror. ‘The fire in itself 
up to this time was not serious and 
possibly could have been checked had 
not the asbestos curtain failed to work. 

As soon as the lire was discovered 
Eddie Foy, the chief comedian of the 
company, shouted to lower the asbestos 
curtain, and this was immediately done. 
It descended about half way and then 
stuck. ‘The fire was thus given prac- 
tically a flue through which a strong 
draft was setting, aided by the doors 
which had been thrown open in the 
front of the theatre. Witha roaranda 
bound, the flames shot out throngh the 
opening over the heads of the people 
on the first floor and reaching clear up 
to those in the first baleony, caught 
them and burned them to death where 
they sat. 


CURTAIN STUCK 


One Factor Which Contributed 
to the Great Calamity 
Immediately following this rush of 
flames there came an explosion which 
lifted the entire roof of the theatre 
from its walls, shattering the great sky- 
light into fragments. As soon as the 


flames first appeared beyond the cur- 
tain a man in the rearof the hall 


shouted “Fire” and the entire audience | 


rose as one person and made for the 
doors. It is believed that the explosion 
was caused by the flames coming in 
contact with the gas reservoirs of the 
theatre, causing them to burst. 
Manager Davis of the theatre said

A LAKE OF SOLID SODA. 


Strange Discovery of Major Burn 
ham, the American, In Africa. 
Major F. R. Burnham, the American 

scout, recently returned to London 

from another difficult expedition to 
east Africa, this time through the east 

Africa protectorate and Uganda to the 

borders of the Kongo Free State, pene- 

trating about a thousand miles and ex- 
ploring much territory that had never 
before seen a white man, says the Kap 
sas City Star. The major was accon 
panied by several hundred blacks and 
twenty white men, three of whom diel 
of fever and six were invalided home. 
The most interesting result of the cx- 
pedition was the discovery of a lake of 
about forty-nine square miles composed 
almost entirely of pure carbonate of 


, soda, forming a snowlike crust so thick 


that the party walkked across on it. 
In some places the chemical is solid 
clear through to the ground. It is the 
largest deposit of the kind that has 
ever been found. The lake is fed by 
mineral springs carrying soda in solu- 
tion, and the deposit is formed by the 
evaporation of the water under the 
burning equatorial sun. In years to 
come, when the inevitable railroads 
run through Uganda, this chemical lake 
will doubtless be of enormous value, 
but at present it is one of nature’s in- 
violable reserve funds. 

An active voleano was found at Lake 
Rudolph, and several others which were 
busily spouting mud and steam were 
seen. 


New Use For a Whipping Post. 
Rural England still contains a num- 


| ber of whipping posts, most of them 


attached to stocks. One of the most in- 
teresting examples in the home coun- 
ties stands on a patch of green by the 
roadside at Stondon Massey, in Essex. 
A peculiarity of this relic is that, 
though it still bears the irons by which 
offenders against law and order were 
formerly triced up to receive castiga- 
tion, it now performs the office of a 
travelers’ guide, having arms which 
point the way to Ongar and other 
places ia the district, says the London 
News.

iad voMbeen excited by the cry of'fire 
not a single life would have been lost. 
This, however, is contradicted by the 
statements of the firemen, who found 
numbers of persons sitting in their 
seats, their fuces directed toward the 
stage as if the performance was stil] 
going on. It was the opinion of the 
firemen that these people had been suf- 
focated at once by the flow of gas which 
came from behind the asbestos curtain. 

As near as can be estimated at the 
present time about 1300 people were in 
the theatre. Three hundred of these 
were on the first floor, the balance be- 
ing in the two upper balconies and in 
the hallways back of them. 

As one by one the bodies were 
dragged out of the watersoaked black- 
ened mass of corpses the spectacle be- 
came more heartrending. There were 
Women whose clothing was torn com- 
pletely from their hodies above the 
Waist, whose boson:s had been trampled | 
into a pulp and whose faces were 
marred beyond all power of identifica- 
tion. 

Bodies lay in the first and second 
balconies in gréat numbers. In some 
places they were piled up in the aisles 
three and four deep, where one had fal- 
len and others tripped over the prostrate 
forins and all had died where they lay, 
evidently suffocated by the gas. Others | 
were bent over back of seats where 
they had been thrown by the rush of peo- | 
ple for the doors and killed with hardly 
a chance to rise from their seats, 

In the aisles nearest to the doors the 
scenes were hirrowing in the extreme. 
Rodies lay in every eonceiyable attl- 
tude, half naked, the look on their faces | 
revealing some portion of the ageny 
which must have preceded their death. 
There were scores and scores of peo- | 
ple whose entire face had been trampled 
completely off by the heels of those who 
rushed over them and in one aisle the 
body of a man was found with not a 
vestige of clothing, flesh or bone re- 
maining above his waist line. The 
entire upper portion of his body had 
been cut into mincemeat and carried 
away by the feet of those who trampled 
on him. 


HAD FIRE ESCAPE

platform first eudeavored to hold their 
footing and to keep back the crowd 
that pressed upon them from the rear. 
The effort was utterly useless and ina 
few moments the iron ledges were 
jammed with crowds of women who 
screamed, fought and tore at each other 
like maniaes. This lasted but a brief 
interval and the rush from the interior 
of the building became so violent that 
many of them were crowded off and 
fell to the granite pavement below. 
Others leaped from the platform, frac- 
turing legs and arms. 

George H. Elliott was in a building 
directly opposite from the theatre across 
this alley and immediately rushed for 
a ladder in an effort to save as many 
as possible. No ladder was available 
and the only method of assistance they 
were able to devise was to hurriedly 
lash some planks together and throw 
them across to the affrighted women on 
the platforms. Before this orld be 
done a fearful loss of time ensued, the 
women were being pushed every in- 
stant into the alley and by the time the 
bridge was constructed but few re- 
mained to take advantage of it. How- 
exer, about two dozen made their way 
across the narrow causeway. 

The members of the theatrical com- 
pany, being on the first floor, had com- 
paratively little difticulty in reaching | 
the street, although their situation was 
for a moment highly critical because | 
of the speed with which the fiames 
swept through the rv ass of scenery in 
the flies and on the stage. 


BODIES PILED HIGH 


Jammed Between Walls In an) 
Inextricable Mass 

The theatre is modelled after the 
Opera Comique in Paris and from the 
rear of each balcony there are three 
doors leading out to passageways 
toward the front of the theatre. Twoof 
these doorways are at the end of the 
balcony, one being in the centre. “The ! 
audience seems to have, for the greater 
part, chosen to dee to the left entrance 
and to attempt to make its way down 
the eastern stairway leading into the 
lobby of the theatre. Outside of tbe 
people burned and suffocated by gas, it 
was in these two doorways on the first 
and second balconies that the greatest 
loss of life occurred. When the firemen 
entered the building the dead were 
found stretched in a pile reaching from 
the head of the stairway at least eight 
feet in the door back to a point about 
five feet in the rear of the door. 

This mass of derd bodies in the 
centre doorway reached to within two 
feet of the top of the pgssageway. All 
of the corpses at this point were women 
and children. The fight for life which 
must have taken place at these two 
points is something that is simply be- 
ond human power adequately to de- 
scribe.

COST $500,000 


Iriquois Theatre Had but Re- 
cently Been Occupied 

The Iroquois theatre was completed 
less than two months ago at a cost of 
$500,000 and was the finest playhouse in 
Chicago. It was opened to the public 
on the night of Nov. 23 with “Mr. Blue- 
beard.” It hada total seating capacity 
of 1724 chairs, with plenty of good 
standing room on each floor. ‘The bal- 
cony had seats for 475 persons. The 
records of the city™ building depart- 
ment show that the theatre was com- 
plete in every detail and that it was 
absolutely fire-proof, all requirements 
of the law having been coniplied with. 

It was declared last night by the 
management of the theatre that the fire 
was not cause by the grounding of an 
electric wire or to any defect in the 
equipment of the theatre. It started, 
they claim, by the bursting of a calclum 
light apparatus. The concussion was 
s0 great that it blew out the skylights 
over the stage ard auditorium. ‘This 
Statement of the theatre management is 
contradicted by many people who were 
in the theatre and vy. ho declare that be- 
fore the explosion occurred they suw 
Rames in a narrow streak creeping 
along the wall near the upper part of 
the drop cu-tain. 

While scores of men were busy car- 
rying out the dead and injured, others, 
fortunately few in number, searched the 
aisles and seats for valuables. Two 
men were fouad who had provided 
theniselves wit2 baskets and were fill- 
ing them with the property of the dead. 
They were immediately placed under 
arrest and the theatre usliers and stage 
hands were given the work of collecting | 
all the valuables on the floor of the | 
theatre. During the evening the police 
arrested over a dozen men accused of 
being thieves and pickpockts. 


English Papers Express Sorrow 

London, Dec. 31.—All the t1orning 
papers print editorials on the catastro- 
phe in the Iroquois theatre at Chicago, 
saying thr t it fils the whole world with 
a feeling of pity and sympathy for the 
victims and proves that even the most 
modern regul@tions and appliances 
adopted as a precaution against such 
accidents are futile when panic seizes 
an audience. The Daily ‘Telegraph 
urges tue necessiiy for the umversul 
adoption of the plan which is already 
largely employed on the continent of 
rendering. all scenery, gauzes and prop- 
erties non-inflammable. 


Not Regarded as Serious

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RESTS ON RUSSIA 


She Is Now Sole Factor In 
Far Eastern Imbroglio 


DIPLOMATS ARE DIVIDED 


Some Look For Compromise 
Tending Toward Peace, While 
Others Think That War Can- 
not Possibly Be Averted 


London, Dec. 31.—Lord Lansdowne's 
diplomatic reception centered on the 
far eastern crisis, ‘the Russian ambas- 
sador, Count Benckendorff, was unable 
to give the British foreign secretary any 
definite information regarding the tenor 
of Russia’s reply to Japan. 

The foreign secretary adopted a 
slightly more hopeful tone to the other 
ambassadors than has prevailed at the 
foreign office for the last few days. It 
is learned that this is chiefly due to 
the persistent belief of the French for- 
eign minister, M. Delcasse, that he will 
be able to prevail on Russia to make 
such compromise as will avert war. 

Ambassador Choete, after a confer- 
ence with Lord Lansdowne, expressed 
his conviction that a pacific solution 
would be found and said the indica- 
tions were not warlike. The belief was 
not shared by some of Lord Lans- 
dowue’s other callers, notably the Ger- 
man ambassador, Count Wolff-Metter- 
nich. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minis- 
ter, when question®d regarding De!- 
easse’s hopeful atiiude, said he was 
aware the French foreign miuister was 
making strenuous efforts for peace. So 
far as Baron Hayashi kuew these bad 
not yet been crowned with success. 
But the Japanes2 mninister laid consider- 
able stress on the dispatch from Paris 
(announcing that the French govern-

In diplomatic circles here there is no 
indication when the kussian reply may 
be expected. 


Outlook Regarded as Gloomy 

Washington, Dec. 31.—With . war 
staring his country in the face, Kogoro 
Takahbira, the Japanese minister, is as 
calm as any >fticialin Washington. He 
has the reputation of being one of the 
most cautious members of the diplo- 
matic corps. He acts first and talks 


afterward. Having called at the state. 


departinent and informed the officials 
of-the. gravity with which the Tokio gov- 


ernment views the situation, Mr. Taka- | 


hira said last nignt-that officials of the 
Japanese foreign service were awaiting 
an answer of Russia to Japan’s last 
note before making a second communi- 
cation to the powers. In conyersation, 
Mr. Takahira said: 

“Japan will wait as long as circum- 
stances seem to justify, but not longer. 
In our last note we have stated the 
minimum proposition which we can sub- 
mit to Russia. That country has the 
deciding vote whether there is to be war 
or peace in the fareast. We have 
done all that we could.” 

Mr. Takshira expressed the hope that 
War may yet be averted, but he re- 
gards the outlook as gloomy. It can 
be stated that Japan, while not placing 
a time limit on Russia’s reply, urged 
in her last note that the St. Petersburg 
government send a definite answer at 
the earliest possible moment. An in- 
fiefinite answer will be regarded as 
wholly unsatisfactory. 


War Sentiment Dominant 
Paris, Dec. 31.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Paris edition of 
the New York Herald says that the 
optimism prevailing concerving the far 
eastern situation has been  rndely 
shaken by the dispatches from Tokio. 
The dominant sentiment is that war is 

inevitable, says the correspondent. 


Japanese Secure Warships 
London, Dec. 31.—Japan last evening 
completed the purchase of the Argentine 
warships Moreno and Rivadavia, build- 
ing at Genoa, for which Russia also 
was negotiating. Japan paid $7,500,000 
for the vessels.

PLAN OF GENERAL STAFF 


Theory That Bloodshed Can Be 
Avoided by Being Prepared 
For Emergency--Government’s 
Reply te Reyes’ Note Not Ready 


Washington, Dee. 30.—The general 
staff Las made a specific move look- 
ing toward Panama. Lieutenant 
Colonel Shaler of the ordnance depart- 
ment and a wember of the general staff, 
who is probabiy the chief expert in the 
army on fortifications and heavy guas, 
has been ordered to proceed immediate- 
ly to Panama, there to make up his mind 
<s quickly as possible on the strategic 
point for use in the event of immediat2 
military occupation. His mission is 
coneerned not ouly with the establish- 
ment of such a’ permanent urmy post 
as may be necessary, but also conteim- 
plates the possibility of trouble with Co- 
lombia. 

Ir is possible that as the news of this 
mission leaks out there may be some 
misapprehension as to itsmeaning. It 
means mereiy that the president be- 
lieves in heing prepared, that he intends 
to preserve order on the Isthmus and 
has no notion of letting disorder break 
out and then having to put it down. 
His theory is that bloodshe¢c can best 
be saved by being thoroughly in readi- 
ness for any emergency that may arise. 
‘This also is the purpose of the general 
staff and its atudies have constantly in 


contemplation the points where trouble 
is even remotely possible. It isa fact, 
for exarople, that an accomplished offi- 


cer was despatched to Colorado to 
study the strategic situation there in the 
event of ordering out the federal troops 
to quiet the mobs. ‘The president was 
steadily refusing to send troops, and he 
has not yetdoneso. He believed, how- 
ever, in having such an examination 
made of the ground that were they @- 
dered there they could work most ef- 
fectively. 

Colonel Shaler has had charge of the 
constructien of the great guns for coast 
defense, and it was to bis ability that 
the huge seacoast cannon, the greatest 
in the world and intended for the de- 
fence in the New York city, were 
brought to perfection. He is believed 
to be adinirably qualified for the task 
before him. In further pursuance of 
the policy involved in Colonel Shaler’s 
ruission the general staff already hag in 
readiness plans forrushing trcops to 


| the Isthiuus the instant the cable com- 
| munication shows their necessity. The 


commanding officers of aj] the regi- 
ments that are within easy distance of 
the ports from which troops may be 
advantageously despatched to 
Panama have been ordered to be in 
readiness to start at a moment's notice. 
These plans have no immediate relation 
to the impending treaty, but are carried 
out under the authority of the treaty 
of 1846 as » nart of this country’s pur- 
pose to preserve order and keep open 
transit across the Isthmus. 

At a meeting of the cabinet the 
Panama situation was the principal 
subject under consideration. The meet- 
ing wes one of the longest held for 
several weeks, the session consuming 
quite two hours. Secretary Root was 
delayed nearly half an hour in his ar- 
rival at the meeting. having been in 
conference with General Reyes, the 
special representative of Colombia. 
This circumstance caused it to transpire 
that during the illness of Secretary Hay 
Secretary Root has been designated by 
the president to conduct the negotia- 
tions of this government with Reyes. 

Mr. Root laid before the president the 
details of his interview with the Co- 
Jombian riinister. Careful considéra- 
tion was given to the Colombian note 
filed with the state department by 
Reyes, but it can be said that no an- 
swer yet has been made to {t. The 
note was submitted by the Colombian 
minister in Spanish. Some delay was 
encountered in the translation of the 
document, but finally the translation 
was laid before the president and Koot 
for consideration. Secretary Root in- 
formed Reyes that the reply of this 
government was not ready, but that it 
would be given him as soon as possible, 
Root will give the response to Reyes 
when a decision ag to its precise nature 
shall have been reached. 

No intimation of the contents of 
Reyes’ note or of the reply of this gov- 
ernment is given from any authorita- 
tive source. It is known, however, that 
the administration regards the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with the republic of 
Panama as the first step to be taken 
in the entire pending matter. What 
this government may do subsequently 
will be determined, at least in part, by 
the circumstances then surrounding the 
ease. Just now, it is said authorita- 
tively, there is nothing jn the situation 
to arouse serious concern. 

General Reyes bas not indicated to 
Root what his intentions are regarding 
his future movements, It is presumed 
he will remain in Washington ut least 
until the reply of the United States to 


hjs note shall have heen presented, but . 


so far as can be ascertained nothing 
definite is known as to his intentions.

PRETTY PICTURE FRAME. 
ee 


tt Is Made of Tan Sheepskin and Deo- 
orated With Burnt Work. 

The picture frame here shown is 
made from tan sheepskin decorated 
with burnt work, and it may be easily 
made at home from the directions 
given: 

To make the picture frame cut a 
piece of light wood 9 by 11 inches or 
any size desired. Lay the braid on 
the leather and with a pencil make the 
exact outline in the front. Stitch with 
silk on the pencil line for outer edge 
and pink. Stitch a second row near 
the first on the inside. 
inch space and stitch two rows like the 
first. If the frame is for an oval pic- 
ture draw the exact outline in the cen- 
ter, stitch two rows and pink the in- 
side of the oval. Leave another-half 
inch space from the first oval stitch- 
ing, then stitch two rows as before. 
In this half inch space punch rows of 
holes half an inch apart, through 


which should be run laces the size of 
a shoe string cut from the straight 
edge of the leather. 


Tie the laces in

a bowknot at one side. Take four laces 
for the sides, leaving the ends long 
enough to tie in knots at the corners. 
With a gimlet bore four holes through 
the board to correspond witb the ones 
in each corner of the leather. Cover 
the board with silk and paste smooth 
paper over the front. Lace the leather 
to the board at the lower corners by 
passing a lace from the back of the 
board, having a knot at the back. Run 
straps for the hanger from opposite 
sides of the upper corners and tie the 
ends in with the laces to form large 
knots at the corners. Glue the leather 
to the board an inch from the outer 
edges on the sides and bottom, leaving 
the opening at the top for the glass and 
picture. When thoroughly dry slip the 
glass and photograph in at the top of 
the frame. This will push the leather 
out and give the effect of a padded cen- 
ter. Decorate the frame with rows of 
burnt dots.——Womzn’s Home Compan- 
lon.

A Hygienic Hint. 

Hygiene authorities strongly advise 
the alternate day system for the wear- 
ing of outer clothing.

Outer clothing, it is also ad- 
vised, should upon removal be hung in 
a current of fresh air and thoroughly 
brushed. The practice of placing wocl- 
en garments, warm from the body and 
filled with the dust of the street, in 
closed closets is said to be most inju- 
rious to health. For shoes, as well as 
all other unwashable articles of appar- 
2, a thorough airing every other day is 
advised as being both economical and

Creamed Potatoes, 

Creamed potatoes a la Vienne in the 
strictest sense, since the recipe was ob- 
tained there by a traveling American 
cookery authority, require, first, pota- 
toes boiled without peeling in very lit- 
tle water and plenty of salt. Peel them 
when cool and cut them in thin, round 
slices, cover them with boiling cream 
and allow them to simmer until the 
eream begins to thicken. Add pepper, 
salt if needed, a tiny bit of mace, a lit- 
te unsalted butter and a few drops of 
lemon juice. Serve at once. 


A Sachet Hint, 

To make your own sachets buy the 
powder and sprinkle on thin cotton in- 
side the silk bags or pour on it half a 
teaspoonful of the oil of the perfume 
you desire, to which a few drops of 
glycerin are added. The glycerin keeps 
the perfume from evaporating. This 
gives a vigorous and diffusive perfume,
